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STATE DEMOCRACY REPUDIATES 
THE CHICAGO PLATFORM.

Cannot Support the Men Who Advo- 
cate Its Revolutionary and Un- 
Democratic Doctrines — Third 
Ticket Is Also Favored and the 
Organization Will Act with Oth- 
ers Like-Minded—What Messrs. 
Scott, Warner, and Others Said. 


Nearly 100 members of the State Democ- 
racy assembled at the headquarters, in 
Twenty-third Street, last night, in response 
to a call sent out Tuesday by Vice Chair- 
man Francis M. Scott. This was a large 
attendance, in view of°the short notice, 


Only four Assembly districts were not rep- 
resented, 

The fact that Mr. Scott, who is Vice 
Chairman, and acting as Chairman in the 
absence of Mr. Fairchild, would introduce 
& resolution to repudiate the ticket nomi- 
nated at Chicago, and the entire plattorm 
adopted, had been freely circulated, and 
the members went to the meeting pretty 
well decided as to the course they would 
pursue. 

Although the call for the meeting stated 
the hour as 8:30, there were about fifty 
members in front of the headquarters by 
8 o’clock, discussing the situation, It was 
too hot tc go inside, and they began their 
debate in the open air, before the arrival 
of Mr. Scott. 

There was all sorts of talk about what 
“16 to 1” really meant, and what would 
be the result of a bolt at this time, until 
3:30, when Vice Chairman Scott appeared. 
Then members thronged into the hall, 
where the temperature was terrific.

The main busiress of the meeting was 
got at immediately. Mr. Scott resigned the 
chair to Mr. Thomas F. Keating, who pre- 
sided throughout the session. Mr. Scott 
then offered his resolution repudiating and 
condemning the platform and the ticket of 
the Chicago Convention. 

To a reporter for THe NeEw-YorRK TIMES 


Mr. Scott said yesterday afternoon that the 
resolution he proposed offering to the State 
Democracy had been drawn up after con- 
ference with ex-Mayor William R. Grace 
and others. Mr. Grace, he said, would not 
take any immediate action in concert with 
the State Democracy, but he was very 
much interested, and had been consulted be- 
fore the resolution was drawn. 

it may be inferred, therefore, and was so 
understood last night by the members of the 
organization, that the resolution has the 
approval of Mr. Grace. It was learned that 
Mr. Scott had also consulted the standing 
Committee on Resolutions of the State De- 
mocracy. 

The resolutions. created quite .a flutter 
among the State Democrats, aithorgh most 
of them had some idea as to thé@ir Géntents 
and form. They. were as follows: 

Resolved, That we hereby repudiate af@ condemn 
the revolutionary and undemocrati¢’ platform 
adopted at the late miscalled Demo@ratic Na 
tional Convention held in Chicago. It proposes 
to substitute for our present standard of value, 
which is equal to the best in the wo an un- 
stable and depreciated standard whit“has been 
repudiated by every civilized and prospérous com-+ 
mercial nation, and which -would put us on & 
monetary par with China, Mexico, and other 
countries where labor is notoriously underpaid; 
it declares against gold monometallism, and ad- 
Vocates legislation which must inevitably lead 
to silver monometallism; it advocates a monetary 
system which would offer an unlimited field of 
Speculation to the capitalist, but would mater- 
iaily reduce the purchasing power of every dollar 
_— to the wage earner; which would punish 

mest thrift by depreciating the value of évery 

@avings bank deposit and every life insurance 
policy; it advocates a liberal pension policy and at 
the same time seeks to impair the value of every 
pension paid by the Government; it condemns the 
only method now provided by law for keéping 
inviolate the National credit, and favors a policy 
which wili, in effect, result in a partial repudia- 
tion of the public debt; it disapproves’ of the 
issue of National bank notes secured by the 
pledge of Government) bonds and suggests no 
substitute thereior except unlimited paper money, 
redeemable in a debused and fluctuating currency. 
it demands the re-enactment of the income-tax 
law recently declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and pro- 
poses to pack thxt court to obtain a reversal of 
that decision; it contemptuously omits all refer- 
ence to the Administration of the only Democrat 
who for more than a generation has held the 
Presidential office, and whose integrity of pur- 
vse and firm determination to maintain the 

ational honor has been recognized and acknowl- 
edged by all classes of his fellow-citizens. 

Resolved, That in view of the Populistic and 
a@nti-Democratic character of the platform 
adypted at the Chicage Convention, we hold that 
no Democrat owes adherence to it, or is called 
Upon to support the candidates who have con- 
sented to stand upon it. 

Resolved. That we deem it our duty as good 
citizens, loyal to the true principles of Democ- 
racy, to repudiate the ticket nominated at Chi- 
cago.

This resolution was adopted. Mr. Scott, 
as Chzo:rman, will appoint the committee 
at on->.

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ROBBERY ON ST. LOUIS. 


Diamond Jewelry Worth $2,500 Acci- 
dentally Recovered, 


There is reason to believe that one of the 
passengers on the American Liner St. 
Louis, which left ner dock at the foot of 
Fulton Street at 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, is mourning the loss of valuable jew- 
elry. The jewelry in the possession of the 
police was recovered in an accidental man- 
ner. 

About ore hour after the St. Louis sailed 
a broad-shouldered man in a blue jumper 
entered the pawnshop of Louis Simon, at 
185 Varick Street. .He displayed a 24% carat 
diamond earring, which he said he would 


‘like to pawn. The pawnbroker considered 


that the diamond and the man’s attire were 
not in keeping. He refused to accept the 
earring, and did not hesitate to express his 
suspicions as to how his customer came by 
it. 

The man was leaving the place with the 
diamond in his hand just as Detectives 
Frazee and Jackson of the Macdougal 
Street Precinct chanced to pass by on the 
other side of the street. The pawnbroker 
motioned to the detectives, and pointed to 


the man. The detectives crossed over and 
placed the man under arrest, He still had 
the diamond in his hand. 

‘* Where did you get this?”’ one of the de- 
tectives asked. . 

“He gave it to me.” answered the prison- 
er, pointing to a man looking like a sailor 
who stood on the corner of GreenWich an 
Clarkson Streets. One of the detectives 
started for the on-looker, who took to his 
heels, but was caught after a short chase. 
The detectives searched him and found dia- 
mond jewelry, which included one gold 
bracelet with gold balls set with diamonds, 
sapphires, and rubies; one butterfly breast- 
pin studded with a diamond daisy shaped 
with thirty-four diamonds; one breastpin, 
violet-shaped, with one diamond, and a 
mate of the earring which the other man 
had tried to pawn. There was also $12.75. 

The prisoners were taken to the Mac- 
dougal Street Station, where the man who 
had the jewelry described himself as Will- 
iam Doyle, a sailor, twenty-one years old, of 
56 Leroy Street. The other prisoner said 
his name was Joseph Flynn and that he 
lived at 500 Ferry Street, Brooklyn. The 
diamonds found in Doyle’s possession were 
in a pasteboard box, upon which was the 
firm name of Black, Starr & Frost, jewel- 
ets, Twenty-eighth Street and Fifth Ave- 
nue. The small pasteboard cover of another 
box marked “ Tiffany ’’ was also found in 
his possession. 

Doyle said he was standing near the 
American Line pier shortly before the St. 
Louis sailed, when a well-dressed man ad- 
dressed him and gave him the b gy of 
diamonds, telling him to go and get some 
money on them. He could not give a clear 
description of the alleged stranger, nor tell 
how it was that they became separated. He 
said that instead of going into the pawn- 
shop himself he had asked Flynn to go. 

The police are inclined to believe that at 
least one of the men stole the diamonds 
from the St. Louis. They learned, they say, 
the men were working on the steamship, 
and believe they managed to gain access to 
a stateroom where the diamonds were care- 
lessly laid, or else took them from a broken 
package. The value of the jewels is esti- 
mated at about $2,500. 

The detectives took the prisoners to the 
Jeter on Marke’ Foice Court esterday aft- 
ernoon and had them remanded un.il the 
exse could be investigated further. The dia- 
monds were sent to Black, Starr & Frost’s 
establishment to see if the owner or pur- 
chaser could be traced. The diamond ear- 
ring which Fiynn offered to the pawn- 
broker is valued at $150. All Flynn asked 
upon it was $2. 

It was said last night by a representative 
of Black, Starr & Frost that it would-take 
several days to look through the books and 
identify the owner of the jewelry. 





CRUSHED BY AN ICE WAGON, 


Little Mary Gardella Had Just Left a 
North River Free Bath. 


There was a sad scene in the Hudson 
Street Hospital yesterday, when Mary Gar- 
della, ten years old, died, in the presence of 
her mother and sister, with whom she had 
been talking in the best of health and spir- 
its only three hours before. The grief- 
stricken mother fell fainting to the floor 
when her child died. She was kindly cared 
for and sent to her home in a coach. 

Mary and her sister Maggie, twelve years 
old, left their home at 8 Baxter Street 
yesterday afternoon to go to the free bath, 
near Pier 21 North River. After their 
bath Mary finished dressing first and tripped 
lightly up the gangplank to the bulkhead, 
intending to wait there for her sister. Sev- 
eral ice wagons were at a near-by platform 
loading up, and as the child saw a piece of 
ice on the ground near the platform she 
ran to pick it up : 

John Brown of 327 West Twenty-fifth 
Street, who drives for M. Hourigan of 98 
Vesey Street, was just backing up his 
empty ice wagon, and neither he nor the 
child saw her danger. Suddenly a piercing 
scream was heard, and the policeman who 
is detailed at the bathhouse ran to the 
scene 

When he got there other hands had lifted 
the crushed and bleeding form of the little 
girl to the piatform. She was crying pite- 
ously for her ‘“‘mamma.” Her ribs had 
been crushed in between the rear end of the 
wagon and the heavy oaken platform. , 

A policeman ran as fast as possible to 
Hudson Street Hospital and Surgeon Brown 
wis soon on the scene with an ambulance, 
Mary was taken to the hospital and word 
sent to her parents. 

Sre cried and called for her mother until 
the latter arrived. She was conscious when 
her mother arrived, but died soon after.» 

Brown was arrested and locked up in the 
Leonard Street Station. He was overcome 
with grief, and said that he did not knew 
the child was near his wagon until he heard 
hei scream, 

The little girl’s father keeps a saloon at 
8 Baxter Street. 





Crushed Between Barge and Dock. 


Thomas Hand of Long Island City was taken 
to St. John’s Hospital last night suffering from 
injuries received while on the excursion of the 
Star Athletic Club of that place yesterday. When 
the excursion boats reached Washington Park, 
on the Hudson, Hand, in attempting to jump 
from a barge to the dock, was caught between 
the rail and the stringpiece and was badly 
erushed. He was cared for by a doctor among 
the excursionists, and when the boats returned 
to Long Island City an ambulance was sum- 
moned and Hand was removed to the hospital. 
There it was said he was injured internally and 
was in a dangerous condition. 





Creditors Can Use Postal Cards. 


CHICAGO, July 15.—The right of the creditor 
to use a postal card in making a statement of 
indebtedness came up before United States 
Commissioner Foote, and was upheld. The com- 
plainant was George W. Cooley of Kansas City, 
and the parties complained of were Brown 
Brothers, a New-York firm. Thomas A. Mil- 
christ made a strong fight in behalf of the 
New-York firm, and Assistant District Attorney 
Rosenthal, on behalf of the Government, said 
he would not insist on the Commissioner holding 
the defendants for the Grand Jury. 





Caught Stealing Pigeons. 


Jacob Boeckel of 43 East Thirteenth Street 
owns fancy pigeons, and has been missing them 
of late. He reported the matter to the police 
frequently, but last night was on watch himself. 
He caught two boys in his dove cote, and man- 
aged to capture one, who had a valuable fantail 
carrier pigeon under his coat. He took the 
fellow to the West Thirtieth Street Police Station, 
where he gave his name as John Norton, thir- 
teen years old, of 401 First Avenue. The boy 
said he and two companions had been hired by 
older persons to steal the pigeons. The lad 
wag turned over to the Gerry society.

“BEARS” RAID THE STOCKS: 





EAGER DISPOSITION AT EXCHANGE 
TO SELL SECURITIES. 


General Feeling of Uneasiness Since 
the Chicago Convention, Coupled 
with the Announcement of Mr. 
Vanderbilt's Illness, Affords Op- 
portunity to Hammer the Prices— 
Some of the Stocks That Suffered 
—More Withdrawals of Gold. 


There was an uncommonly eager disposi- 
tion to sell stocks manifested in the Stock 
Exchange yesterday morning, The news 
of Mr. Vanderbilt’s prostration, coupled 
with the general feeling of uneasiness that 
has prevailed among capitalists and secur- 


ity holders since the Chicago Convention, 
gave the professional bears a rare oppor- 
tunity, which they promptly embraced. 

In the opening hour of business on the 
floor of the Exchange stocks were raided 
almost to the verge of a panic. 

‘The quoted prices of the most substantial 
and conservative securities on the list. were 
unable to withstand the impetuous offers 
to sell stocks that came from scores of 
brokers. For a while it appeared as if 
every man on the floor was trying 1° sell 
something. High-priced but inactive stocks 
were hawked about in small lots, in the 
face of a falling market, until vaiues 
dropped 6, 7, and 8 points. Of course, there 
was no actual significance in the rapid de- 
cline of such stocks as Lackawanna, Dela- 
ware and Hudson, Lake Shore, and Jersey 
Central, but the market was under de- 
pressed conditions, and everything sold 
down, 

There were indications that much of the 
bona fide selling of securities was prompt- 
ed from Chicago. Reports have been cur- 
rent within the last few days that Western 
holders of railroad and industrial securities 
were disposed to liquidate in view of the 
threatened possibilities of a free-silver vic- 
tory at the November election. 

The total sales of stocks in the Exchange 
during the day aggregated 378,185 shares, 
of which 67,655 shares were Sugar Refining 
certificates, 52,950 shares of St. Paul, 41,500 
shares of American Tobacco, 25,820 shares 
of Burlington and Quincy, 16,755 shares 
Louisville and Nashville, 11,390 shares Rock 


Island, 18,210 shares Chicago Gas, 16,950 
shares United States Leather preferred, 
10,000 shares Western Union, and 24,000 
silver bullion certificates. 

The greatest net decline was in Lacka- 
wanna, which went down 7% on sales of 
only 980 shares. Consolidated Gas and 
Brooklyn Un.on Gas shares each declined 6 
points on very small transactions. New- 
York and New-England receded 6% per 
cent. on a single sale of 100 shares. Erie 
second preferred was forced down 3% on 
sales of 200 shares, American Sugar, which 
was heavily dealt in, closed 2% lower, St. 
Paul 15g lower, Rock Island 3% lower, and 
American Tobacco just 1 point lower. 

Jersey Central was mercilessly hammered 
for a while, and the price receded 4% on 
transactions aggregating 4,274 shares. Lake 
Shore dropped 2% on sales amounting to 
only 1,185 shares, There was a very slight 
rally toward the close of the day, which 
served. to allay the panicky feeling, but 
failed to reassure many timorous security 
holders, who hurried to the leading brokers’ 
offices for information. 

Another . depr - influence in money 
circles is the continued withdrawals of gold 


from the Sub-Treasury for shipment abroad | 
and for hoarding at. home. The total with- 


drawals yesterday amounted to $1,184,000, 
of which $900;000 will be shipped to Europe 
to-day. Lazard Fréres ‘will send $600,000 
and Von offman will send $300,000. 
The remaining $284,000 will be retained here 
by banks and individuals. 

Fears were expressed yesterday that a 
much larger amount of gold than usual 
would be sent to Europe on the Saturday’s 
ships. The activity of the Treasury e- 
partment in causing gold to be shipped to 
the Sub-Treasury here from other Govern- 
ment depositories, is regarded with much 
favor by the New-York bankers. 

There is a very pronounced disposition in 
Wall Street and vicinity against the draw- 
ing out of gold for the purpose of hoarding. 
Zimmerman & Forshay, the bullion brokers, 
who have been supplying customers with 
gold in sums of $10,000, $15,000, and $20,000 
on a small commission, announced yester- 
day that they did not propose to encourage 
the hoarding of the precious metal, and 
hereafter they would feel obliged to decline 
to supply demands for small amounts of 
gold unless they were satisfied that their 
customers required the gold for legitimate 
business uses.

Reddin & Thomas’s Bookkeeper and 
“The Booth’s” Treasurer. 


Thomas W. Storey, twenty-four years 
old, who lived with his parents at 595 
Franklin Avenue, Brooklyn, and associated 
with Sheriff Buttling and Coroner Coombs, 
has been missing since July 8, but the fact 
was only ascertained yesterday. His par- 
ents and friends have endeavored to keep

Storey was the trusted bookkeeper for 
Reddin & Thomas, real estate brokers at 
74 Broadway. He was also the Treasurer 
of the Booth Dramatic Society, and was a 
sprinter and one of the most fleet-footed 
members of the Prospect Harriers. 

Storey dressed neatly, always appeared 
to have plenty of money to spend, and 
always “kept his end up,” even with the 
mere wealthy men with whom he associ- 
ated. 

Reddin & Thomas received word from 
the Manufacturers’ National Bank July 7 
that their account was lower than it had 
been for some time. They asked for an 
explanation, and the members of the firm 
asked their bookkeeper how this could be. 
He said there must be some mistake, and 
that he would go over the books. 

The next morning, the 8th, he was pres- 
ent, and during the morning the firm en- 
gaged an expert bookkeeper to go over the 
books, not for a moment thinking they 
were not correct. Storey put on his coat 
and said that he was going into the bank 
for a minute and left the store. Since then 
he has not been seen by the firm. 

While the members of the firm would not 
say that their bookkeeper had defaulted, 
last night they let it be inferred that the 
man had left and that they were between 
$3,000 and $5,000 poorer than they had be- 
lieved they were. 

It is said that the police are looking for 
Storey and that a warrant has been issued 
for his arrest. But the police refused to 
discuss the case last night. 

Storey was one of the best-known young 
men about town, He was frequently to be 
seen in Sheriff Buttling’s company and liked 
to have his friends know that he and the 
Sheriff were friendly. It was said last 
night that Coroner Coombs at one time 
promised to give him a twelve-hundred- 
dollar-a-year place in his office. 

His parents are well known on the Hill, 
and much sympathy is expressed for them 
by tMe real estate firm. ;

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GREATER NEW-\ORE’S CHABTER 


Work That Has Been Done on It by 
Mr. De Witt and Mr. Dean. 


Lone Beacu, L. I., July 15.—William C. 
De Witt of Brooklyn and David J. Dean, 
First Assistant Corporation Counsel of 
New-York, who were appointed by the 
Greater New-York Commission to draft a 
Greater New-York charter, are now hard 
at work on that important matter at the 
Long Beach Hotel. They are being as- 
sisted by two clerks and two stenographers. 

Mr. De Witt to-day, in answer to a query 
as to how far the draft had been completed, 
said: 

“The first section, which relates to the 
boundary line and subdivision, or boroughs, 
of Greater New-York, has been laid over 
until a map of the new city shall have been 
received from the State Engineér and the 
State Surveyor. 

“Section 2, which relates to the legis- 
lative department of the city, was drawn 
up by Mr. De Witt to-day. It makes the 
legislative department consist of a City 
Council composed of two members, to be 
chosen by what will be known as the 
Borough Boards of the city, of which there 
will be nine. Each Borough Board will 
consist of a small number of men elected 
for the purpose of taking care of local 
business, 

“The other branch of the legislative de- 
partment will be a House of Aldermen, 
consisting of one Alderman from each As- 
sembly district in Greater New-York. Each 
resolution will be required to be introduced 
in either house, and will be introduced in 
the form of a bill. A resolution shall con- 
tain but one subject, and when introduced 
will be published in the corporation news- 
papers; no bill to be put in line for passage 
until considered by a committee of either 
house, Bills may be introduced in either 
house. It is intended to have the method 
closely resemble that »f the Senate and 
House of Representatives. 

“It will require a three-fourths vote to 
pass any bill expending money.”’ 

Mr. De Witt and Mr. Dean were at work 
to-day defining the powers of the joint 
legislative body of the city, compiling them 
and picking out the strong points from the 
present charters of New-York, Brooklyn, 
and St. Louis. 

Mr. De Witt said the borough system, of 
which so much has been said, is devised 
for the purpose of allowing the different 
boroughs home rule, and is not intended to 
divide the city as a whole. It merely 
creates local poards that shall have super- 
vision over local improvements, the _ bor- 
oughs having no power except as to local 
improvements, as all business relating to 
the City Government proper is to be under 
the joint supervision of the legislative 
bodies spoken of above. 

He said the Sub-Committee on Draft will 
print each chapter of the charter when 
completed, and send a copy to each mem- 
ber of the Greater New-York Commission, 
with such annotation and comment as the 
sub-committee deems proper, and such ex- 
planations as will enable the Commission- 
ers, when they meet in the Fall, to have a 
clear insight inte the charter as drafted, 
and permit them to thoroughly understand 
it. The commission will then be able to go 
ahead and facilitate matters. 

In addition, copies of each chapter of the 
charter, as soon as completed, will also be 
given to the press and public, so that they, 
too, may become thoroughly acquainted 
with what is being done. 


THREE STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 





Work of a Severe Electric Storm at 


Asbury Park, N, J. 


ASBURY PaRK, N. J., July 15.—An unu- 
sually severe electrical storm passed over 
this section about 1:30 o’clock this after- 
noon, and did considerable damage. The 
large flagpote’ onthe beaech-etethe oot of 
First Avenue, in front of the Coleman 
House, on which floated the ‘ Peace-on- 
earth-good-will-toward-men’”’ banner for 
the last twenty-five years, was shattered 
by an electric bolt. The topmast was split 
into a thousand pieces, and part of it was

ALBANY, July 15.—Senator Raines’s spe- 
cial committee appointed by the Legislat- 
ure to inquire into the workings of the 
Raines liquor-tax law held its first meeting 
to-day in this city at The Tub. The com- 
mittee is to report to the next Legislature, 
thatits members may have _ accurate 
information so as to make such amend- 
ments to the Raines law as experience 
may show to be desirable. 

The committee will investigate as to the 
practical workings of the law in regard to 
its administrations, its effect in reducing 
or increasing the consumpt.on of liquor, of 
increasing or decreasing criminal offenses, 
of reducing or increasing taxation in the 
several municipalities of the State, the cost 
of administering the law, and such other 
matters as may be deemed of importance. 

The members of the committee present 

were Senators Raines of Canandaigua, 
Nussbaum of Albany, and Ford and Foley 
of New-York City. Senator Higgins of 
Olean, the other member of the committee. 
is ‘n Europe. - 
The committee will meet again to-mor- 
row morning, and will first collect the sta- 
tistics regarding the operation of the new 
law, Senator Ford taking care of New- 
York and Brooklyn\and Senator Raines of 
the rest of the State. 

The large rate of ‘ncrease in the incorpo- 
rations of social clubs with the Secretary 
of State since the advent of the Raines law 
will also be considered by the committee. 
The number of such clubs incorporated 
from May 1 to July 13 was 834, as com- 
pared with 134 during the same period last 
year, an increase this year of 700 social 
clubs. 





Killed an Engineer and a Fireman. 


Quincy, Ill, July 15.—A_ switch engine 
manned by William Vansteinberg, engineer, and 
Frederick Smith, fireman, was returning to the 
city from Rubanks on the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy this morning at a fast rate of speed.

CORNELIUS VANDERBILT, SR., WILL 
GET WELL, SAYS DR. McLANE. 


But His Recovery from the Stroke of 
Paralysis May Be Somewhat Slow 
—Attacked in His Home Office 
While Telling Dr. Draper that He 
Was All Right—He Had Just Come 
to Town to Remove His Son to 
Newport—His Life One of Work. 


The four or five doctors who are in at- 
tendance on Cornelius Vanderbilt, Sr., who 
was stricken with paralysis on Tuesday, 
take a hopeful view of his case. 

Dr. James W. McLane of 51 West Thirty- 
eighth Street, at the request of the fam- 


ily represents all the physicians in answer- 
ing inquiries. The others are silent. Dr. 
McLane said yesterday that Mr. Vander- 
bilt would get well. 

“He has had a stroke of paralysis,”” said 
the doctor, “that affects only his right 
side. He now suffers from a sluggishness 
of the blood, called arterial tension. There 
is nothing in the case that suggests a fatal 
termination. In fac, he is sure to get 
well unless new complications set in. Rest, 
freedom from worry, and nursing will make 
him well. The recovery may be somewhat 
slow.” 

At midnight the attendant at the Van- 
derbilt house said that Mr. Vanderbilt was 
resting easily, and that Dr. Janeway, who 
was with him, had instructed him to say 
to all callers that Mr. Vanderbilt’s condi- 
tion was satisfactory. 

Dr. McLane was in Mr. Vanderbilt's 
house all of Tuesday night. He occupied 
& room adjoining that of the sick man, 
and occasionally went in to see him. Two 
nurses were in attendance all the time. 

“Mr. Vanderbilt slept five hours Tues- 
day night,” said Dr. McLane, ‘‘and when 
not sleeping ne was conscious.” 

H. Walter Webb said: ‘The doctors—I 
mean Drs. McLane, Delafield, and Jane- 
way—prescribe absolute quiet for Mr. Van- 


derbilt. He is conscious and could talk, but 
they will not permit him to do so. He will 
get well, I am informed. The process will

Since Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
Jr., has been sick with the rheumatism, 
either his father or his mother has staid 
with him.

Mr. Vanderbilt went 
to Newport a week ago last Wednesday, 
nd his wife staid with young Cornelius.

Mrs. Vanderbjit was sitting with her hus- 
band in the office at noon. Dr. Wiiliam H. 
Draper, who attends Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
Jr., had just come down stairs. 

“How is he to-doy, doctor?”’ 
Mr. Vanderbilt. 

“ Better—getting along 
plied Dr. Draper. 

He turnéd to go, and as he did so he 
glanced at Mr. Vanderbilt. ‘* You are not 
well yourself, are you?”’ he said. 

‘Oh, yes; I am all right,” said Mr. Van- 
derbilt. 

“You look queer,’”’ replied the doctor, 
and as he spoke Mr. Vanderbilt fell over 
on one arm of the chair in which he sat. 

Dr. Draper raised him up. He was in- 
sensible. Ordinary restoratives were ap- 
plied without arousing him to conscious- 
ness. He was carried up stairs to a large 
bedroom on the second floor of the Fifty- 
seventh Street end of the house. 

br. Draper sent for Dr. McLane, and 
he called in Dr. Janeway and Dr. Delafield. 
They agreed that Mr. Vanderbilt had been 
stricken with paralysis. 

After some hours Mr. Vanderbilt recov- 
ered consciousness, alyi the doctors became 
hopeful of saving his life. This hopeful- 
negs became confidence and even complete 
assurance in its expression to inquiring 
acquaintances and reporters. 

It was Mrs. Vanderbilt’s wish that her 
husband's illness be kept from the public 
if possible. Dr. McLane said that the pa- 
tient must be in quietness; that he could 
not endure the noise of vehicles on the 
pavements. A permit was obtained from 
the Department of Public Works to cover 
the streets about the house with tanbark. 
The tanbark was placed two or three inches 
deep for two blocks on Fifth Avenue and 
half the long block on Fifty-seventh Street. 
The strewing of tanbark on the streets 
was the first intimation to the public that 
Mr. Vanderbilt was sick. 

Mr. Vanderbilt has not taken regular ex- 
ercise for five years. He never did take 
much, but about eight years ago, he took 
to horseback riding, and kept it up rather 
steadily for a year or two. His trips be- 
came further and further apart, and final- 
ly ceased. 

“TI have not been on a horse for five 
years,’ he remarked to Dr. W. Seward 
Webb a few weeks ago. It has been Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s habit not to walk further than 
from his office in the Grand Central Sta- 
tion in Forty-second Street to his house 
in Fifth Avenue. When he has had to go 
only four or five blocks in any other direc- 
tion he has ordered his carriage. He has 
always been averse to physical exertion of 
any kind. His constitution has never been 
strong. nor has it ever been developed by 
systematc training or bodily work. 

“JT feel tired almost all the time,” he 
said to an acquaintance who remarked ten 
days ago that he ought to take a vacation, 
“But I would rather be in New-York, 
where I can look in at the office, than in 
the country.” 

Mr. Vanderbilt has been particularly at- 
tentive to work this Summer. 

The life he has led has been a house and 
office life, without any indulgence. He is a 
light eater, has never smoked, and only 
occasionally takes a glass of claret. Dr. 
McLane had warned him that he was in 
danger of a breakdown from overwork, 

The marriage of Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
Jr., and Miss Grace Wilson, which was 
postponed on account of the young man’s 
illness, will no doubt be still further post- 
poned. Besides this engagement, which 
has been a cause of intense worry to him, 
Mr. Vanderbilt has had other~causes of 
mental strain in the last two years. His 
eldest son, William H. Vanderbilt, died in 
1894 while a student at Yale. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, Sr., tried hard to prevent the 
separation of William K. Vanderbilt and 
his wife, and the divorce proceedings hurt 


him deeply.

KILLED BY A BURSTING FOUNTALN. 


Fatal Accident in Matthews’s Soda- 
Water Works. 


A soda fountain that was being filled in 
the soda water works of John Matthews, 
331 to 387 East Twenty-sixth Street, about 
7 o’clock last evening, exploded. John Cul- 
len, twenty-seven years old, of 301 East 
Thirty-third Street, was struck by the frag- 
ments and so injured that he died in Belle- 
vue Hospital. Michael New, twenty-eight 
years old, of 336 West’ Forty-fourth Street, 
had his right hand arm badly injured. 

Policeman Dolan of the East Twenty-sec- 
ond Street Station, who was near, sent a 
hurry call for an ambulance to Bellevue 
Hospital, only a block away, which was 
quickly responded to. 

Cullen, it was found, had received a com- 
pound depressed fracture of the skull and a 
cut in the abdomen. He was removed to 
Ward 2, and the operation of trepninins 
performed as the only hope of saving nis 
life.

At the soda works no one could tell ex- 
actly how the accident happened. The 
fountains are filled by a patent process in- 
vented by the firm. There are two long 
pipes in the room, one attached to the tank 
of filtered water and the other to the gas 
cylinder. To these pipes are attached from 
twenty-five to thirty fountains, so that the 
gas and water enter at the same time. 
When filled, there is an automatic shut- 
off. The fountains are charged under a 
pressure of 150 pounds, but, as they are 
tested to a pressure of 500 pounds, little at- 
tention is paid to them. 


ORDERED DOWN THE BRITISH FLAG. 





Los Angeles Police Threatened the 


Vice Consul July 4. 


Los ANGELEs, Cal., July 15.—At a meet- 
ing of the Police Commissioners yesterday 
@& sensational communication from J. W. 
White Mortimer, the British Vice Consul 
in this city, was made public. 

Mr. Mortimer complains that on the 

morning of July 4 three officers of the po- 
lice force, accompanied by a number of 
other persons, called at his office and de- 
manded that he either haul down the Brit- 
ish flag or hoist the Star and Stripes be- 
side it. Mr. Mortimer declined to comply 
with their request, whereupon they threat- 
ened to forcibly tear down the flag, inti- 
mating that should he prevent their doing 
so a riot would surely follow when the pro- 
cession reached the Consulate. 
: Mr. Mortimer remained firm, and the of- 
ficers withdrew and threatened to report 
the matter to the Chief of Police. This 
Official states that the officers acted wholly 
without his authority or knowledge; and 
their behavior was the most flagrant dis- 
play of ignorance he ever heard of. 

The offending policemen were promptly 
suspended, and ordered to appear before 
the board at its next meeting and show 
cause why they should not be dismissed.

For the first time in the history of the United 
States we have an Anarchist and Socialist plat- 
and for the first time, also, a candidate 
given the slightest evidence of

I confess that the Republican Party has ha¢ 
much folly to answer for in providing enormou: 
galleries at its later nominating conventions, and 
in allowing an irresponsible crowd to meddle 
with, and almost dictate to and run away with, 
the convention. But this last Chicago conven- 
tion has left its predecessors far behind. Notn- 
ing has hitherto been depicted to us like its 
‘‘lady representatives from Utah,’’ or like its 
gushing men and hysterical women, “ waltzing 
toward the platform, waving flags,’’ and shriek-« 
ing for the candidate they happened to fancy. 
It was a substitution of pandemonium for calm, 
weighty discussion. 

Democracy has heretofore stood as a conserva- 
tive force in the country, but at this convention 
we see in control a heterogeneous mass of An- 
archists, Socialists, Populists, speculators, and 
sectionalists—the strength of neither. of th: 
great parties, and the pest of both. 

What is the duty of sound-money Democrats! 

To me partisanship at this moment is nothing 
Were the crisis reversed, or the Republican can- 
didate standing éven on half as wild a platforn 
as that recently adopted at Chicago, and the 
Democratic candidate standing on anything ap- 
proaching a sound-currency platform, I woulc 
most certainly vote and work to the utmosi 
for. the latter. 

I can see but one way eventually to preserve 
the Democratic Party, as well as to prevent a 
National catastrophe, and this I trust that you 
will allow me to suggest. This one way is for 
you and the sound Democracy frankly, boldly, 
unqualifiedly to break louse from this wild mob 
masquerading in the Democratic garb, and, like 
the great ‘‘ war Democrats’”’ during our civil 
struggle, to cast in your lot fully, for the time 
at least, with the party which you have hereto~ 
fore opposed. 

Of course I know well that in doing this you 
have to conquer your dislike for certain minor 
doctrines. Your first difficulty—probably your 
main difficulty—is the tariff question. You are 
perhaps for free trade still, in spite of the 
blows that a free-trade policy has received with- 
in the last three years from its alleged supporte 
ers. But let me ask you candidly, after the 
experience of these three years, do you see any- 
thing better to hope for in the combined efforts 
of the Populists and their ‘‘ Democratic ’’ allies? 
Do you not feel that even a Republican Admin- 
istration, supported at this crisis by patriotic 
Democrats, is likely to do far less violence to 
your convictions even on this question than this 
wild combination of Jack Cade elements, no 
matter how loudly it proclaims its Democracy? 

You know that the financial policy laid down 
at Chicago means individual and National bank- 
ruptcy, distress, and dishonor, You know that 
its premises are false, its promises delusivé, its 
consequences ruinous. * You know that it means 
the wreck of life and fire insurance companies, 
trust companies, savings banks, banks of de- 
posit, building and loan associations, and mon- 
etary institutions to an enormous extent through- 
out the country. You know that it means vast 
loss to the very men it is intended to lure, and 
to them above all others—the farmers and work- 
ingmen. 

Your party is opposed to sectionalism. The 
men who managed the Chicago Convention ap- 
peal to the worst form of sectionalism, their 
wmain grievance being the thrift and prosperity 
of the great Central and Eastern States in our 
Nation, and the fact that these States have 
furnished so much of the capital which has 
built up the West and South.

‘Messrs, Hill and Whitney May Have 


i Something to Say Later. 
i The leaders of the New-York sound- 


‘money delegates who fought against the 


debasement of Democracy in Chicago were 
not ready yesterday to announce their cami- 
‘paign policy. It may be several days be- 
fore they are ready to do so. Possibly 
jthey will wait until’ after the Populist 
Convention in St. Lotis next week. Pos- 
Sibly also statements on the situation will 
be issued by ex-Secretary William C. Whit- 
ney, Senator David B. Hill, and ethers with- 
in the next day or two. 

‘ The conference which Was held at Mr. 
Whitney’s house, Fifth Avenue and Fifty- 
seventh Street, Tuesday night, and which 
was participated in by Mr, Whitney, Sen- 
ator Hill, Senator Calvin S. Briee of Ohio, 
and James W. Hinkley, did not result in 
fany address to the public or to the Demo- 
crats of the State, as many thought it 
»vould. Doubtless the whole situation was 
Giseussed as carefully as time would per- 
mit. The demand of the Illinois Demo- 
crats for a third ticket was talked of. 

+ Secretary of War Daniel 8. Lamont was 
a visitor at Mr. Whitney’s house Tuesday 
night, and it is said that he participated 
in the conference. Mr. Whitney said yes- 
terday morning that there was nothing as 
yet to say for publication. There was no 
formal continuation of the conference yes- 
terday. Mr. Whitney attended to some 
private business during the early part of 
tne day, and in the afternoon left for his 
Long Island residence. He may return to- 
day or to-morrow. 

: Senator Hill spent a short time yesterday 
forenoon at the Murray Hill Hotel with 
James W. Hinkley, and later left for the 
Hotel Nonmandie. Senator Hill told the 
reporters that there was nothing that he 
ould say for publication at this time. He 
iMmtimated very plainly that there was a 
very good chance that he would have some- 
thing to say soon. He took the 3:45 P., 
M. boat for Normandie-Ddy-the-Sea, where 
he will spend most of the next few weeks, 
coming to this city from time to time. 

Secretary Lamont, it is said, will spend 
some time at Long Branch. William F. 
Harrity and family are to spend the Sum- 
mer near there, and Senator Gray of Dela- 
Ware will soon take up his residence at 
the Branch, so there wiil be quite a colony 
of Democrats on the Jersey coast. 
Chairman Hinkley will spend much of 
his time at Normandie-by-the-Sea. Mr. 
Hinkley and Senator Hill yesterday dis- 
cussed the proper date for the Democratic 
State Convention, and Mr. Hinkley said 
that the convention woull probably be called 
by the State Committee to meet at Sara- 
toga Sept. % The date for the meeting of 
the State Committee has not yet been fixed.

A WORD TO RAILROAD MEN. 


President Fowler Points Out the Ef- | 


feet of Free Silwer Coinage. 

Thomas P. Fowler, President of the New- 
York, Ontario and Western Railroad, yes- 
terday prepared the following plain state- 
ment of the silver question as it is bound 
to affect the railroad wage earner. He 
said he hoped that it would reach not only 
the ears of the employes of his own road, 
but the employes of every other road in 
the country. President Fowler is conspic- 
uously a fair man in his dealings with sub- 
ordinates. The statement is as follows: 

“Tf the silver dollar is worth to-day about 
52 cents in gold, the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver would, almost immedi- 
ately, result in a quotation for gold approx- 
Imating 200. With a considerable premium 
on gold, a glance through ‘ Poor’s Manual’ 
will convince any one that three-quarters 
of the railways of this country would either 
be obliged to default in the payment of in- 
terest on bonds or repudiate the payment 
of such interest—in gold. Either course 
would mean ultimate bankruptcy and ruin, 
By far the largest number of security 
holders are people of moderate means, wid- 
ows and orphans, who hold four or five 
thousand dollars of such securities, and 
wage earners, who have invested the sav- 
ings of years in a single bond. Banking 
institutions and life insurance and trust 
companies are perhaps the largest holders 
of first-class gold bonds. Such fiduciary cor- 
porations again represent thousands of per- 
sons, who, in one way or another, are de- 
pendent upon the absolute solvency and 
ability of these institutions to meet prompt- 
ly all proper demands upon them, 

“The wage earners, too, (and the rail- 
way ‘corporations of this country employ 
hundreds of thousands of men,) are, or 
should be, vitally concerned in the outcome 
of this momentous issue. The enforcement 
of silver money upon railroad corporations, 
which are obliged (so long as they can) to 
meet a large pPfoportion of their fixed 
charges in gold, would mean that wages 
must be reduced. and expenses curtailed 
in all directions—that every obligation ‘not 
expressly payable in gold should be paid 
in silver, including wages—and in the strug- 
gle. for existence the burden would fall 
most heavily upon the small and needy in- 
vestor and the wage earner. There are no 
more cdurageous, intelligent, or respecta- 
ble men in the country than those in sery- 
ice in the operating branch of our rail- 
roads. 

“ During the ten years that I have been 
President of the New-York, Ontario and 
Western Railway Company I have never 
interfered with or attempted in any manner 
to control the political preferences of a 
single one of our employes. I would resent 
any attempt to control my individual ac- 
tion or interference with my private rights, 
But at this time the situation demands 
that all of us who are employes of the 
Ontario and Western Company—from the 
highest to the lowest—should stand loyally 
by those whom we represent and serve. I 
shall, therefore, do what I properly may 
do to place the present issues, as I see 
them, and on the outcome of which de- 
pends the welfare and future of this com- 
pany, squarely before all of those who, 
like myself, are employed by it, [I hope 
that we may in November next be of one 
mind—not present a single break in our 
ranks from New-York to Oswego. 

“ Above this little company’s. present and 
futur there is a much higher duty, an 
obligation we all owe to our common 
country. We must do what we can, every 
one of us, to protect our country’s credit 
and the National honor of the lapd we live 
in and love. This duty is, it seems to me, 
a@ solemn trust and we can only discharge 
the obligation by laying aside all.other con- 
giderations and preferences, and by voting 
ourselves, and doing what we properly can 
do to influence all our associates, friends, 
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repudiation, and rebellion, and in favor of

Iowa City, Iowa, July 15.-John P. Irish 
of Oakland, Cal., the Naval Officpr of. the 
Port of San Francisco, was here on his 
way home from the Chicago Convention 
yesterday. Mr. Irish was formerly editor 
of The San Francisco Alta Caifornia. 

Since 1878, when he sent to Congress a 
protest against the first Bland act, he has 
heen a stanch sound-money Democrat. In 
an interview he scathingly denounced the 
Chicago Convention, saying:

BRYAN’S MANAGBR ALARMED AT 
THM EVIOENCES OF REVOLT. 


—-— 


Mr. Sewnll Is Expected to Provide the 
Funds to Meet the Expense of the 
Madison Square Meeting—The Sil- 
ver Sentiment in the West—New- 
York’s Attitude Not Clearly Un- 
derstood—Work of the Congres- 
sional Committee. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—Senator J. K. 
Jones, the Chairman of the Bryan-Sewall 
National Committee, started to-day for 
New-York to make arrangements for the 


exhibition to be given later on of the ‘can- 
didates selected by the convention at Chi- 
cago. 

Although sympathizing thoroughly with 
the meeting at Chicago in its dislike for 
and. desire to be independent of the East, 
Senator Jones has as much appreciation of 
the necessity of votes to win an election 
as any Senator could possibly have. When 
in New-York he will undoubtedly look to 
the “ Jimmy O'Brien Democracy” to pro- 
vide Bryan and Sewail with an audience. 
Just where he will get the money with 
which to pay for the rental of Madison 
Square Garden unless, perhaps, it is pro- 
posed to charge an entrance fee to every 
one who wishes to be aroused by the ora- 
tory of the ‘“‘silver:tongued”’ Bryan, will 
be another matter. 

Those Populists who consented to have a 
“plutoerat” and a protectionist at the 
tail of the ticket may assume that Mr. 
Sewall will open his barrel of four or five 
millions right at the beginning of the cam- 
paign and give whatever may be required 
to enable the Madison Square Garden to 
be opened in time for the show. Every sil- 
ver man at Chicago assumed that he was 
burdened with a special mission to inform 
every Eastern man he met that the Bast 
has no conception of the force of the sil- 
ver craze in the West. So completely wefe 
the silver Western men occupied with this 
mission that they had no time to hear that 
there was in the East a very strong un- 
dercurrent of McKinleyism in the Demo- 
cratic Party, provoked by the Western de- 
termination to force upon the Democratic 
Party ‘the policy adopted at Chicago. 

Bryan, who is not a dull man, and who 
is better informed about the East than 
most Western politicians, expressed the 
opinion that the silver ticket would carry 
every State in the Union. It may be that 
his notion that he was correct is taking 
him to New-York to be notified of a nomi- 
nation that the people of Lincoln think 
that he ought to hear at home. 

Bryan ought not to take too much for 
granted about Nebraska. His gift of ora- 
tory was not great enough to save him 
from defeat when he ran in that State as a 
candidate for Senator against so uninspir- 
ing an orator as Senator Thurston. In one 
respect he is like Bland, who was beaten 
for Congress in his own district, and whose 
State elected in 1894 a majority of its 
delegation to Congress from the Republican 
and sound-money party. 

Representative Newlands, who is delight- 
ed with the Chicago platform and nomine- 
tions, and who thinks that there is a 
chance to carry Iowa, Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, and Ohio 
for Bryan and Sewall, has heen talking 
with a New-York Democrat, whose name 
he does not mention, but whose identity 
will scarcely be hid under the cautious 
words of Newland’s statement. He says: 

“There is no telling what will cappen in 
New-York. The other day I had a talk 
with a prominent Tammany iwader. He told 
me that if he could secure the Democratic 
Gubernatorial nomination of New-York on 


a free-silver platform, he would sweep the 
State.’”’ 

Recalling some of the reports heard at 
Chicago during the convention, it is more 
than half suspected that Represéntative 
Sulzer could give an’ authorized ¥ersion of 
that story that would somewhat modify 
the version given by Newlands. 

Representative Apsley of Massachusetts 
who is here on business for ‘the Republican 
Congressional Committee and who is still 
remembered by politicians ag having pre- 
dicted the Republican landslide of two 
years ago, runs against the silver prophe- 
Sies of Newlands and others who have the 
silver fever. He says: 

“It is too early to make predictions, as 
there is nothing definite yet on which to 
base them. We are now in the midst of 
a sea of enthusiasm in various quarters 
and everything is unsettled. But I have 
talked enough with the people of the West 
and know the minds of the men in my own 
factory well enough to say how the people 
will act on our next election day. I be- 
lieve the Republicans will have a greater 
victory than they had when Horace Gree- 
ley was nominated. 

“ The Republican Party has not projected 
any new issues in this campaign, The new 
issue has been brought in by the Demo- 
cratic Party. We have always been for 
sound money, as we are nuw.” 

The Democratic Congressional Committee 
has a difficult and unpleasant job before 
it, but Senator Faulkner is about to take 
hold of it with apparent cheerfulness. The 
committee will not try to affect the Nation- 
al election, but will endeavor to secure the 
success of Democratic candidates for Con- 
gress. To that end it will be prepared to 
send gold literature to districts in which 
gold Democratic candidates are running, 
and will furnish silver arguments in dis- 
tricts where the silver craze seems in need 
of aid. 

Should this reach the ears of some of the 
zealous silverites who desired nothing so 
much as to be divorced from the effete and 
useless East, it may provoke indignation, 
and it ought to subject the committee to a 
vote of lack of confidence in the East. 
Eastern Democrats whe desire to contrib- 
ute to the Congressional Committee to help 
it with its work ought not to crowd them 
with money now, as there will be greater 
need of Eastern contributions later in the 
campaign, when the Populists begin to dis- 
cover how difficult it is to elect a Demo- 
crat in this country with a divided Demo 
cratic Party. 





SENATOR JONES DID NOT ARRIVE. 


That Is, Jones of Arkansas—Jones of 
Nevada in Town, However. 


Senator J. K. Jones of Arkansas, Chair- 
man of the Bryan National Committee, 
misnamed the De ratic committee, was 
expected to arrive at the Fifth Avenue Ho- 
tel last night, but did not-put In an appear- 
ance. A few friends of the coyote ticket 
called to see what Mr. Jones was going 
to do about it, but went away disappointed. 

Senator Gorman, who had been at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, left at 11 A. M. for 
Baltimore, and it is said that just before 
he started he telegraphed Senator Jones to 
meet him in that city. 

The other Populist Jones—Senator J. P. 
Jones of Nevada—was at the Hoffman 
House, He said he did not know anything 
about the proposed arrival here of Mr. 
Jones of Arkansas. Mr. Jones of Nevada, 
when asked what the Populists would do at 
St. Louis next week, said: 

“Well, I don’t like to talk about what I 
know so little about, but it is my belief that 
they will indorse Bryan. That seems to be 
the sentiment. Will he be elected? Well, if 
this wave keeps a-going, and such waves 
usually do, you can’t tell what will happen 
in November. If it does not keep a-going, 
why, of course, them it will be different.” 

Mr. Jones of Nevada will go to St. Louis 
Sunday.

GATHERING AT ST. LOUIS. 


The Populist and Silver Conventions 
Will Be Friendly to Bryan. 


St. Louis, July 15.—Preparations for the 
Populist National Convention are rapidly 
assuming definite shape. National Chair- 
man Taubeneck and Sergeant at Arms 
McDowell have been busy at their respect- 
ive headquarters, and expect to have all 
arrangements completed by the last of 
the week. At a meeting of the Business 
Men’s League yesterday the balance of the 
funds guaranteed by the league were 
turned over to Chairman Taubeneck, and 
the Reception and Entertainment Commit- 
tee will be appointed at a meeting to be 
held Saturday. 

“The People’s Party National Conven- 
tion will bring more people to St. Louis 


than attended the Republican National 
Convention.” That was the statement 
made by National Chairman Taubeneck as 


he scanned the list of delegates and went » 


through the big stack of letters from prom- 


inent party leaders announcing that they | 


were coming to the convention. Seats have 
been arranged for 1,850 delegates. The 
principal hotels have already contracted 
to entertain a number of State delegations. 
Chairman Taubeneck and Dr. J. J. Mott 
of North Carolina, the latter Chairman of 
the Silver Party National Committee, have 
secured quarters at the Lindell Hotel. A. 

. Warner, President of the Bimetallic 
League, will be at the Southern Hotel. 
Texas is coming in strong, and will fill 
the Van Studiford to overflowing. 

At the St. James, Missouri and Nebraska 
will hold forth. At Hurst’s, Iliinois will 
fill the rooms with shouters and delegations. 
Ohio and Kentucky have engaged quar- 
ters at the Holland. At the Rozier a large 
number of parties will be accommodated, 
but no headquarters have as yet been en- 
gaged there. This comprises all the uad- 
vance arrangements so far made. Appli- 
cations are beginning to come in rapidly, 
however, at the smaller houscs, which are 
making ready to entertain crowds greater 
than they Lad during the June convention. 

The Silver Party leaders are slow in gath- 
ering., Besides Dr. J. J. Mott of North 
Carolina, the only arrival to date is W. H. 
Standish, a National committeeman from 
North Dakota. 

Nothing of more than routine character 
is being done by Dr. Mott, who is prepar- 
ing now for the meeting of the National 
Committee next Tuesday, the day preced- 
ing the Silver and Populist Conventions. 

Br. Mott says that while there is a quasi 
understanding between his party and the 
Populists in behalf of the interests of sil- 
ver, there is as yet no agreement or definite 
movement in the direction of unity of ac- 
tion as regards the Presidential ticket to 
be voted for next November. 

He declined to discuss this question or 
the probability of either the Silver Party 
or the Populists indorsing the Democratic 
nominate, saying that that rested entirely 
with the two conventions. 

Silver will be the dominating color of the 
decorations and upon the badges. The ad- 
mission tickets and the badges will be 
turned over to Sergeant at Arms McDowell 
Saturday evening.

M’KINLEY. 


Senator Smith Advises Jersey Demo- 
erats to Try to Elect Congressmen, 


NEWARK, N. J., July 15.—Senator Smith, 
before leaving for Europe this morning, 
gutlined his plans for participation in the 
campaign in a letter to Col. Price, which 
reads as follows: 


Dear Sir: Your last letter at hand. Please 
take the first opportunity to expréss to the 
Democratic County Committee of Essex my hope 
that the work they have so aggressively begun 
for the success of the party in this State will 
meet with that success it deserves. Assure 
them also of my purpose to lend them every 
energy I possess to aid them to win a substantial 
victory next November. 

My health is not at its best, and I have been 
advised by my physician to again seek relier 
abroad. 1 shall leave to-day (Wednesday) for 
Carlsbad, but I intend that my stay there shal! 
be short. Our political campaigns do not begin 
now until Sept. 15. Before that time I expect 
to be back again in Newark, invigorated and 
ready for the contest, the brunt of which will 
fail upon your admirable organization. 

As Chairman of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee, I have written to-day to William Fiske, 
Secretary, and to other members of the. State 
Executive Committee, requesting them to .ar- 
range for the State Convention to select Presi- 
dential Electors as early as possible, and I hope 
as an individual member of our party that the 
very best men will be chosen for this high honor. 

With good men for Electors, and strong nomi- 
nees for Congress and the Legislature in each 
of the districts, we ought to be easily able to 
earry the State this Fall. No one, viewing the 
situation dispassionately can doubt that the 
trend of public sentiment is at least toward a 
subdivision of responsibility in State affairs. 
Two Winters of mismanagement, extravagance, 
and partisanship at Trenton by an overwhelming- 
ly Republican majority have aroused a demand 
for a restoration of the Democratic Party to the 
control of the legislative department. Hrevious 
to 1894 we were charged with extravagance and 
the multiplication of offices. During 1894, 1895, 
and 1896 the Republicans have increased State 
expenditures alarmingly, piled up the municipal 
indebtedness, and have increased rather than 
decreased the number of public offices. With 
these facts in the possession of the people, we 
can, with a proper effort, win as substantial a 
victory in November as we won last Spring in 
the Mayoralty contest in Newark and the char- 
ter elections in Jersey City, Hoboken, Bayonne, 
New-Brunswick, and elsewhere. 

While there may be some difference of opinion 
in our ranks on the financial question, I do not 
believe we are more unfortunate in this respect 
than our opponents. In my judgment neither 
the business men, the wage-workers of the coun- 
try, nor the Republican Party itself has much 
confidence in Mr. McKinley. His position as a 
financier is shifty and uneertain. His tariff 
views are destructive, if enforced, to National 
prosperity, and have been twice overwhelmingly 
repudiated. He was nominated by a financial 
syndicate, and not in response to-any popular 
demand. His election will be a. calamity. 

Regardless of what views individuals may en- 
tertain as to the money question, one duty of 
the Democratic Party ought to be clear to all; 
we must stand together for the election of a 
Democratic House of Representatives, and we 
must invest that body with the power to check 
whatever destructive views might be entertained 
by the Republican nominee for President, if such 
a public misfortune as his election should hap- 
pen.

Voltaire at His Best, 
From The Cornhill Magazine. 

Amélie Suard’s brother, a free-thinking 
printer much attached to his pretty and 
clever sister, had perhaps originally induced 
her to admire the philosopher, and Amélie’s 
chief ambition was to see the great man 
and express her admiration to him in per- 
son, after the fashion of that day. Accord- 
ingly, M. Suard being unable to leave his 
work, she set off for Ferney in June, 1775, 
accompanied by her brother, both of them 
prepared to prostrate themselves before the 
genius they had long reverenced from afar. 
Happily, Amélie was not destined to be dis- 
appointed when she came face to face with 
her literary hero. She found Voltaire to 
the full as fascinating as her lively imagi- 
nation had pictured him, and in a ser:es of 
letters, wherein the slightest details of his 
person and habits are naively intermixed 
with philosophic reflections, she described 
to her husband her impressions of the sage 
and his surroundings. 

Voltaire, who. was then seventy-seven, re- 
ceived the enthusiastic young woman very 
kindly, (“ What politeness! A politeness 
which, like his pone, belongs to him 
alone,” cries Amélie, already enchanted at 
the first moment of introduction,) and 
seems to have taken pleasure in her artless 
raptures over meeting him. They sat to- 
gether, strolled in the garden, or drove in 
the woods, most of the day; she kissing his 
hand constantly and hanging on his words, 
which were duly reported in the letters to 
Suard, written, it can only be supposed, 
during the night, since little time was al- 
lowed at Ferney for any occupation except 
that of worshipping its master. 

In the morning all the guests would ad- 
journ to Voltaire’s bedroom to embrace him 
as he lay in his ‘“ beautiful white satin 
waistcoat and a nightcap tied with a spot- 
less ribbon”; all day long they conversed 
brilliantly with the philosopher, or about 
him while awaiting his appearance among 
them, Mme. Denis, his niece, watching over 
him, presumably to prevent his being killed 
with the adulation of the many fervent 
adorers. How Mme. Suard ever found cour- 
age to tear herself away from such entranc- 
ing society we are not told, but when she 
did depart she charactepstically enough 
begged for a blessing frfm this very un- 
spiritual director, to which he responded by 
embracing her, and they parted the best of 
friends. . 
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OBITUARY RECORD. 


Patrick Sheridan. 


Postmaster Patrick Sheridan, one of the 
most prominent Democrats in Elizabeth, 
N. J., and for many years a noted builder, 
died yesterday at the age of sixty-two. 
Mr. Sheridan wag born in Ireland, and lived 
half a century in Elizabeth. He was a 
man of strict integrity, and a very patriotic 
Irishman. He was noted for his generosity, 
and lost large sums of money helping 
riends who became financlally embarrassed. 
Elizabeth’s principal hotel, the Sheridan 
House, was owned by him. 

Mr. Sheridan served eight years with 
great ability as an Elizabeth Alderman, and 
twelve years as County Collector. He ran 
once for Mayor, but was defeated. He was 
appointed Postmaster by President Cleve- 
land in 1893, and has conducted the office 
with much ability. He had built more 
churches than any other man in New- 
Jersey. For many years he ran in connec- 
tion with his business one of the largest 
planing mills, sash, and blind factories in 
the State. He was one of the fotinders of 
St. Mary’s Catholic Church, Elizabeth, and 
is survived by three sons and three daugh- 
ters. 


Julius Pollock, 


Julius Pollock,. one of the early settlers 
in Morrisania, ‘died at his home, at 1,069 
Boston Avenue, Tuesday morning. 

He was born in Hungary ninety-one years 
ago, and came to New-York when he was 


thirty-seven years old. He was employed 
at Tiffany’s as a polisher of fine woods and 
to do inlaying. e staid there five years, 
when he reosived a grant of land in Morris- 
ania. There he built the large’ house in 
which he died. Almost directly opposite 
the front door stood the large rock called 
“Pudding Rock,’’ under which Gen. Wash- 
ington is said to have stopped to eat, while 
on his march from Boston to New-York. 
The rock was destroyed, however, several 
years ago to make room for a house. 

Mr. Pollock built a factory in Morrisania 
for the manufacture of chemicals. He was 
the first to rectify wood spirits and to 
bleach shellac. He leaves three sons and 
two daughters. : 


James R. Marvin. 


James R. Marvin, for many years the 
counsel for the village of Morrisania, died 
Tuesday at his Summer home, Lakeside, 
Greenwood Lake, N. J. 

Mr. Marvin was born in the western part 


of this State sixty-six years ago. He re- 
ceived a college education, and then studied 
law in this city. He practiced law for 
many years in the same office with Chaun- 
cey M. Depew. He resided in Morrisania, 
and took an active part in the welfare 
of that village at the time of its annexa- 
tion to New-York oe He was engaged 
in many important litigations, and was 
respected for his integrity and ability. 

For the last three years he had resided 
at 125 West Bightieth Street. He leaves 
a wife and one martied son. 


Roswell 8S. Benedict. 


Roswell 8S. Benedict, one of the contract- 
ors that first supplied the Union Army 
with shoes during the late war, died at 
his home, 43 Monroe Place, Brooklyn, Tues- 


day, after a brief illness. He was born in 
New-Canaan, Conn., eighty-two years ago. 
Prior to the war he came to this city and 
became a member of the firm which subse- 
quently became Benedict, Hall & Co., and 
did a large business in supplying the army 
with shoes. 

He was one of the original members of 
Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, and was: a 
member of the committee that issued the 
call to Henry Ward Beecher. He was a 
member of the Long Island Historical So- 
ciety and of the Old Brooklynites. He 
leaves a wife, five daughters, and one son.

BRYAN AT HIS OLD HOME| 





SPHAKS TO 3,000 PERSONS S'TAND- 
ING IN THE MUD. 


Reached Salem After'a Rough Night 
Ride in Which He Is 
Pitched from a Stage Two or 
Three Times—Alludes Feelingly to 
His Father and Mother, Lately 
Dead—Denial that He Was Dis- 


courteous to Railroad Men, 


Nearly 


Sa.pM, Iil., July 15.—In response to Mayor 
Iakin’s proclamation, the Democratic can- 
didate’s birthplace was transformed from 
a sleepy country town: to a place of varie- 
gated color te-day. Nearly every house 


had a flag above it, and around porch 
posts and over doors was red, white, and 
blue bunting. Three thousand persons gath- 
ered. 

Mr. Bryan was late in reaching Salem 
from Centralia last night. He went to 
Odin by train, and made the journey from 
that junction to Salem with a party of 
newspaper men, in a stage drawn by mules. 
Two or three times the stage was nearly 
overturned at bad places’ in the road, and 
Mr. Bryan was obliged to jump to save 
himself from being cast into the mud. Mrs. 
Bryan and several Salem people preceded 
Mr. Bryan in a surrey. 

A drenching rain fell before Mr. Bryan 
spoke, and the Court House yard, where 
the platform had been erected, was a mire. 
This was the Court House in which Mr. 
Bryan’s father had presided as Judge, and 
in which Mr. Bryan had made his maiden 
speech. 

The Rev. F. B. Young, a Methodist min- 
ister, prayed. L. M. Kagy, a classmate of 
Mr. Bryan at Illinois College, presided and 
presented the candidate. 

After the cheering had ceased, Mr. Bryan 
began slowly and distinctly, and when he 
referred to his father, and to his mother’s 
recent death, there was much feeling in 
his tones. 

The speech contained very little about 
politics, and Mr. Bryan expressly disclaimed 
any intention of making a political speech. 

The detailed programme of Mr. Bryan’s 
trip to Lincoln was announced to-day. He 
will leave Salem by the Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern at 5:23 o’clock Thursday 
morning, will get to St. Louis at 8:23, and 
after changing to the Missouri Pacific train 
will renew the journey at 9 o’clock. He is 
scheduled to arrive in Kansas City that 
evening, and will probably. make a speech 
there. The night will be spent at Kansas 
City, and in the morning at 11 o’clock Mr. 
Bryan, Mrs. Bryan, and their three children 
will start via the Burlington line for Lin- 
coln where they are due that evening at 6 
o’clock. The trip through Nebraska will 
be made in the day time, and Mr. Bryan 
will probably make several informal speeches 
en route. 

With reference to a published story. that 
Mr. Bryan had not been polite in declining 


the offer of a railroad company to furnish 
him with a special car, a gentleman here, 
who was present at the interview, says that 
Mr. Bryan was not discourteous to the 
railroad managers. He simply thanked 
them for their offer to furnish him with 
the special car, and expressed a desire to 
travel as an ordinary passenger. 

A second political demonstration in honor 
of the Democratic candidate for President 
took place this evening in the Court House 
Park. Addresses were made by Mr. Bryan, 
J. R. Williams, ex-Congressman from this 
State, and others. Mr. Bryan drove over 
the park early in the evening, and about 
a thousand persons shook hands with him. 

Mr. Kogy presided at the evening meeting, 
too, and his opening announcement that the 
Nebraska Populist Convention had to-day 
indorsed William J. Bryan by a vote of 700 
to 30 was followed by great cheering. Mr, 
Bryan spoke as follows: 


We have come upon times of great agitation, 
and there are some who are quick to condemn the 
agitator. But, my friends, agitation in a, coun- 
try like ours is the only way to secure justice. 
The agitator is accused of stirring up discontent, 
Discontent Hes at the bottom of all progress. If 
our forefathers had been content we would be to- 
day under British rule. [Great cheering.] 

I say to you that no Government is worthy of 
the name which is not strong enough to protect 
its humblest citizen in every land from oppres- 
sion. ([Cheers.] To-day, when there are great 
aggregations of wealth with the power which 
they bring; when they come in contact with the 
weak, the strong arm of government is necessary 
to protect the weak from the injustice of the 
strong, and [ say that it is necessary for the 
Government to protect the humblest citizen of 
the land. 

Let me beg of you to give consideration to 
the issues of this campaign. Take the issues 
to be proposed, and see of they are real rem- 
edies, and if they will improve the~ condition 
of the body politic. Every reform that is good 
and will better the condition of the masses 
is a reform that should better the condition of 
this country. When Abraham Lincoln was 
asked whether he would rather be on the Lord's 
side, he said he would rather have the Lord on 
his side. That was simply one way of express- 
ing a great truth, and that is that that which 
is right will prevail. 

Ah, my friends, if there is one thing taught 
by 6,000 years of history, it is that truth is 
omnipotent, and truth alone will prevail. You 
may delay its course, but after a while truth 
will show its omnipotent power. And those 
who stand in its way will be crushed. You 
ask me if these things are right we seek to 
accomplish. I say if these forms are right 
they will be accomplished. I thank you. 
(Cheers. ]} 

Mr. Bryan. withdrew. when he had con- 
cluded, and the crowd gave him a farewell 
salute of three cheers.. He went immedi- 
ately to the house of his sister, Mrs. Baird, 
and retired in order to get a good rest be- 
fore taking the 5:30 train for St. Louis in 
the morning. Gov. Altgeld, who had been 
advertised to appear, telegraphed that he 
could not come, 





EAST AWAKENING, SAYS SEWALL. 


In, Favor of a New Convention in 
Maine That Shall Be for Silver. 


Boston, July 15.—Arthur Sewall had few 
callers this morning. In conversation to- - 
day he had little to add.to- what he had 
already expressed. 

‘The awakening interest in free silver is 
very encouraging,’’ he said. ‘‘ The people’in 
the East are slowly becoming informed, 
and are expressing themselves vigorously. 
I note the great suceess of the mesting 
in Faneuil Hall last night. 

“The serious condition of the country 
demands free silver, and the voters in 
New-England are beginning to find it out. 
We ought to have a new State Convention 
in Maine, and a new free-silver platform 
for Winslow or some other good man to 
stand on. It is not right to have a State 
campaign there not in harmony with the 
National. platform. I. attended the State 
Convention, but not-as a delegate. I.was 
there as a National Committeeman.”

GLENCAIRN WI\S THE Cup | 


EL HEIRIE DEFEATED FOR THE 
THIRD TIME YESTERDAY. 


The Seawanhaka Challenge Cup Will 
Go to Canada, but the Seawan- 
haka Club Will Try to Win It 
Back Next Year—A Formal Chal- 
lenge Issued After the Race —El 
Heirie Led to the First Mark, but 
Was Then Overhauled. 


The Glencairn, the Canadian half-rater, 
won the third race of the series for the 
Seawanhaka Cup yesterday, defeating the 
El Heirie again. The cup now goes to the 
Royal St. Lawrence Yacht Club. 

After the race had been decided, Commo- 


dore Rouse and the Ruce Committee had 
@ consultation, and it was decided to chal- 
lenge at once for a race for the cup. A 
formal challenge was drawn up and sent to 
the Royal St. Lawrence Yacht Club. No 
yacht was named, and the provisions 
simply stated that a boat would be 
built within the requirements of the 
deed of gift: that is, that it will be 
between 15 feet and 25 feet. The name 
of the boat and of the challenger and the 
dimensions of the challenging boat will be 
sent to the St. Lawrence Club later on. It 
is very probable thac the club will chal- 
lenge with a twenty-footer, as it is gen- 
erally conceded that the fifteen-footers are 
a littie too small. 

G,. H. Duggan and F. P. Shearwood, who 
own and race the Glencairn, are much 
pleased with the victory of their boat. Mr. 
Duggan said he hoped to design and sail 
the defender for the cup next year, and 
sail against the American boat in Canadian 
waters. He will return home next Monday. 

After the race on Tuesday, both yachts 
Were taken out of the water and allowed to 
dry out on the beach. The boats are so 
tiny that it is an easy matter to haul them 
out. The Glencairn was the first taken 
out. She was hauled :n as close to the 
beach as possible. Then Messrs. Duggan, 
Shearwood, and two or three assistants, 
with their shoes and stockings off and 
trousers rolled up above their knees, waded 
into the water, lifted the boat up bodily, 
and carried it up on che beach. The boat 
Was then put on supports arranged for the 
purpose, and, after the water had drained 
off, was laid on its side, cleaned, and pot- 
leaded. The El Heirie was treated the 
same way, except that her under body was 
polished bright instead of being potleaded. 
Both were put in the water yesterday 
morning and were ready to race by il 
o'clock, 

The Regatta Committee, on the steamer 
Dunderberg, went out to the starting point 
—Oyster Isiand Buoy—at 11:30 o’elock. A 
nice little breeze was blowing then from 
the west by south, and after wairing for 
a While the committee decided to start the 
race to leeward and return, mawxing the 
course to the outer mark east by north. 
The preliminary signal was given at 12s20 
o’clock, and ten minutes later the prepara- 
tery signal was blown. The tit:y racers 
then began to manoeuvre for position, and 
approacsea the line. Both had reefs in 
their mainsails. The Glencairn, as usual, 
was in the lead, with her boom eused off to 
port. .The El] Heirie was some distance 
behind, and just before the starting signal 
Was given her spinnaker was broken out 
to port. 

The Glencairn crossed at the northern 
end of the line at 12:35:13, and as she start- 
ed her spinnaker was stuck out to Sstur- 
board. 

The Crane brothers made rather a poor 
start. The E! Heirie was 31 secends be- 
hind at the line, but her spinnaker was 
drawing well, and the Yankee puat was 
traveling fast. The Canuck had made a 
mistake in setting her spinnaker to star- 
boar, and the i He.rie rapidly closed up 
on her rival. The friends of the home boat 
were elated with the showing sne was 
making, and began to count on her winning 
one race of the series. At 12:50 the two 
boats were abreast, and then Mr. Dug- 
gan, seeing her error of judgimneit was 
proving expensive, took in the spinnaker 
on the Giencairn, jibed the boom over to 
starboard, and set the spinnaker to port. 

The El Heirie in the meantime nal taken 
the lead, and those on the Glencairn for 
once had a chance to admire her stern. A 
slight mishap happened on the Glencairn. 
After jibing the jib sheet got away, and 
the boat had to be luffed to secure ‘t again. 
At 1:02:00 the Glencairn took in her bal- 
lvon jib and set her small jio. gettnig 
ready for the windward work home. The 
E] Heirie followed her example at 1:03:40; 
both were then very near tne turning 
mark. Spinnakers were taken in, booms 
jiped Over, and they rounded the mark 
and hauled on the wind, the El Heirie being 
in the lead. The times taken as they 
rounded and the elapsed time from the 
start are as follows:

The wind had freshened considerably and 
was blowing quite strongly for such small 
bea's.

Capt. Crane was jamming 
the El Heirie up to windward.>s much as he 
could, but Capt. Duggan w:i going a little 
better with the Giencairn. S:owly but sure- 
ly she was gaining on the Yankee. In the 
puffs both got some good knock-downs, and 
the crews had to perform several neat acro- 
batic feats, climbing out to windward to 
stiffen the boat. At 1:12 the Glencairn 
passed the El Heirie to windward, and then 
the race was practically over. The El 
Heirie tacked to port at 1:12:45, and the 
Glencairn tacked on her weather at 1:12:48. 

The off-short tack was held for 5 minutes, 
and then both put in to the land. They 
worked up the beach by short tacks, and 
when clear of the point stood well up into 
Oyster Bay.

El Heirie shook out her jib. The Glencairn 
followed this move by changing her small 
jib for a larger one, and at 1:32:00 her reef 
was shaken out.

A YOUTHFUL 


He Walked from Arkansas to Wash- 
ington to Dispose of It. 


WasHINGTON, July 15.—The Navy Depart- 
ment has many experiences with inventors, 
but the most novel of such relationships 
was developed to-day. A boy, hardly six- 
teen years of age, with marked foreign 
accent in his speech, called at the office 
of the Secretary of the Navy and said he 
came in response to a letter from the de- 
partment. This letter, dated some months 
ago, was in reply to one sent apparently 
by the boy, who claimed to have discov- 
ered a substance by which vessels would 
be rendered unsinkable. He refused in his 
original letter to disclose the nature of 
his discovery or the process of manufact- 
ure involved. The department had writ- 
ten a usual, stereotyped answer, saying 
nothing could be done until more was 
known of the device. The boy, without 
means, had walked all the way from Ar- 
kansas to Washington for the purpose of 
showing to the officials what he believed 
would make his fortune. 

As soon as the pathetic nature of his er- 
rand was known he was treated with all 
the consideration of a well-known and 
practical inventor. He was sent to Chief 
Constructor Hichborn, who listened kindly 
to the boy’s story. The constructor had 
been himself a poor boy, and realized the 
privations through which the boy before 
him must have gone to reach Washing- 
ton, only to meet discouragement and 
encounter disappointment. He explained as 
well as he could the uselessness of the 
boy’s supposed invention, and finally had 
Naval Constructor Taylor show the boy 
the plans for a ship. 

The Jad was slow to accept the dismal 
view taken by the officials, and left event- 
ually with the notion that it was his own 
inability to explain his device and his desire 
to keep it secret that prevented the naval 
experts from purchasing it at once. 

He said he had walked all the way from 
Arkansas, going first to New-York, where 
he saw Edison, who had, presumably out of 
the kindness of his heart, offered him $10 
for the secret invention. He had refused 
this offer and had kept on his toilsome way 
until he found the ashington authorities. 
There was a pathetic side to the incident 
which was not lost on the officials, as the 
boy said with a sigh, ‘“‘ Well, I guess I'll 
have to take my invention to Europe.”’

Bernard M. Jackson’s Former Sweet- 
heart Causes Trouble for Him, 


Bernard Mathews Jackson, a law student 
living at 4 First Avenue, was held in the 
Essex Market Police Court yesterday in 
$2,000 bail for examination on a charge of 
perjury.

Know all men by these presents, That I, Ber- 
nard M, Jackson of the City, County, and State 
of New-York, for and in consideration of my 
natural love and affection and for other valu- 
ables given to me by Rebecca Goldbaum of the 
same place, hereby bind myself in the sum of 
$50,000, to be recovered by her against me or 
my heirs or my representatives in case I do not 
fulfill my promise to marry her, and hereby de- 
clare to have promised to her that I will marry 
no other but her. In cage I do fulfill my prom- 
ise and marry her, at any time I may be com- 
petent to support her, then these presents shall 
be void. I further declare that I will not marry 
any other female but her, providing she behaves 
herself becomingly to me and to the rest of the 
world, and provided that she does everything to 
suit me and not against my wishes. 

I further bind myself in the above penalty only 
in case I am not prevented by the acts of God. 
However, in case I am prevented by acts of 
God to marry her, then she shall be entitled to 
all the privileges of a married woman as re- 
gards my estate, if I will have any, either before 
or after the acts of God may have occurred. 

I will, however, not be bound by the above 
penalty in case she refuses to marry me at any 
time I may request her. I will not, however, 
call upon her to marry me in case I will not be 
competent enough to support her.

METROPOLITAN PEOPLE HAVE THE 
VANDERBILT STREET-CAR LINES. 


The Perpetual Lease of the Fourth 
and Madison Avenue Lines to the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany Ratified Yesterday Without 
Dissent—A Change of Motive Pow- 
er to be Made as Soon as Possible 


—Notes of Various Interests. 


At the special meeting of the stockhold- 
ers of the New-York and Harlem Railroad, 
held in the Grand Central Station yester- 
day, of the $10,000,000 of 
stock was represented, and the vote to rat- 


ify the lease of the Fourth and Madison 
Avenue surface lines to the Metropolitan 
Street Railway was unanimous. 

By the terms of this lease the Metropol- 
itan people acquire control of the Fourth 
and Madison Avenue horse-car lines for a 
period of 999 years, at an annual rental, 
exclusive of taxes, of $350,000, (8% per cent. 
on the capital stock,) for the first five years 
and $400,000 (4 per cent.) thereafter. The 
lease takes effect July 1, 1896. The lessee 
company will have the use of the stations 
and stables at Fourth Avenue and Thirty- 
second Street and at Madison Avenue and 
Eighty-sixth Street for three years, on pay- 
ment of the taxes. 

The stockholders of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company met in the Cable 


Building, Broadway, yesterday and unan- 
imously ratified this agreement. President 
Vreeland will take possession of the leased 
lines at once. It is intimated that the mo- 
tive power will be changed as soon as pos- 
sible. Should the compressed air motors 
prove successful gy? will be placed on the 
up-town lines. The leased property will be 
known as the Fourth Avenue Divis.on of the 
Metropolitan system,

Fighting for Southern Traffic. 


BALTIMORE, July 15.—The war between 
the Baltimore Steam Packet Company and 
the Seaboard Air Line on the one side, and 
the Baltimore, Chesapeake and Richmond 
Steamboat Company and the Southern Rail- 
way on the other side, is becoming hot. 
The latter companies recently put on a line 
of steamers between Baltimore and Norfolk, 
invading the Steam Packet Company’s (Old 


Bay Line) exclusive territory. Some slight 
cuts in rates are also alleged to have been 
made. To-day the Steam Packet Com- 
pany retaliated. In connection with its 
ally, the Seaboard Air Line, it announced 
a sweeping reduction in all rates and ex- 
tending to all the principal Southern cities. 
In addition to the cut in rates, the Steam 
Packet Company will, beginning next Fri- 
day, run steamers between Baltimore and 
Richmond, by way of the Chesapeake Bay 
and the James River, thereby invading the 
territory heretofore exclusively controlled 
by the Southern Railway Company. 

Baltimoreans are holders in the Seaboard 
Air Line and the Steam Packet Company, 
and they state, through their officers, that 
they will drive the Southern Railway Com- 
pany out of their territory or force it to 
carry passengers and freight for nothing. 
Some of the cuts made to-day were in the 
neighborhood of 40 per cent. 


Another Northern Pacific Suit. 


Sidney H. Salomon, on behalf of himseif 
and other owners of preferred and common 
stock of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company, has brought suit in the United 
States Circuit Court against the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company and others, 
including the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company, Edwin H. McHenry, and Frank 
G. Bigelow, receivers of the company, 
Brayton Ives, August Belmont, J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, and the Reorganization Com- 
mittee, 

In his bill of complaint, Mr. Salomon 
asks the Court to direct that the holders of 
preferred stock of the company be declared 
the owners, and to have first lien upon 
the lands of the company east of the Mis- 
souri, in Minnesota and North Dakota, 
and entitled to have the proceeds of said 
lands applied to the-retirement and can- 
cellation of the preferred stock; that the 
preferret stockholders be declared the 
owners of the consolidated mortgage bonds 
of the company, of the par value of $.- 
347,00, aeposited with the Farmers’ Loan 
and trust Company, and that an injunction 
be issued restraining the defendants from 
disposing of the bonds or their proceeds. 


Baggage Agents’ Convention, 


PHILADELPHIA, July 15.—The thirty-first 
annual meeting of the American Assacia- 
tion of General Baggage Agents began here 
to-day in the Hotel Walton. The conven- 
tion was called to order by the President, 


George A. Morton, General Baggage Agent 
of the New-York, New-Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad Company. Papers were -read 
by F. J. Wolfe of the New-York Central, 
H. A. Winter of the Illinois Central, W. J. 
Taylor of the International and Great 
Northern, and W. J. Robinson of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroads. 

The number of delegates present was over 
fifty, and the membership embraces all 
the leading lines in this country and in 
Canada, and all the principal transfer com- 
panies at prominent points. The aim of the 
organization is to bring about as fast as 
possible uniformity in all details connected 
with the handling and transportation of 
baggage.

Stay Granted Them by the Court of 
Errors and Appeals. 


John Mackin, who killed his wife and 
mother-in-law in Jersey City, and Paul 
Geng, who killed Clara Arnim, his common- 
law ite in Hoboken, will not be hanged 
to-day in the Hudson County Jail, as was 
expected. 

Writs of error were granted in both cases 
yesterday by the Court of Errors and Ap- 
peals at Trenton on application of the con- 
demned men’s counsel, to abide the court’s 
decision in the Kohl case, the appeal in 
that case having been made upon the con- 
tention that the writ of error is a writ 
of right and not of grace under the Con- 
stitution, and that the act passed by the 
Legislature declaring it to be one of grace 
and not of right is unconstitutional. Un- 
der the writs granted by the court the 
execution of Mackin and Genz will be 


stayed until the Kohl case is decided. The 
action was taken after consultation with 
Attorney General Stockton. 

The writs were served upon Judge Lip- 
pincott, Sheriff Toffey, and County Clerk 
Fisher shortly after 6 o’clock last night. 
Sheriff Toffey was overjoyed at the out- 
come of the matter, for in the ordinary 
course of events Mackin and Genz will 
not be executed until after his term ex- 
pires, Nov. 30. He said the writs relieved 
him of a very objectionable duty. The 
gallows on which the men were to have 
been hanged will be taken down to-day. 

Mackin received the news of his rewewed 
Jease of life thankfully. He almost fainted 
from the reaction. Genz, on the contrary, 
was very angry.

“This,” he said, ‘* will happen as soon 
as the goldbugs of the East declare them- 
selves against the silverites of the West. 
I should not be surprised if. bloodshed re- 
sulted.”’ 

The agitator further declared his belief 
that before the present century ended So- 
cialiom would prevail in France, and that 
Germany would soon follow.

average character who have gone astray 
through misunderstanding of a question 
which is beyond the range of the knowl- 
edge and thinking of their everyday life. 
They have been persuaded by evil teach- 
ers, most of them deluded by partial 
knowledge and imperfect reasoning, that 
the bad industrial and commercial con- 
dition of the country is due to the “ de- 
monetization of silver,’’ and that the rem- 
edy lies in its restoration, and under that 
mistaken conviction their passions have 
been aroused to right what they believe 
to be a wrong. 

If this delusion is to be dispelled or 
greatly allayed in the next three months 
and a half, it must be, not by denuncia- 
tion, but by enlightenment. It is a short 
time for an educational campaign, but 
that is what is needed. The active propa- 
ganda of false doctrine has been going on 
for two or three years, and what was a 
sporadic disease has become an epidemic 
in large sections of the country and has 
infected districts supposed to be immune, 
It must be checked by spreading sound 
doctrine in terms that can be “ under- 
standed of the people” and in appeals to 
common sense and intelligent self-in- 
terest. 

This is not a subject so abstruse that 
it cannot be comprehended by the com- 
mon people, nor are the common people 
so besotted with ignorance that they will 
not listen to words of knowledge and rea- 
son if they are offered. They are labor- 
ing under two mistakes, which have been 
assiduously fostered by free-silver advo- 
cates for many months. One is that the 
industrial depression and disorder are due 
to insufficient currency, caused by a with- 
drawal of silver, which has produced an 
appreciation of the money standard and 
a fall in the value of the great staple 
products of the country. It will be easy 
to show in plain language that this sup- 
posed cause does not actually exist and 
to explain in a convincing way what the 
real cause of the trouble is. It can be 
made clear how much more important 
credit and confidence are than the vol- 
ume of money, and that these depend 
upon the soundness of money and have 
been paralyzed by apprehension lest the 
standard be changed —an apprehension 
caused by silver inflation and by the agi- 
tation for a further and more disastrous 
inflation. 

The other mistake of the victims of the 
free-silver-coinage delusion comes from a 
failure to understand what money really 
is and how its functions are performed. 
On this point what is needed is element- 
ary teaching, for which experience af- 
fords ample material and history is full 
of lessons. The notion that a Govern- 
ment “ makes, money,” that it can by its 
fiat put value into what does not contain 
value, or increase value in anything by 
its stamp, beyond the effect upon the re- 
lation of demand and supply produced by 
withdrawing a certain amount or an un- 
certain amount of the material from the 
markets of the world, has survived the 
continuous refutation of reason and ex- 
perience for generations. The refutation 
needs to be brought home to the people 

of @ large past of this country, as if 
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notion had never been exploded before. 
We need to put into this campaign of fif- 
teen weeks the simple teaching on the 
money question which the schools of the 
country ought to have been giving for a 
generation past. 








ROOTING OUT THE ROOKERIES, 


The mere description of the tenement 
houses condemned by the Board of Health 
is enough to justify the law under which 
the board is acting and the vigorous exe- 
cution of it which has been entered upon. 
It is made plain that these rookeries are 
unfit for human habitation and incapable 
of being made fit for it, and the only rep- 
aration public authority can make for al- 
lowing them to exist in the past is to root 
them out now and establish decent sani- 
tary conditions in the localities which 
they have infected so long. 

These rotten hives of poverty, vice, and 
misery have reeked with physical and 
moral disease and spread their infection 
to swell the rate of death and degrade the 
quality of life about them long enough. 
It is unfortunate that there should be 
human beings whose condition is such 
that they will consent to live in such 
places, but their condition is not likely to 
be improved so long as such places exist 
for the dregs of society to sink into. 
With some it is abject poverty or hope- 
less incapacity that consents, but their 
state is made worse by having no barrier 
but the “ limit of subsistence ’’ to the deg- 
radation of their dwelling places. 

Hardly less melancholy than the con- 
sent of these denizens of the deepest 
slums to live so packed in vile and un- 
wholesome abodes that they breed infec- 
tion is the willingness of men of “ prop- 
erty’ to supply them with such abodes 
and take a monthly rent for their use. 
There will be little patience with the re- 
sistance of these “ landlords’’ to the ex- 
ecution of the law. They cannot prevent 
the turning out of their tenants by the 
order of the Board of Health so long as 
the law holds, and their contention over 
the compensation for the “ property” of 
which they have made a nuisance is in- 
tended, if possible, to have the law set 
aside as unconstitutional. It is not like- 
ly to succeed, but these men are making 
an unseemly exhibition of themselves in 
the effort. Nothing but obscurity saved 
them from odium before, and they would 
do well to retain their obscurity by quick- 
ly acquiescing in the operation of a law 
which every decent citizen rejoices to see 
enforced. 

Doubtless the wretched people who are 
turned out of these noisome tenements 
“must live,” and must live cheaply, and 
it may be that something should be done 
to provide them with better habitations. 
That is another problem. But of the de- 
sirability of cleaning out the festering 
pestholes that now exist and establishing 
a standard below which human habita- 
tions shall not be allowed to sink here- 
after there can be no doubt. 








MR. VANDERBILT'S ILLNESS. 

The sudden illness of Mr. CORNELIUS 
VANDERBILT has produced an effect of 
which it is worth while to consider the 
social and even the political aspects. Mr. 
VANDERBILT is known by name to almost 
everybody in the country as perhaps the 
richest man in it, certainly the richest 
man whose fortune is, so to say, an act- 
ive and militant force in the development 
of the country. There are many million- 
aires and even multi-millionaires who 
might be disabled by illness without con- 
cerning anybody beyond their own imme- 
diate circles of families and friends. But 
the head of the “ Vanderbilt system” is 
by no means one of these. The innumer- 
able questions of detail and the numerous 
questions that are more than of detail 
which are in the ordinary course of 
things submitted to him must now go 
for the time unanswered. His lieutenants 
are forced by his illness to postpone their 
plans of recreation. In the stock market, 
and so throughout the commercial world, 
the effect of the illness of such a man is 
to produce a certain suspense. 

If Mr. VANDERBILT'S illness should be 
as slight as everybody must hope that it 
is, and as there seems very good reason 
for hoping, it will be almost worth while 
for him to have incurred it. His illness 
suspends his personal supervision of the 
great system of which he is at the head 
and in which he is also but the largest 
of many investors, in whose behalf as well 
as in his own he works unremittingly. 
The suspension of his activity calls at- 
tention to its incessancy and to its im- 
portance. And at this time it is not to be 
forgotten that he is the typical “ gold- 
bug,” the man whose name would prob- 
ably ‘be mentioned first by a Populist 
demagogue who was asked to name the 
authors of the oppressions and evils of 
which he made complaint. To anybody 
who knows anything about it, nothing 
could be more absurd than such a desig- 
nation of sucha man, The wealth he in- 
herited was made and has been increased 
by rendering an enormous public service, 
which is especially a service to the farm- 
ers of the Northwest. It is the improve- 
ment in railroad transportation from the 
prairies to the seaboard that has enabled 
the farmers of the Northwest to offer 
their products in the markets of Europe 
in competition with the products of Eu- 
rope. To pretend that a man is an op- 
pressor and a public enemy who is not 
only one of the most conspicuous of the 
authors of this great National benefit, 
but who is one of the most hard-working 
and one of the most conscientious of busi- 
ness men, who is scrupulously just in all 
his dealings, and who is most generous 
and considerate withal, is one of the most 
absurd propositions that malignity could 
devise or ignorance accept. 

Compare CORNELIUS VANDERBILT, as a 
man and a citizen, with the men who ar- 
raign him and such as he with such a 
demagogue as TILLMAN, and consider 
which of them has done the greater pub- 
lic service. ‘“‘ Envy, hatred and malice, 
and ail uncharitableness” are no more 
respectable qualities in public than in 
private life. If the illness of Mr. Van- 
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attention to the part he plays in the busi- 
ness of this country and to the manner in 
which he plays it, it will not have been 
without its compensations. 








MR. BRYAN DEFINES THE ISSUE. 
Mr. BRYAN has made his first serious 
campaign speech. With the exception of 
a stupid jeer at honesty in finance as 
aristocratic and English, the speech is 
much more creditable to the candidate 
than his more ambitious effort at the 
convention. That, however, is not much 
of a compliment, for the percentage of 
sense in his latest speech is still not large. 
His definition of parties as “ instru- 
ments by which we serve our country ”’ 
and his declaration that they ‘‘ can only 
claim the support of the people when” 
they “are efficient instruments in the 
hands of the people for accomplishing 
good”’ are sound. He justifies by these 
statements—if any justification were 
needed—the action of every Democrat 
who refuses to accept the platform and 
candidate of the Chicago Convention, be- 
cause they will accomplish evil, and not 
good. He is right also in saying that 
“the most important issue is the money 
question”’ and that on that ‘“‘the two 
parties [his own and the other] have 
taken positions directly opposite to each 
other’? and must fight it out. And he 
does not try to soften what his party has 
chosen as its policy. It declared, he says, 
“that the silver dollar should be of full 
legal tender for all debts, public and pri- 
vate, and that such legislation should be 
enacted as is necessary to the restoration 
of unlimited coinage of silver and gold at 
the present legal ratio of 16 to 1 without 
waiting for the eid of any other nation.” 

‘“* We also declared,’’ he adds, ‘‘ that the 
silver dollar should be full legal tender 
for all debts, public and private, and that 
such legislation should be enacted as is 
necessary to prevent for the future the 
demonetization of any legal money. The 
platform declared that the Government 
should exercise the right to redeem its 
obligations in either gold or silver.” 

Here is, in plain English, what this 
means. The mine owners and importers 
of silver shall be allowed to take to the 
mints all the silver they can dig out or 
import, and for every 53 cents’ worth 
they shall receive a silver coin which the 
people of the United States must take for 
100 cents. Men who have loaned the 
Government a dollar must take 53 cents. 
Men who work for $2 a day must take 
$1.06. The 4,500,000 depositors in sav- 
ings banks who have laid up their $300 
each must be content with $169. The 
mechanic who has put $500 in a building 
association in order to secure a home for 
his family must receive only $265. The 
clerk who has insured his life for $1,000 
must see it shrink to $530. And if, after 
the silver mine owners and speculators 
have been allowed to pocket the profits 
of an enormous coinage of fifty-three-cent 
silver dollars, any man, rich or poor, 
wishes to make a contract to be paid for 
goods or loans or services in dollars worth 
100 cents, he shall by law be forbidden 
so to do. 

This is what Mr. BRYAN calls the issue 
“between an American financial system 
for the American people and an English 
financial system for the English aristoc- 
racy.” The Bryan system is one which 
Englishmen may hail with delight. It 
would enable them, the great silver trad- 
ers and owners of the world, to ship to 
the mints of the United States every 
ounce of silver they could lay hands on 
at a profit of 8814 per cent. And every 
cent of that profit would be taken out of 
the pockets of Americans. 

Mr. BRYAN tries to higgle with the dec- 
laration that the gold standard shall be 
maintained until changed by internation- 
al agreement. He says: “If the gold 
standard is a good thing, why should we 
try to get rid of it, and if the gold stand- 
ard is a bad thing, why should we wait 
until some other nations are willing to 
help us let go?”’ 

The simple answer is that the gold 
standard is good because it is the stand- 
ard of all civilized powers. If all civil- 
ized powers agreed to change it, the risk 
in the change would be reduced as low as 
possible. If the change is made by all, 
each country would have to take care of 
its own silver. If it is made by us alone, 
we should have to take all the silver 
other nations chose to send us, paying, 
by law, $1 for every 53 cents’ worth. 
That is all there is in that issue. 








OUR FOREIGN CRIMINALS, 


The Supreme Court was yesterday, not 
for the first time, the scene of a striking 
illustration how alien and remote from 
any standards or customs with which we 
are familiar is a considerable part of our 
population. The occasion was the con- 
viction of another firebug. Incendiarism, 
regarded as a trade, is of foreign origin 
and recent importation. And yet, in the 
series of trials of which this is the latest, 
it has been shown that among a part of 
our foreign population it is a trade as 
clearly recognized and apparently as 
much esteemed as any other. Not only 
does the householder or flatholder who 
desires to swindle an insurance company 
find an expert ready to furnish him with 
the skill and experience ready to carry 
out his desire, but the expert pursues him 
with temptation and solicitation. And we 
believe it is not on record that any per- 
son thus approached has ever sponta- 
neously taken steps to have the seducer’s 
course arrested. In the circle in which 
these villains operate there has not ap- 
peared anybody to give evidence against 
them actuated by mere love of justice 
and horror of crime. 

This is a very serious state of things. 
It shows that the children of these be- 
nighted or villainous people must be so 
exposed to American influences and so 
aerated by them as to be completely 
transformed before they can be regarded 
as trustworthy American citizens. A 
public-school system that scarcely pre- 
tends to inculcate either morals or man- 
ners has a@ very heavy burden laid upon 
it to effect such a transformation. And 
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reliance we have in the work of making 
the children of the firebugs and the em- 
ployers of the firebugs more valuable 
members of society than their parents. 

The conviction of HERSCHKOPF was the 
eccasion, moreover, of a curious display 
of foreign manners. In this respect it 
“was not so striking as a former demon- 
stration of the same kind. The convie- 
tion of one of his predecessors, which was 
unquestionably just, turned the court- 
room in which it occurred into a “ Place 
of Lamentation,” and for a long time the 
room resounded with the wails of the 
sympathizers with arson and murder. On 
this oceasion the verdict was as plainly 
just, but the lamentations were those of 
the prisoner alone, who expressed himself 
in loud and frantic untruths. Another 
very curious incident was the request of 
the prisoner’s counsel that the execution 
of the sentence should be postponed for 
a week in order that the prisoner’s wife 
should be endbled to get a divorce from 
him and thus escape the odium of being 
a convict’s wife, and the granting of this 
request by the court, although the court 
proceeded to pronounce the sentence of 
imprisonment for life. This is a very 
queer proceeding, because, in the first 
place, a4 man is a convict as soon as he is 
sentenced, and because, in the second 
place, a life sentence, under the law of 
the State, ipso facto releases the wife of 
the person sentenced and enables her to 
remarry without incurring the penalty of 
bigamy. But it will be agreed that the 
whole procedure has a very foreign air 
and is caleulated to admonish native 
Americans of the existence among them 
of a large class of people with whom they 
can searcely be said to have anything at 
all in common. 








THE WEST AND SOUTH. 

In the course of the campaign of edu- 
cation now begun it will be made clearer 
to the people of the far West and the far 
South than it ever has been made before 
on which side their true interest lies. 
The talk about “the East” and “the 
money power” of which we have been 
hearing so much during the past week 
would be comic if it were not so pathetic, 
and even its pathos does not hinder it 
from being comic. AEsoP seems to have 
foreseen the silver craze in a continent 
not then discovered when he wrote, two 
thousand years ago, the fable of the 
‘*Stomach and the Limbs,” which is else- 
where reprinted. The theory held by the 
arms and legs in that fable of the use- 
lessness, laziness, and contemptibility of 
the centre of nutrition is exactly the view 
taken in Populist communities of ‘‘ Wall 
Street ’’ and also of the lesser local cen- 
tres of lending and borrowing. 

A farmer is not apt to know how deli- 
cate and precarious an affair is commer- 
cial credit until the fact is brought im- 
mediately home to him. It is in the way 
to be so brought home. 

The mere adoption by the Populists 
who have captured the machinery of the 
Democratic Party of their platform of 
repudiation has already affected the de- 
velopment of the West and the South. 
We hear of enterprises already under 
way in the far West, involving the ex- 
penditure of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars upon local labor, which’ have 
now been suspended. The total thus 
already lost to labor in these regions 
must amount to many millions. The 
operations now suspended will certainly 
not be resumed until after the election. 
The election of BRYAN is a remote con- 
tingency, it is true, but it is equally true 
that capital is timid. The contingency 
that is raised by his nomination has suf- 
ficed to paralyze for the time the indus- 
trial development of these regions, to put 
an additional pressure upon every farm- 
er in them who feels himself already 
sorely pressed. He has thought to find 
his remedy, as his foolish spokesman, 
BRYAN, put it, in ‘‘ defying ”’ the ‘“‘ money 
power” and in threatening to pay less 
than he owes, if he pays anything at all. 
The answer to this ¥‘ defiance” is a re- 
fusal to invest more money in the re- 
gions that are under his political control 
until it is clearly ascertained that his 
political control does not extend to the 
United States. There is nothing in the 
least vindictive in this decision. It is 
purely a matter of business. The “ moral 
risk” of investments in the silver States 
has been perceptibly increased within a 
week. The result of this increase is that, 
by the unconcerted and almost automatic 
action of men two thousand miles or five 
thousand miles away who have money 
to invest, and who simply will not invest 
it on bad security, the Populist farmer of 
the West and the Populist planter of the 
South find their markets contracted, their 
difficulties increased, the pressure upon 
them become suddenly heavier. 

If such a calamity as the election of a 
repudiator could happen, this pressure 
would be increased many fold. Nay, even 
after the defeat of Bryan, the support 
he receives will necessarily operate to the 
disadvantage of the communities which 
support him. It must be so. When a 
community declares for itself that it is 
not trustworthy, how can anybody trust 
itfurther? The voie of a State for BRYAN 
will be a notification to all the world that 
a majority of voters in that community 
are opposed to the honest payment of 
public or private debts. The experiment 
has been tried before, and it did not op- 
erate favorably to the dishonest debtor. 
There are American States which have re- 
pudiated their debts. For a whole gen- 
eration after it they had to pay immeas- 
urably more money than their repudia- 
tion saved them. First, they had to pay 
in the increased interest that was charged 
to cover the moral risk. Next they had 
to pay in the withholding of capital from 
enterpriges’ that would have been feasible 
and promised profit in an honest commu- 
nity, but that did not promise compensa- 
tion for the moral risk. 

The States which are now expected to 
vote for repudiation are the very States 
that have most urgent need of capital 








their own resources. To secure greater 
facility of communication is their very 
first industrial need, and they have no 
stored-up capital of their own. If they 
had borrowed all that they needed to 
borrow, there would. be a more plausible 
case to be made for repudiation. But 
they need more money, and they will 
themselves have deprived themselves of 
the first element of security for the lend- 
er of it in their own honesty. 


The lady who visited a hospital in Balti- 
more and tried to make arrangements with 
the janitor for the admission of a patient 
whom she desired to have killed and dis- 
sected by the doctorg was thought to be 
perfectly sane, because she spoke coherent- 
ly and betrayed in her behavior no evi- 
dences of an unsound mind. The idea that 
every case of mental unsoundness is marked 
by grotesque behavior and positive incoher- 
eney needs to be strongly combated. Not 
only the janitors of Baltimore hospitals, 
but some millions of their fellow-country- 
men must ‘be taught within the next few 
months that a certain measure of plausi- 
bility and coherence is frequently possessed 
by people afflicted with mania. ‘The ability 
to set forth preposterous and pernicious 
ideas with some sort of logical clearness 
and no outward hint of mental derangement 
is much too common for the public good. 











The recent performance at St. George’s 
Hall in London, under the eyes of the en- 
thusiasts of the Elizabethan Stage Society, 
of Kirt MarLowe’s “ Faustus” seems to 
have had the usual depressing effect. All 
the accessories of the early stage were 
there, as far as study could make their 
reconstruction possible, but the spirit of the 
early Elizabethan era was not on the actors 
or among the spectators. The fervor of the 
Students could not give the illusion of life 
to a work more closely resembling the 
miracle plays, out of which, by slow proc- 
esses, English drama grew, than the 
drama as we understand it. There was, to 
be sure, a prologue in verse; by Mr. Swin- 
BURNE, sincere, eloquent, and beautiful, as 
these first verses of it show: 

Light, as when the dawn takes wing and smites 
the sea, 

Smote England when his day bade MARLOWE 
be, 

No fire so keen had thrilled the clouds of time 

Since DANTE’§ breath made Italy sublime. 

Earth, bright with flowers whose dew shone soft 
as tears, 

Through CHAUCER cast her charm on eyes and 
ears; 

The lustrous laughter of the love-lit earth 

Rang, leapt, and lightened in his might of 
mirth, 

Deep moonlight, hallowing all the breathless air, 

Made earth and heaven for SPENSDPR faint and 
fair. 

But song might bid not heaven and earth be one 

Till MARLOWBE’sS voice gave warning of the 
sun. 

But this would serve better for a new 

edition of MARLOWEF’s works than for a mig- 

taken effort to get back to the theatre of 

his time, which can no more be revived 

than the storied cart of Thespis and the 

Dionysiac theatre of Athens.

There- 
upon they began to pay 50 cents on the dol- 
lar, when they discovered that business was 
more stagnant than before, that the market 
for their crops had been contracted, and 
that they could borrow no more money on 
any terms. 





MUSIOAL GOSSIP. 


—A discussion has arisen in the English 
newspapers as to the earliest use of a 
conducting stick by the leader of the or- 
chestra. It grew out of a statement in 
Dr. Murray’s English Dictionary that the 
year 1867 is the earliest dated reference 
to the use of the word baton as an equiva- 
lent for the conducting stick in English lit- 
erature. This statement is hotly disputed 
to no particular end. It depends largely 
upon the exact meaning. of the words 
‘* English literature.” It is likely that news- 
paper writers on musical subjects used the 
easy phrase ‘under the baton of” long 
before 1867. But there is no reason why 
the conductor’s stick should be called a 
baton rather than a scipio or a virga or a 
plain stick. The custom did not begin in 
France. Within comparatively recent years 
the tempi were denoted for the other play- 
ers by the leader of the first violins, who is 
still called the concertmaster. In _ those 
times the conductor sat at a piano. But 
the use of a conducting stick dates far 
back of the history of the modern orchestra, 
nevertheless. The ever-delightful Pepys 
heard a band play, in 1661, at Greenwich 
and “saw the simple motion that is there 
of a woman with a rod in her hand, keep- 
ing time with the musique as it plays. 
Heinrich Albrecht used the conductor’s stick 
in Germany in the first half of the seven- 
teenth century. But Grove’s Dictionary of 
Music insists that ‘‘ the first baton employed 
in England was probably the ‘ Takirsbatch- 
en,’ used by Spohr at the Philharmonic in 
1820." The custom was firmly established 
in England by Sir Michael Costa in the thir- 
ties, and by Mendelssohn at the Gewand- 
haus concerts in Leipsic in 1835. As to the 
leadership of the first violin, Berlioz de- 
clares that it began with the deafness of 
Beethoven, when ‘the musicians, in or- 
der that they might keep together, eventual- 
ly agreed to follow the slight indications 
of time which the concertmeister gave 
them, and not to attend to Beethoven’s con- 
ducting stick.” 

—The death is announced ‘in Milan, at 
the age of eighty years, of Franchi, who 
was for many years Adelina Patti’s secre- 
tary and confidential agent. By way of 
obituary the following doubtful yarn is told 
about him in London. The scene is Phila- 
delphia, in one of Patti’s tours under the 
management of Mapleson: Mapleson’s con- 
tract was to pay Patti $5,000 a night, in 
advance. He only possessed $4,000, and 
Mme. Patti good-naturedly undertook to 
come to the theatre ready dressed for ‘‘ La 
Traviata,” all save her shoes. Eight hun- 
dred dollars more was scra from the box 
effice, and Signor Franchi declared: ‘“‘ You 
are a marvelous man, Mapleson. She would 
not do it for any one but you. Mme. Patti 
has put one shoe on.” Nor was the other 
shoe worn till the odd $200 was planked 
down. 

—The good news comes from London 
that, before retiring to private life, Jean de 
Reszke intends to take up the réles of Sieg- 
mund and Siegfried, and that he will ap- 

ar as those two heroes of the Wagner 
trilogy in New-York next Winter, with Ed- 
ouard de Reszke, of course, as Wotan. 


—The money value of the “floral trib- 
utes’ at the funeral of Sir Augustus Har- 
ris is said to have exceeded $10,000. There 
is talk in London of building a Harris Me- 
morial. 

—*The History of the Introduction of 
Bach’s Music into England,”’ a new book by 

. G. Edwards, will soon be published in 
London, 

—Watkin Mills will remain in England all 
next Winter, and sail for the United States 
March 20, to be in time for the Spring fes- 
tivals.

FOR NEW STATUE OF BOLIVAR. 


Venezuelan Government May Replace 
the One in Central Park. 


It has been known for some time that the 
Venezuelan Government, as well as the 
people of this city, were not satisfled with 
the equestrian statue of Bolivar in Central 
Park. As it was not a pleasing object of 
art, it was put in a somewhat out-of-the- 
way spot, where it would not attract too 
much criticism. 

In both design and execution it is inart- 
istic. The Government of Venezuela has 
therefore notified our Government that it 
will present a new and better statue of the 
great liberator. It will also expect that a 
better position will be given to the new 
statue, so that it will prove a conspicuous 
ornament to the Park. 

The following letter from the United 
States Minister at Caracas was forwarded 
by Mr. Olney, Secretary of State, to Gov. 
Morton, and by Gov. Morton to Mayor 
Strong: 

LEGATION OF THE UNITED STATES, 
SARACAS, June 29, 1896. 

Sir: Through the Minister of Foreign Affai 
I am requested to say to you that the Govern- 
ment of Venezuela realizes the fact that the 
present statue of Bolivar in Central Park, New- 
York, is one met at all appropriate to the name 
and fame of the great liberator, and not tending 
to adorn or beautify the Park, and has been 
relegated to the obscure position it now occupies. 
It is the intention of the Government to replace 
the present statue. 

To the Hon. Richard Olney, Secretary of State, 

Washington, D. C. 

In his letter Mr. Olmey says that the Gov- 
ernment of Venezuela “‘ hopes that the Park 
Commissioners may. be willing to set apart 
a better location than that occupied by the 
present statue.” 


LOCKPORT WATER SUPPLY DEVICE, 





Project to Tunnel 1,000 Feet Through 
Rock Above Locks. 


ALBANY, July 15.--Mayor Petersen of 
Lockport was in consultation with State 
Engineer Adams to-day regarding the meth- 
ods to be adopted by the State Engineer’s 
department in carrying out the canal im. 
provement plans above Lockport. 

The City of Lockport takeg other than 
its drinking-water supply from the upper 
level of the Erie Canal near Lockport, and 
the Mayor wants the water left in that 


portion of the canal while the improve- 
ments are in progress. The State Engineer 
refused to consider this request, stating 
that it would entail upon the State an 
extra expense of over $200, 00. 

_Mr. Adams will consider a proposition of 
the Mayor that the city be permitted to 
drive a tunnel from the present cistern from 
which the pumps take their city water to 
a@ point 1,000 feet above the Lockport locks, 
the bottom of the tunnel to be lower than 
the new canai bottom. 

This. tunnel through the rock would col- 
lect all water that would come througn 
the seams of the rock on the sides of the 
canal, and carry it to the pumps during 
the progress of the improvement, when 
the water will be shut off from the canal 
at Pendleton, five miles above Lockport. 





THE BERING SEA COMMISSION, 


The Two Members of the Board Ap: 
pointed by Each Government. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—A further step 
was taken by Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States several days ago in the matter of 
a consideration of the British claimr © 
against thig country for seizures in pre 
vious years in Bering Sea. 

The announcement was first made in The 
United Press dispatches a year ago that a 
treaty providing for the appointment of a 
joint commission of two to adjust these 


claims was then in process of construction 
between Secretary Olney and her Majesty’s 
Ambassador, Sir Julian Pauncefote. This 
treaty was subsequently ratified by the 
Senate. It provides, in addition to one 
representative on the part of each Govern- 
ment, for a third Commissioner, in the 
event that the two original Commissioners 
fail to agree. The British Government has 
selected George E. King, one of the Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court of Canada, 
while the United States Commissioner is 
Judge William L. Putnam of the Firs 
United States Judicial Circuit. 

The Commissioners will meet at Victoria, 
B. C., which was selected because of its 
proximity to the scene of the seizures, but 
probably not until next Autumn. 





TO INCREASE SILVER COINAGE. 


The Treasury Needs More Dollars te 
Redeem Notes, 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—Owing to the fact 
that the amount of silver dollars in the 
Treasury available for the redemption oi 
Treasury notes hag become reduced to $10,- 
659,582, and will be further reduced by ree 
demption during the current month, the 
coinage of silver dollars by the mints will 
be increased from $1,500,000 to $3,000,000 
per month from Aug. 1, and will probably 


be continued at that rate in order that the 
Treasury may have a sufficient stock to re- 
deem Treasury notes presented in exchange 
for silver dollars. 

On the ist of March, 1893, the Treasury 
held 29,390,461 standard silver dollars for, 
the redemption of Treasury notes issued 
under the act of July, 1890. To-day the 
number of silver dollars held by the eas-— 
ury for the redemption of Treasury notes 
is 10,659,582. Since March 1, 1893, the coin- 
age of silver dollars has aggregated 11,- 
983,056. Of this sum, however, $2,311,677 
was profits or seigniorage, which leaves 
9 for the redemption of Treasury 
notes. \ 

The amount of Treasury notes redeemed\ 
in silver dollars and canceled from Nov, 
1, 1893, to July 14, 1896, was $28,402,258,

OF HARBOR WORK- 


Annual Report of Capt. Leach Ree 
garding Northeast New-York. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—The annual report 
of Capt. S. S. Leach, engineer in charge of 
the river and harbor improvements in Ver- 
mont and Northeast New-York, was mada 
public to-day. It shows that the improve- 
ment of the shoals between Sister Islands 
and Cross Over Light, and between Ogdens- 
burg and the foot of Lake Ontario, St. 
Lawrence, has been continued, and there is. 
now an eighteen-foot channel through all 
American waters between Ogdensburg and 
the lake, with but one dangerous’ shoal. 
This is the Dark Island shoal, which the; 
appropriation of June, 1896, provides for re«! 
moving. 

The work of deepening and widening the 
channel in the Ogdensburg Harbor, along 
the wharves, has resulted in securi a 
channel sixteen and a half feet deep at low 
water. The work of most urgency now i 
the removal of the tongue of hard pan be- 
tween the two channels in the Oswegatchie; 
the enlargement of the upper entyance, and 
the further widening and, in some cases, 
deepening of the present channel.

THE IRISH LAND BILL DISCUSSED. 


Mr. Chamberlain Says Ireland Is Mo- 
nopolizing Parliament’s Time. 


LonpDon, July 15.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. Gerald Balfour, Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland, announced that the Gov- 
ernment withdrew those sections of the 
Irish land bili relating to procedure before 
Land Courts and defining improvements 
upon landed property, Whether made by 
landlord or tenant. 

Mr. Labouchére ahd Mr. John Morley 
asked what were the intentions of the Gov- 
ernment ir case the bill should not be 
passed before the middle of August, when 
the House is to adjourn. 

Mr. Balfour replied that he did not know 
What would be done in that event. 

Sir William Harcourt delivered a fiery 
speech denouncing the Government for their 
gross mismanagement of public business. 

Mr. John Dillon, the leader of the Irish 
Nationalist Party, spoke in condemnation 
of the Irish land bill and declared that the 
Irish members wovid force the Government 
to produce a better measure at the next 
session of Parliament. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, replied to Mr. Dil- 
lon as the spokesman of the Government, 
in the absence of Mr. Arthur J. Balfour, 
the Ministerial leader in the House, who 
is suffering from an attack of catarrh. 
Mr. Chamberlain made a vigorous defense 
of the bill, and said that the Irish in re- 
cei. years had had a monopoly of the time 
of the British Parliament. England, he de- 
clared, would not allow Ireland to monopo- 
lize the time of the representative legisla- 
tive body any longer. With a reasonable 
time for discussion of the measure, he said, 
the bill ought to pass within the present 
session. 

Mr. Timothy Harrington, Parnellite, said 
that the bill was by no means a bad one, 
and he hoped that the Government would 
persevere in putting it through. 

Mr. Timothy M. Healy, anti-Parnellite, 
who participated in the debate, did not at- 
tack the bill, but claimed for the Irish 
members a reasonable time for its discus- 
sion. 

It wa. finally announced that the Gov- 
ernmen. would proceed with the Irish land 
bill to-morrow. 





THE ATTACK ON PRESIDENT FAURE. 


Emperor William Congratulates Him 
en His Escape. 


Paris, July 15.—The entire press of the 
city reprobates the act of Francois, the man 
who presumably made an attempt to shoot 
President Faure yesterday, but most of 
them are inclined to the belief that it was 
the act of an insane man. The Matin 
urges the public not to magnify the in- 
offensive act of a poor lunatic. 

Emperor William of Germany has wired 
President Faure a message of congratula- 
tion upon his escape from harm. 

Boulant, the man arrested at Longchamp 
yesterday on the charge of having ap- 
proved of Francois’s presumable attempt 
upon the life of President Faure, was re- 
leased to-day, it having been proved that 
he did not use the words attributed to him. 

It was stated by the police that when 
Francois discharged his revolver Boulant 
exclaimed: “ That’s the sort of fellow for 
me. He has done the proper thing.” He 
was at once taken into custody under. the 
anti-Anarchy law, which makes the ap- 
proval of outrage a penal offense. 


Death of Cardinal La Valletta, 


Rome, July 15.—Cardinal Raphael Monaco 
la Valletta, the senior Cardinal Bishop of 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy, died at 
Castelilamaro last evening. He was born at 
Aquila, Feb. 23, 1827, and created a Car- 
dinal March 13, 1868. Cardinal Monaco La 
Valletta was the dean of the Sacred Col- 
lege. He was also Bishop of Ostia and 
Velletri, Prefect of the Congregation Cere- 
moniai, Grand Penitentiary, Archpriest of 
the Lateran Arch-Basilica, Grand Prior in 
Rome of the Sovereign Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem, and Bishop of Porto and 
Santo. Rire 


Turkish Treachery in Crete, 


Lonvon, July 15.—The Daily News will 
to-morrow publish a dispatch from Athens 
saying that the Turks in Crete have fur- 
ther violated the armistice that was re- 
cently agreed upon between themselves and 
the Christian insurgents by attacking 
Apokcrona. They were twice repulsed by 
the defenders of the place. The Vali tried 
to stop the fighting, but the troops ignored 
his commands. It is reported that Abdullah 
Pasha, the commander of the Trkish 
forces in the island, is arming the native 
Mussulmans.

Robert, Duc d’Orieans, son of the Jate 
Comte de Paris and head of the house of

This chain broke last night, and Jones fell 
on his head into the orchestra. In falling he 
got a bad cut over the right eye by striking 
a music stand. The audience thought that 
this was part of the play, and the orches- 
tra continued as if nothing had happened. 

Mr, Jones was carried through the theatre 
to the side stage door. Dr. E. 8S. Peck of 
53 West Fifty-sixth Street, who was in the 
audience, volunteered his services, and went 
behind the scenes. He dressed the cut in 
Mr. Jones’s head, and found that he was 
suffering also from a badly sprained neck. 
After a delay of twenty-five minutes Mr.

‘*MAD DOGS” THAT ARE NOT MAD, 


President Haynes Explodes Some Old 
Theories, 


President Haynes of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals called 
at the West Thirtieth Street Station last 
night to see Capt. Chapman regarding 
some statistics of mad dogs. The Captain 
was out, so he talked with Sergt.

Liquor Dealers Decline to Close Be- 
fore One o’Clock. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., July 15.—The liquor 
dealers of this city intend to test the legali- 
ty of the city ordinance making all licensed 
places close at midnieht. Yesterday Chief 
of Police Meade entered a formal complaint 
against Samuel Weir for violating the ordi- 
nance by keeping his bar open until 1 
o’clock. The liquor men offered to test the 
ordinance on a hypothetical case, and, as 
this could not be done, Mr. Weir violated 
the ordinance in order to bring the matter 
to an issue. 

The saloon keepers claim that their right 
to keep open until 1 o’clock, granted by 


the Raines iaw, cannot be curtailed by a 
city ordinance. Recorder Roberts recently 
decided against them, and the Common 
Council refused to change the ordinance. 
The case will probably be carried to the 
Court of Appeals, and will be watched with 
interest by cities where the same state of 
affairs exists.

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FRANCIS 0, J. SMITH’S ESTATE. 


Assets Found After Twenty Years in 
a Portland Bank. 


From the Portland (Me.) Press, 

The legal fraternity are deeply interested 
in one of the most curious wills that was 
ever probated in Portland. The Hon. F. O. 
J. Smith died twenty years ago, in Octo- 
ber, 1876. This will, after making a number 
of bequests, left the residue of the estate 
to establish ‘“‘A Home for Aged Couples.” 
Judge Webb, the Hon. Darius Ingraham, 
and Judge Goddard were named as execu- 
tors, but the two former declined to serve, 
and, bv authority vested in the Judge of 
Probate, Judge Waterman and Daniel Fes- 
senden were appointed in their places. 

The late Mr. Smith was of great public 
service in connection with Mr. Cornell of 
New-York, in the introduction of the Morse 
electric telegraph, which owed much of its 
success to his labor. He was instrumental 
in establishing the Portland Gas Company, 
the York and Cumberland and Portland 
and Oxford Central Railroads, the latter 
road having been mainly built by him. He 
was in Congress as a Whig for some six 
years, and was <. man of no mean ability. 
4. great many people believed that Mr. 
Smith was a very rich man; others did not 
think that he had large means at his com- 
mand, but that he had. rights in the tele- 
graph system that would eventtally be 
very valuable. 

The executors started in to ascertain 
what property Mr. Smith had left. The 
creditors of the estate, and they were nu- 
merous, filed their claims, some being ap- 
proved and others failing of approval. The 
tiree executors died, one after the other, 
Judge Waterman being the last survivor. 

Recently, a gentleman in conversation 
with Mr. Irving W. Parker, the lawyer, 
casually mentioned that he understood that 
there was a large sum of money belonging 
to the Smith estate deposited in the First 
National Bank. Now, it oy that 
Mr. Parker claims to be a creditor of the 
Smith estate, and to represent other cred- 
itors to the amount of several thousand 
dollars. When the last account of the 
executors was filed they were able to de- 
clare a dividend of about 40 per cent. on 
the claims allowed by them.‘ The largest 
claim eppeeved was that of Mr. Wood, said 
to be a brother of the late Hon. John M. 
Wood, a former member of Congress from 
this city, and it is supposed that Mr. Wood's 
claim was for assistance rendered in the 
telegraph bus Ss. However that might 
be, there appeared $27,901, the approved 
claim of Mr. Wood. 

Mr. Parker thought the amount in the 
Portland bank was about $23,000. He se- 
cured the services of Mr. Dennis Meaher, 
and a potttsa was presented to the Judge 
of Probate stating that the executors had 
all died, and it was desirable in the interest 
of the creditors that Mr. Meaher represent- 
ed that the Judge should appoint three ex- 
ecutors, as he was empowered to do under 
the will of Mr. Smith. 

A hearing was held at which all parties 
interested were present. It was desired by 
some of the parties that ex-Gov. Robie, Pres- 
ident of the bank, be one of the new ex- 
ecutors. This appointment was combatted 
by Mr. Meaher, and finally the Judge ap- 
pointed the Hon. M Frank, Dennis A. 
Meaher, and Josiah H,. Drummond, Jr., as 
the executors. 

The Hon, M. P. Frank was seen last even- 
ing. He said that when the former executors 
had thoroughly investigated the condition 
of the estate they found it insolvent. They 
then notified creditors to file their claims. 
A number did not have an opportunity 
to have their claims passed upon by the 
Commissioners, although approved, before 
the estate was closed. Mr. Parker and 
several other creditors were included in 
the number. They therefore never re- 
ceived any of the percentage allowed by 
the Commissioners. It was in order for 
them if any new assets were discovered 
to make application for meyment out of 
the newly discovered assets. After Mr. 
Frank was appointed executor—a few jays 
ago—he went to the First National Bank 
to ascertain what amount was left there, 
to get an idea as to what bonds would be 
required of him. Cashier Wengren said 
there were two drafts deposited in the 
bank, each for something over $11,000, mak- 
ing the deposit amount to nearly $238,000. 
Mr. Frank said he supposed the bank, as 
was customary with banks in the case of 
large deposits, would allow the usual per- 
centage of interest. 

Mr. Frank said that whether this deposit 
was the amount of a claim that had been 
made by Mr. Wood and approved and had 
not been called for by him, as he under- 
stood he was dead and had left no heirs to 
his claims, or whether it was assets dis- 
covered in New-York, he couldn’t say. He 
inclined to the former opinion, 

Mr. Parker said that some time ago be- 
fore he heard of the money the Portland 
gentleman alluded to, he received an inti- 
mation that there was a large amount not 
distributed, but had the impression it was 
in New-York. He sent to his former law 
partner there to look the matter up. This 
gentleman was Mr. Post, who replied that 
he thought there was nothing in it. He 
could not find anything. Mr. Frank says 
he has now filed his bonds and the other 
executors have doubtless done the same, 





OREGON’S LATEST SNAKE STORY. 


They Do Say that One Has a Head on 
Each End, 


From The Portland Oregonian. 

Sate, Oregon, July 9.—The large rattle- 
snake captured in Yamhill County yester- 
day is now the worse for its experience. 
The original home of this snake is, no 
doubt, in the famous Thurber snake den, 
near which it was captured. The Thurber 
den is on a farm owned by A. W. Rees, in 
a rocky knoll covering about two acres. 
The knoll is covered by a low growth of 
oak shrubbery and wild grass. The snake 
home is really a rock quarry. On the sur- 
face are rocks in endless numbers, and 
the regularity of the shape is remarkable. 
Nearly all are perfect cubes, varying in 
size from six inches to two feet and more. 
The crevices between these rocks are a 
natural home for the reptile family, and it 
is said to be no uncommon sight to see 
scores of snakes sunning themselves on 
the rocks in the early Spring. 

It is not rattlesnakes alone that haunt 
this den. There are blow snakes and blue 
racers. Many of the latter have been killed 
in the vicinity that have attained a length 
of six feet. 

Then there is the stupefied snake, which 
is one of the most interesting species of 
the family. This snake has a head on 
each end, and runs either way. One head 
is about one-fourth as large as the other. 
It is of a yellowish color. It generally 
lies in a loop, and is frequently observed 
running in an apparently stupefied condi- 
tion on a rock or log. There are other 
varieties, such as the garter, found around 
the den, but the bite of none except the 
rattlesnake is Known to be fatal. Several 
sheep and some cattle have died in the 
vicinity ot the den, from snake bites. 





A New Pauper Problem. 
From The London Chronicle. 

At the meeting of the Hampstead Guard- 
ians the Clerk reported that he had received 
150 replies to the letter which he sent out 
some time ago informing other Boards of 
Guardians that at the beginning of this 
year James Hill, alias *‘ Pigeon,”’ aged six- 
ty-six, an inmate of the workhouse, married 
a woman aged sixty-four, also an inmate, 
and that immediately after their marriage 
Hill claimed for himself and his wife pos- 
session of one of the rooms which were 
erected at a cost of £2,000 for married 
couples. 

The Guardians felt that these rooms were 
intended only for the use of couples who 
had lived together in married life before ad- 
verse circumstances drove them to the par- 
ish. In this view they were overruled by 
the Local Government Board, and as it ap- 
peared that if other inmates followed Hill's 
example the consequences would be incon- 
venient and costly, they suggested that 
other boards should join in petitioning the 
Government to amend the law, so that in 
future the use of such rooms should not be 
granted to those who had married during 
residence in the workhouse, 

Of the 150 boards which had replied, 97 
agreed with the Hampstead Guardians, and 
only two expressed themselves in favor of 
the present condition of things. The Rev. 
S. B. Burnaby gave notice that at the next 
meeting he would move that further steps 


be taken in the matter,

REPUBLICANS WILL HAVE DUAL 
HEADQUARTERS THIS YEAR, 


The Executive Committee Meets with 
Mr. Hanna at Cleveland—Senator 
Quay Says There Will Be a Hard 
Fight to Hold the East—The Free- 
Silver Sentiment in Pennsylvania 

Some Alarm—McKinley 


Talks to Women, 


Causes 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 15.—The Repub- 
lican National Executive Committee has de- 
cided to locate headquarters both at New- 
York and Chicago, 

The committee, after 10 o’clock this morn- 


ing, went into executive session at Mr. 
Hanna’s rooms. Mr. Hanna said: 

“I cannot say how long the committee 
will be in session; certainly through to- 
morrow and possibly until the end of the 
week. We have a great deal of important 
business to consider and dispose of, and it 
is my purpose to keep the committee in 
session until it ‘has all been cleared up. The 
gentlemen came here, I think, prepared to 
spend whatever time is necessary to. put 
things in good order for the campaign.” 

Senator Quay and Mr. Manley were firmly 
convinced that the headquarters should go 
to New-York. Said the former: “It is by 
no means certain that, if the committee 
headquarters are situated in New-York, the 
Commander in Chief of the Republican 
forces will be 1,000 or 1,500 miles from 
the scene of conflict. Too much assurance, 
I fear, is felt regarding the Eastern States, 
or some of them at least, and, in my 
opinion, hard work is going to be a neces- 
sity east of the Alleghenies .as well as 


west of it. The location of headquarters, 
anyhow, should not be a question of geog- 
raphy merely, but principally one of speed 
and accessibility. New-York meets those 
requirements in all respects as well as 
Chicago, and in some much better.” 

Illustrative of the force of Senator Quay’s 
assertion that the Eastern States were good 
fighting ground, it was inted out that 
his own State of Pennsylvania had three 
conspicuous free-silver men in it of both 
parties and representing all sections of 
the State. His colleagues are Don Cam- 
eron of Harrisburg, ex-Congressman J. C. 
Sibley of Franklin, and Wharton Barker of 
Philadelphia. The latter is said to have 
established an extensive propaganda em- 
ploying fifty men in the preparation and 
distribution of free-silver iterature. 

The queston of headquarters was thor- 
oughly discussed, and it was decided that 
the committee should maintain headquar- 
ters both in New-York and Chicago.

Canton, July 15.—Several hundred Cleve- 
land women came here to-day on a special 
train to see Major McKinley.

Avery made an address of congratulation 
to which Major McKinley responded. In 
part he said:

The opportunities for her are greater now than 
ever before. This is singularly true here, where 
practically every avenue of human endeavor is 
open to her.

Respect for womankind ‘has become with us a 
National characteristic, and what a high and 
manly trait it is. None nobler, nor holier. It 
stamps the true gentleman.

He is always the bet- 
ter citizen for such gentle breeding. The home 
over which the trusted wife presides is the ideal 
of our strength; the best guarantee of good 
citizenship and sound morals in government. 

It is at the foundation, upon it all else is 
constructed. From the plain American home, 
where virtue dwells and truth abides, go forth 
the men and women who make the great States 
and cities which adorn our republic; which main- 
tain law and order, and that citizenship which 
aims at the public welfare—the common good of 
all. [Applause ] 

Major McKinley may go to Cleveland to- 
morrow_to meet the members of the Na- 
tional Executive Committee. Next week 
during the centennial exercises he expects 
to spend two or three days in Cleveland.

DEMAND A THIRD TICKET. 


Only Thus, Say Sound-Money Demo- 
crats, Can the Party Be Preservycd. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

The nomination by the so-called Demo- 
cratic Convention of an out-and-out free- 
coinage candidate for the Presidency, upon 
an out-and-out free-coinage platform, calls 
for, it seems to me, the immediate and 
resolute action of the gold-standard De- 
mocracy of the country in the nomination 
of gold-standard candidates for President 
and Vice President upon a gold-standard 
platform. 

Unless this be done, a very large num- 
ber of Democratic voters throughout the 
country will have no choice but either to 
vote for McKinley or not vote at all. 

So far as the two candidates (McKinley 
and Bryan) are personally concerned, in- 
dependent of the platforms on which they 
are nominated, they are not so very much 
unlike, except in degree, on the free-silver 
question. McKinley’s advocacy of the un- 
limited coinage of silver in the -past, both 


in and out of Congress, has been so pro- 
nounced and notorious that he could not 
declare himself in favor of the gold stand- 
ard without stultifying himself, even if 
he had wished to. But silence on this 
question served his purpose best while 
seeking the nomination. In his speech of 
acceptance of the nomination his careful 
avoidance of this vital question by failing 
to say that he was ,opposed to the unlim- 
ited coinage of silver or anything of the 
kind, when he “talked at” and around it, 
and gave so much prominence to the ques- 
tion of protection, must necessarily em- 
phasize the opinion so generally enter- 
tained that at heart he is in favor of free 
silver. In McKinley we have a silver can- 
didate for the Presidency on a gold plat- 
form—a political straddle. In Bryan, as 
an out-and-out free-silver candidate on an 
out-and-out free-silver platform, we have 
a clear-cut, consistent position, about which 
there can be no doubt. 

But Mr. McKinley, as a believer in the 
unlimited coinage of silver and protection, 
is more consistent than his party in re- 
pudiating free silver and making protection 
the tenet of its faith. For what is the 
unlimited coinage of silver but another 
form of protective tariff, having for its 
object precisely the same thing? A protect- 
ive tariff, by preventing foreign compe- 
tition, compels the purchaser to pay just 
so much more for his purchase. The free 
coinage of silver would place the Govern- 
ment stamp of one dollar on every fifty- 
three cents of silver, and compel you to 
take it for one dollar in gold. - 

It is an accident of the situation that 
silver is not a commodity generally pro- 
duced all over the countsy like wool, man- 
ufactured articles, and the like, enjoying 
protection. If it were, it, would be 
in this privileged class. 

In this situation of things the Demo- 
cratic Party owes it to itself and to the 
best interests of the country that it nom- 
inate and support gold-standard candidates 
for the Presidency and Vice Presidency. 
An omission to do this would endanger the 
existence of the party as a political or- 
ganization and the vital principles which 
it represents. To vote for the Republican 
nominees for President and Vice President 
would have a tendency to disrupt the Dem- 
ocratic Party and leave in its place the 
Democratic Party only in name, dominated 
by Populists, Anarchists, and silver luna- 
tics. Independent of the dominancy of the 
Republican or Democratic Party in the 
Administration of the National Govyern- 
ment, it is to our best interest as a Na- 
tion that these two great parties should 
coexist, rather than that either should 
be superseded by a heterogeneous political 
organization, having for its chief object 
the practical repudiation of just and law- 
ful obligations by debasing the National 
currency and destroying the National 
credit. 

There is no reason why the Democratic 
Party should not be preserved in its in- 
tegrity, and why in doing so it should not 
nominate a third ticket on a gid platform.

TAX ON THE BOSTWICK TRUSTS.

Surrogate Fitzgerald Sustains the Re- 
port of Appraiser G. P. Webster. 


Surrogate Fitzgerald has decided that the 
trusts created by Jabez Bostwick, who died 
in 1892, are subject to the transfer tax 
fixed by Appraiser George P. Webster, on 
the ground that the trusts were made by 
the decedant in contemplation of his death. 
The trusts aggregate over $500,000. , 

Mr. Bostwick executed the trusts between 
August, 1889, and February, 1892, the deeds 
being in favor of his daughters, Fannie BE. 
Carstairs and Nellie B. Morrell; his sisters, 
Martha Wvatt, Sarah A. Robinson, and 
Emeline Caltrider; his brother, Abner F. 
Bostwick, and other relatives, He made a 
provision, however, that he had power to 
terminate the trusts at any time during 
his lifetime. The beneficiaries claimed that 
the trusts were not testamentary, and, 
therefore, not subject to the tax. They ap- 
pealied, but the Surrogate upholds the tax. 

In sustaining the report, the Surrogate 
holds that if the contention of the persons 
who appeal was correct, then there would 
be an easy way in which to avoid the 
transfer tax. It would then be possible, he 
says, for the owner of a large estate to 
execute a similar deed in his lifetime orig- 
inally providing for the deposit of the bulk 
of the estate, withdraw the same from the 
trust, and, as was done in this case, shortly 
before death, redeposit the securities with 
the trustee, and thus evade the payment 
of the tax. 





PICTURES OF MANY KINDS RUINED. 


Fire und Water Da Much Damage in 
RnR. M. Bachmann’s Galleries. 


Pastels, crayons, water colors, oil paint- 
ings. photographs, engravings, sketches, 
picture frames, moldings, and other fur- 
nishings of R. M. Bachmann's gallery at 6 
East Fourteenth Street were burned or 
damaged by water early last evening, to 
the extent of $1,000. 

Mr. Bachmann lives in the rear of the 
fourth floor of the place. He has a studio 
on the third floor, and galleries on the 
fifth floor. 

The fire was discovered by Mr. Bach- 
mann’s sister-in-law, who shouted out of 
the window to a policeman, who sent in 
an alarm. The blaze was on the fifth floor 
among the finished pictures. There were 
many pictures in the gallery ready to be 
delivered, all of which were destroyed. Be- 
sides these, there was a quantity of exhi- 
bition work to be shown to customers and 
a number of gilt and other kinds of frames. 
Very little of this was saved. Water soaked 
through the floor and did considerable dam- 
age to the apartments below, but no other 
firm in the building was damaged more than 
slightly. The cause of the fire is unknown. 
Mr. Bachmann’s property was insured. 





ULCERATED TOOTH CAUSED DEATH, 


It Poisoned Henry Hoffman’s Blood— 
An Operation Failed, 


Henry Hoffman, a resident of Hudson 
Avenue, Hoboken, died Tuesday at the New- 
York Hospital. His body was taken home 
Tuesday night. 

Mr. Hoffman several weeks ago had an 
ulcerated tooth. It pained him so much 
that he was obliged to remain at home. 


He tried all kinds of remedies to cure it, 
but, instead of getting better, the swell- 
ing from the tooth increased, until the 
jaws were puffed out.

Charges Could Not Be Proved—Ques- 
tion of Paying Election Inspectors. 


The Police Commissioners, at their meet- 
ing yesterday, on the recommendation of 
Commissioner Andrews, restored to duty 
Sergts. Felix McKenna, Charles Parker- 
son, James W. Jordan, and George C. 
Liebers, who have been long under sus- 
pension. These are the Sergeants who were 
accused of accepting bribes from Mrs. Au- 
gusta Thurow, the Lexow witness. 

Lawyer Moss of the Parkhurst society, 
who was preparing the charges against 
them, informed the Commissioners that it 
was useless to place the Sergeants on trial, 
as the charges could not be proved. 

A letter was received from several law- 
yers, inquiring why the Inspectors of Elec- 
tion who served at the last election had 
not been paid. The lawyers said that on 
inquiry at the Controller’s office they were 
informed that the proper pay rolls had not 
yet been certified to by the Police Depart- 
ment, 

In connection with this matter, Chief 
Rodenbough of the Election Bureau sent 
a letter to the board, stating that, under 
Chapter 976, Laws of 1896, the ‘Controller 
was directed to pay the money due to 
election officers upon receipt by him of the 
pay rolls. Chief Rodenbough said that

The Commissioners had some talk over 
the case of Sergt. Jonn Hatton of the 
King’s Bridge Station, who was tried re- 
cently on a debt complaint. The Sergeant 
agreed to pay $30 a month to John Hogan, 
who made the charge against him. Law- 
yer Scanlon of 58 Pine Street wrote to 
Commissioner Andrews that Sergt. Hat- 
ton had failed to keep his agreement. There 
was a disposition among the Commission- 
ers to fine Sergt. Hattcn thirty days’ pay, 
but the question came up as to whether 
jor not, after the fine had been made, the 
Commissioners could further punish Hat- 
ton in case he still failed to pay the debt. 
The Committee on Rules and Discipline 
will look into the matter. 

Patrolman John Hodge of the Elizabeth 
Street Station, who was charged with hir- 
ing a bicycle from a dealer and failing to 
either return or. pay for it, and who has 
been absent from duty for several days, 
was dismissed. 

Patrolmen John W. Murray of the East 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street Sta- 
tion and ohn J. Byrne of the East Thir- 
ty-fifth Street Station were dismissed for 
intoxication. Patrolman Michael Murphy 
of the Centre Street Court squad was fined 
five days’ pay for allowing a prisoner to 
escape, and Patrolman Frederick J. Bigan 
of the Church Street Station was_ fined 
ten days’ pay for a similar offense.

PRAISE FOR CAPT. CHAPMAN. 


Commissioners Pleased with His

loin Precinct, was discussed. 

Thevreport, as was exclusively published 
in THe New-York Times Sunday, shows 
the work accomplished by Capt. Chapman 
during the first month of his command of 
the precinct.

CHARGES AGAINST P. C. DE WOLF. 





Said to Have Resorted to Irregular 
Practices in a Lawsuit. 


Peter C. De Wolf, a lawyer, had serious 
charges made against him by another law- 
yer in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, be- 
fore Justice Osborne, yesterday. The 
charges grew out of the case of Laura 
Brewster, who is the defendant in a suit 
brought by Garrett’ Van Blarcom. She de- 
sires to have opened a judgment obtained 
in foreclosure proceedings. 

Her counsel, Charles E. Le Barbier, said 
that De Wolf had not been authorized to 
bring the action in the foreclosure pro- 
ceedings, but had obtained the bend and 
mortgage in a manner that was question- 
able. Mrs. Brewster’s ‘husband, he said, 
had been the partner of De Wolf, and the 
mortgage signed in blank had been ab- 
stracted from Mr. Brewster’s safe. It, he 
said, had been filled out to the required 
amount. Mr. Le Barbier said he had the 
affidavit of the supposed plaintiff in the 
ease, and he stated under oath that he had 
never seen Mrs. Brewster, had never loaned 
her any money, and had not .authorized 
the suit. 

Lawyer De Wolf denied the charges, and 
said he had not taken the mortgage from 
the safe, and that he had paid the money 
represented by the mortgage to Mr. Brew- 
ster. 

“It seems to me,” said Justice Osborne, 
‘that when charges of this kind are made 
an attorney should travel day and night 
in order to refute them. I will give you 
until to-morrow to file an answer to this 
application.’’ 

He also said that the matter would be 
called to the attention of the Appellate 
Division of the court. 





COMMITTEE FOR GEORGE ALGER. 


His Wife Applies for One, Alleging 


He Is Insane. 


In the County Court in Brooklyn yester- 
day, before Judge Hurd, proceedings were 
begun .to determine as to the sanity of 
George Alger, at one time a well-known 
real estate dealer and: insurance-broker in 
that city, whe since June 2 has been con- 
fined in the Long Island State Hospital, 
suffering from senile dementia. His wife 
instituted the proceedings. 

The couple were married in 1841 and lived 
together until Mr. Alger was sent to the 
asylum. Mrs. Alger wants a committee 
appointed to care for her husband’s estate 
and person. He has an estate worth about 
$15,000.

Mr. Alger, who was in court, through his 
counsel, denied the allegations and said 
that he was sane. A letter was read in 
which he denounced the sending of a sane 
man to an asylum. Judge Hurd took the 
testimony and reserved his decision. 


OLD INDICTMENTS DISMISSED. . 





Some Were Against Members of the 
Board of Excise for 1890, 


Justice Fursman dismissed, in the crim- 
inal branch of the Supreme Court, yester- 
day a number of old untried indictments on 
the recommendation .of Assistant District 
Attorney Weeks, who stated that there was 
not sufficient evidence on which to go to 
trial with any hope of conviction. 

Among the indictments were those against 
Alexander Meakim, Joseph Koch, and Ed- 
ward I. Fitzpatrick, who constituted the 
Board of Excise in 1890, and who were 
charged with the misdemeanor of issuing 
liquor licenses illegally. The complainants 
were R . Welling and G. W. Miller, 
representing a reform organization. 

The other indictments were against Col.

They 
were indicted for forgery and swearing to 
alleged fraudulent statements issued by the 
American Casualty and Insurance Security 
Company previous to its failure, in 1893, for

RESULTS THAT 
ACHIEVED BY JOHN

Process Depends Largely on Natural 
Forces, but the Inventor’s Methog 
May Revolutionize Modern Art in 
a Way—What Has Been Accom- 
plished and the Degree of Per- 
fection Shown in a Group—How 
the Discovery May Be Utilized. - 


The. subject of photo-modeiting has in- 
terested art students for years. In a 
modest sort of way, John Baynes cf 
Stamford, Conn., an acknowledged author- 
ity on the subject of decorative ari, re- 


cently announced to a few friends that he - 


had successfully solved the problem. 
To learn just how far Mr. Baynes had 


succeeded in solving the problem, a re- 
porter for THE NEW-YORK TIMES sought 
the inventor at his home, in Stamford, yes- 
terday, and trom him learned that the 
invention was far beyond the experimental 
stage. Naturaily, the essential features of 
the process cannot be given to the public, 
because it depends largely on natural f.r-_es, 
which cannot be patented. But the results 
are.in evidence, and Mr. Baynes seems to 
have made a discovery which is destined 
to revolutionize modern art. 

The invention has already been applied 
in producing proportionately graded bas- 
reliefs. Mr. Baynes is a man of remarka- 
bly striking personality and a fascinating 
conversationalist, whose description of the 
process, so far as he could make it public, 
was interesting. It was suggested to him 
that his theory might, after all, be proved 
fallacious. 

“It matters little what fallacies there 
may be in my theories,’ said he, “ pro- 
vided this can be done in practice.”’ Then 
he brought out a number of plaster models 
and laid them beside a well-known Paris 
medal, ‘“ This,’”’ said the inventor, holding 
up the Paris medal, “is the product of 
the efforts 1ad experience of man for 


thousands of years. These plaster models, 
on the other hand, are tne product of light, 
of an art in its earliest infancy.” 

Compared under a powerful magnifying 
giass, the advantages of the new process 
could be readily discovered. The Paris 
medal plainiy showed what would be re- 
garded as defects when viewed by the eye 
of an artist. These: were shown in the 
curves of the nostrils, lips, and folds of the 
drapery, and in the proportions of the fig- 
ures. he plaster models, being merely a 
photographic reproduction, were apparently 
correct in detail. The most marked dis- 
tinction was in the matter of foiesnorten- 
ing. In the Paris medal dinivculties in this 
direction appeared to have been, perhaps, 
interitionaliy avoided, the limbs, where un- 
draped, being presented to the spectator 
practically at right angles. The subject 
of the photo-model presented difficulties in 
this direction, because of the unusual num- 
ber of planes involved. It represented a 
well-known group of athletes, both nude 
and in violent action. The foreshortening 
was accuraie, and the most minute detail 
down to the finger nails and knuckles of the 
clenched hand were faithfully reproduced. 

This modeling of a single small group 
appeared to have been successful, and Mr. 
Baynes was asked if he thought it would 
be practicable to reproduce large work 
photographically. 

Mr. Baynes seemed to have anticipated 
the question, and he answered: ** Modeling 
covers a large field, and you cannot be- 
gin everywhere at once. If something had 
been produced as large as the Colossus of 
Rhodes or the head of the Sphinx, some 
one would have said: ‘That is all very 
well, but you will never be able to pro- 
duce anything delicate enough for a brooch 
or a breastpin.’ There is hardly a limit to 
the production of modeled forms photo- 
eer: The model which you have 
seen is simply the baby. The art must 
grow step by step, but, as every inventor 
knows, at every step there must be new 
thought and contrivance, 

‘““Was my invention in the nature of an 
accident? By no means. It was arrived 
at in the natural course, while I was in 
pursuit of my special line of invention, 
which consists mainly of methods for. util- 
izing natural forces as tools in the fine 
arts, F gy mtr pd in the use of light as 
an aid toward the cutting and incising of 
metals and stone in accordance with a re- 
quired design, 

“Many uses to which light, or what is 
generally called photography, has been put 
are within the knowledge of 2 reasonably 
well informed people, but there are many 
processes in use concerning which nothing 
whatever has been published, and which are 
not generally known. Within my knowl- 
edge, processes have been lost by a single 
death. The experiments of Wedgwood, 
the struggles and inventions of Nicephore 
Niepce and Daguerre, the successes of 
Fox Talbot, the work of Poitevin, the 
achievements of Swan Woodbury, and tke 
investigations of Abney are matters of gen- 
eral information. But it is not so well 
known that within the last few years indus- 
tries have been established in which light 
is one of the chief agencies employed. It 
has been employed in more than forty 
crafts, and by the use of such processes 
it is now possible to supply in a decorated 
form every visible part of the interior of 
a building, except the furniture,” 

Mr. Baynes has some beautiful specimens 
of mosaics, inlaid marble, screen work per- 
forated, cut or incised work, which he has 
procured by the photo-etching process. Re- 
turning to his subject, he said: 

“The conditions of to-day demand a 
change in the tools hitherto used in the 
arts. The mechanical building arts of these 
latter days of the nineteenth century have 
made such tremendous strides that the 
other arts have been left centuries behind. 
The architect can no longer command the 
toil of the slaves of the Kuphrates or the 
Tigris, of the Ganges or the Nile. It no 
longer takes a generation to quarry the 
stone for a single building, or 500 years to 
build a church. In these days contracts 
are not given for delivery on or about the 
day of judgment. 

“Stone is quarried by electric drills end 
by dynamite, it is carried thousands of 
miles, and piled up day and night by steam 
and electric cranes into the foundations 
and superstructures of sky-scraping build- 
ings. And yet our artists are still using 
toois which were in use by the artisis of 
the times of the Pharaohs. How can 
tools made- by man’s hand keep pace’ with 
the tools which God made? The pre-his- 
toric people, who had never seen a stone 
chisel, would probably have regard2d the 
man who used one as an iconoclastic inno- 
vator. And, in the same way to-day, the 
artists who are using the old tools proba- 
bly regard it.as rank heresy to say trat 
the world is running away. trom the ham- 
mer and the chisel. Could the man who 
invented these tools expect a corner on 
art? 

“But to return to photo-modeling. No man 
can tell as yet the extent to which the use 
of the art can be carried. It is p.ainly seen 
by the result how readily the process can be 
used for copying works of art. Sculptors 
will be among the first to be benefited, pe- 
cause they can reproduce their work at 
prices which will permit of. more extenied 
sale than they command to-day. Stamps, 
dies, and embossing devices can be made in 
innumerable variety. Models can be made 
with equal ease, either in cameo or in- 
taglio. 

“Do I intend to make my process public? 
I hope so, eventually, but at present I am 
under contract not to disclose it. No spe- 
cial skill is required to operate the process 
after the ground has been broken. My 
two sons have done all the work so far. Of 
course, they have had special training, but 
they have brought the matter to a point 
where such work as we have done could 
be operated by unskilled labor.”

Instructions Regarding Their Inspec.

or lifeboat for use on steam vessels, unless 
there shall be furnished with each a writ- 
ten guarantee by the builder that such’ 
raft or boat is constructed in strict ac- 
cordance with the specifications presented 
to the Board of Supervising Inspecturs at 
the time of its approval. 

It also ordered that on and after Aug. 
1, 1806, no life raft or lifeboat shall be 
accepted or passed unless it has a metal- 
lic plate bearing the names of the maker 
and the place where manufactured, the 
shop number,.and the date of manufacture. 
Such raft or boat, if built of metal, the 
thicknesg. thereof shall be Birmingham

‘*FIRE ISLAND,” 


Will Be Stationed Nine and One-Half 
Miles South of the Island. 


The lightship tender Armeria yesterday 
selected a location for the new lightship 
which is to be stationed off Fire Island. The 
place is nine and a half miles south of 
the. Fire Island Lighthouse, at a point 
where there is 100 feet of water. 

The lightship, which may be placed in 
position to-day, resembles the new steam 


lightship off Sandy Hook. She is schooner 
rigged, with flush deck and red painted hull, 
on the sides of which, in white, are the 
number of the vessel, ‘* 58,’’ and the name, 
‘“ Fire Island.”’ 

Her fixed reflector lights on her masts are 
37% feet above the sea, and will be visible 
about 114% miles in clear weather, the ob- 
ss eye being fifteen feet above sea 
evel. 

In foggy weather a twelve-inch steam 
chime whistle will sound blasts of three sec- 
onds’ duration, separated by silent intervals 
of seventeen seconds. 

Red circular iron cages on her masts will 
be the day mark.

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JERSEY CITY’S WAITER SUPPLY. 


Passaic Pollution Commission Listens 
to City’s Officials. 


The Passaic’ Pollution Commission, com- 
posed of Dr. H. C. Herold, Dr. W. H. Hunt, 
and E, J. Marsh, met in Jersey City yester- 
day to hear what the authorities had to say 
in relation to the Passaic River and the 
means that may be taken to prevent the 
contamination of its waters. Not much 
light was thrown upon that matter, how- 
ever, the hearing being mainly devoted to 
. consideration of Jersey City’s water sup- 
Diy. 

Mayor Wanser briefly welcomed the com- 
mission and thanked its members for going 
to Jersey City. He then stated the position 
of Jersey City and said that C. C. Vermeule, 
the consulting engineer employed by the 
city, had collected many facts in regard 
to the matter under consideration. 

Mayor Wanser also said that whatever 
rights the city may have had originally to 
protect the Passaic from contamination 
those rights had been allowed to lapse 
through inaction and neglect in protecting 
them. They were also offset by the later 
rights acquired by the cities and towns 
that had grown up on the river’s bank. 
Another thing that he considered certain 
was that the demand for water would soon 
exceed the supply to be obtained at Belle- 


ville, and the city would be compelled to 
go elsewhere for its supply. 

Engineer Vermeule read a report teeming 
with statistics regarding the watershed of 
the Passaic River and the supply. He said 
the sewage in the Passaic has been increas- 
ing at the rate of 40 per cent. each ten 
years. Below Little Falls the area drained 
is 176 square miles. The daily yield of the 
area is 120,000,000 gallons. At present the 
amount of sewage in this water is equal to 
one-third its volume. The proportion will 
be less when the volume of water is great- 
er, but that, he said, is a fairly exact state- 
ment of the condition of the water during 
the Summer months. By the year 1900, at 
the present rate of increase, Mr. Vermeule 
said, the volume of sewage would be nearly 
ene-half, and by 1920 it would be fully two- 
thirds. 

The remedy is a thorough system of sew- 
erage, but the cheapest plan that can be 
svggested would cost Jersey City more than 
it would cost to change its source of sup- 
ply to the highlands, where the contamina- 
tion of the sources of supply may easily 
be controlled if taken in time. If the city 
waits twenty-five years it will find the high- 
lands occupied. 

If it does not abandon Belleville it will 
have to rebuild its pipe lines to Jersey City, 
because one of them has been in use twen- 
ty-three years, one thirty-four years, and 
the oldest one forty-four years. These lines 
must all give way under the strain of the 
increased supply that -vill be needed dur- 
ing the next five or six years. 

These views were opposed by Frank O. 
Cole, J. H. Corcoran, Henry V. .Condict, 
and Joseph A. Dean, who contended that 
Jersey City had not lost its right to pro- 
tect the Passaic from pollution.

WANT STREET AWNINGS REMOVED. 


An Objection to Those Put Up for Car 
Horses in Forty-second Street. 


An application was made yesterday to 
Justice Stover, in Special Term, Part IL., 
of the Supreme Court, by Simeon Ford and 
Samuel T. Shaw, proprietors of the Grand 
Union Hotel, for a peremptory writ of 
mandamus to compel Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works Collis and Superintendent of In- 
ecumbrances Henkel to remove all horses 
and the sheds now erected in Forty-second 
Street, between Park and Lexington Ave- 
nues, near the Grand Union Hotel. 

The sheds objected to are the awnings 
used in Forty-second Street in the Summer 
months for the purpose of shading street- 
car horses between trips. 

William J. Fanning, on behalf of the 
plaintiffs, said the Forty-second Street 
Railway Company’s stables adjoined «the 
Grand Union Hotel, and the sheds under 
which the horses are kept are serious 


nuisances and are a menace to the busi- 
ness of the hotel. t 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Farley 
said that the railway company had a per- 
mit. from the Board of Aldermen for the 
erection of the awnings. He said the sheds 
were not obstructions. The plaintiffs, he 
declared, should get the Board of Health to 
take action if they had any cause of com- 
plaint. 

Eugene- Treadwell, counsel for the rail- 
way company, said that the alleged nui- 
sance had existed for ten or twelve years 
without any complaint, and that every 
street railroad company in the city had 
permits for such sheds, so that the horses 
might not suffer. He said: “We are 
backed up by affidavits from veterinary 
surgeons and also by affidavits from the 
Society. for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals.” 

**T don’t think,’’ said Justice Stover, ‘‘ yo 
have a-right to make a stable of the pub- 
lic street.’’ 

Mr. Treadwell replied: ‘‘ Mr. Cooper, the 
founder of the Cooper Union, actually ob- 
tained a permit for such a relay stable 
outside the Cooper Union for the benefit of 
animals.’’ 

Mr. Fanning said: ‘‘ You should have a 
yard for your. horses.” 

Justice Stover reserved decision. 





A Youthfal Voyager. 


There was a very youthful voyager on the 
American Line Steamship St. Louis, which sailed 
yesterday.

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TRUSTEES OF MILLIONS 





SAVINGS AND BUILDING LOAN ASSO- 
CIATIONS’ MEETING. 


Delegates Selected by 150,000 Mem- 
bers Meet in Brooklyn to Improve 
Their Methods for Assisting Men 
and Women of Small Means to 
Own Their Homes—Resolutions in 
Opposition to Unlimited Coinage 
of Silver Offered. 


Toward the close of the morning session 
ot the ninth annual meeting of the New- 
York State League of Co-operative Savings 
and Building-Loan Associations, which was 
held in Brooklyn yesterday, a sensation 


Was caused by the presentation for adop- 
tion of anti-silver resolutions. 

This action was precipitated by an edi- 
torial which was printed in a paper devoted 
to news of building associations. 
| The resolutions, which were presented by 
Delegate Lovely of the Union Co-operative 
‘Association of Brooklyn, read as follows: 

Resolved, By the delegates to the New-York 
State League of Building-Loan Associations, in 
‘annual convention assembled, That we view 
‘with alarm the present proposition for the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1, believing that such monetary policy will 
result in harm to the finances of our people and 
will be inimical to the best interests of building- 
loan associations; and be it further . 

Resolved, That the delegates to this conven- 
tion, representing over $50,000,000 of the savings 
of the non-wealthy classes of people, owe a duty 
to our members—both borrowing and investing— 
to go on record against any policy which will 
result in a repudiation of our obligations by pay- 
ing back to our depositors in fifty-two-cent dol- 
lars the money saved from their earnings which 
they have intrusted to our respective associa- 
tions for honest keeping and safe investment. 

The resolutions brought forth much oppo- 
sition. The President, Thomas F. Larkin, 
declared that the resolutions were out of 
order, as they entered the domain of poli- 
tics. 

Several of the delegates wanted the reso- 
lutions sent to the Committee on Resolu- 
tions for consideration, but under the Pres- 
ident’s ruling that the resolutions were out 
of order this could not be done. 

Delegate Stabler of this city then ap- 
pealed from the decision of the Chair, and 
the Chair was sustained by a vote of 17 
to 10. The resolutions were therefore not 
considered. 

Thomas F. Larkin of Brooklyn, the Presi- 
dent of the league, called the meeting to 
order soon after the delegates had as- 
sembled, and then introduced Mayor Wurs- 
ter, who is a member of one of the Brooklyn 
associations. 

The Mayor welcomed the delegates to the 
city, and spoke of the excellent field for the 
work in that city. He instanced several 
cases of young men who purchased their 
homes through the instrumentality of the 
building loan associations. Had it not been 
for these organizations, he said, the men 
whom he had in mind would have been un- 
able to secure homes, and instead of being 
owners of property would still be paying 
rent. 

President Larkin then made a short ad- 
dress, in which he said: 

“The delegates present represent the Co- 
operative Savings and Building Loan Asso- 
ciations of the State of New-York, with a 
membership of 150,000 persons and an in- 
vestment of about $50,000,000, not invested 
in ‘siern. fe Ulisdses, or Easter. se+- 
curities, or ordinary real estate for specu-, 
lative purposes, but in the homes of the 
members, inen and women,of-these institu- 
tions. 

“The object of our meeting here together 
is not only to counsel and advise on the 
best means of improving our system of co- 
operative savings and home owning, but to 
give a wider publicity to the objects. which 
we have in view. While we are here as the 
representatives of our associations, which 
are called by some co-operative banks, yet 
dur positions are somewhat different from 
thut of the representatives of a bank or 
trust company or other moneyed institution 
that is owned and controlled by a few indi- 
viduals. No delegate here has a controlling 
influence in the association he represents, 
from a financial standpoint. The individual 
financial interest of many of us in this 
movement is small. The services of. build- 
ing and -loan officers and managers. are, in 
the main, given gratuitously, or when com- 
pensation is received it is generally véry 
small; yet the millions of dollars of the 
shareholders’ savings are handled and in- 


vested carefully and with as much intelli-, 


gence as that of the large financial institu- 
tions with expensive management and high- 
priced officials. . 

“ But were the receiving and investing of 
the shareholder’s money for profit.the only 
object in view by the building and loan as- 
sociations, there would be no occasions 
for gatherings of this kind. Each associa- 
tion would live unto itself, and have no 
bond of sympathy with the others. But 
there is one central idea that pervades this 
whole system or co-operative financiering, 
and that is to show results in the way 
of making its members and Shareholders 
owners of their own homes, instead of 
rent payers. 

“We believe that our motto, ‘ The Amer- 
can Home, the Safeguard of Amefican 
Liberty,’ expresses a great deal; not that 
we believe that home owning alone makes

a perfect and patriotic citizen, but that it 
at least has the tendency to make a man 
more faithful to his family, more careful 
in his deal ngs with his fellows, more watch- 
ful of public men and public expenditures, 
more careful and law-abiding and respectful 
of authority than the shiftiess rent payer, 
who is here to-day and there to-morrow, 
with no blessed home ties to make him feel 
more of a man and that he is part and par- 
cel of a great Commonwealth. 

“While we do not desire to pose as re- 
formers or philanthropists, or claim for our 
associations anything but a means to help 
the people to help themselves, we recognize 
the great evils of the tenement-house sys- 
tem and the ee | of people together in 
our great cities, and, while we know that 
it will take years of education and the ef- 
forts of philanthropic men and. women to 
lessen if not to eradicate this great evil, 
we know we are doing practical work in 
that direction without at the same time 
lessening the self-respect of the people by 
making them feel that they are getting 
something for nothing, or that our scheme 
of co-operation smacks in any way of a 
charity.” 

The Chairman then appointed committees 
on credentials and resolutions and a Finance 
Committee. 

Subsequently President Larkin made his 
annual address, in which he pointed out the 
various defects that should be remedied, 
—— gave a review of the past year's 
work. 

Matters of interest to the league were 
discussed during the afternoon, after which 
the Brooklyn delegates took charge of the 
visiting delegates and entertained them. 
They took a trolley ride to Ulmer Park, and 
in the evening enjoyed a banquet at that 
seaside resort. 

The meeting to-day will be of importance. 
Papers will be read and business trans- 
acted, including the election of officers. 


MIND READER BLOCKS TRAFFIC.

Found a Hidden Coin After a Jour- 
ney Through Broadway. 


Broadway cable cars and Forty-second 
Street cross-town cars were blockaded for 
fifteen minutes yesterday afternoon while 
two men were thinking. 

Fifteen hundred persons surged about 
the thinkers and helped to extend the 
blockade to trucks and carriages, and en- 
livened the event by giving all the trouble 
they could to a hastily gathered squad of 
policemen, whose only effective strength 
lay in the oft-repeated shout: 

“‘Gway, now! D’ye want to get hurt- 
ed?’”’ 

A Russian, Dietrich Neumann, not five feet 
in height and only twenty-two years old, 
was the master spirit of the blockade, and 
his partner was a news=aper man. Neu- 
mann is a mind reader, and he was giving 
a test of the kind that made the late 
Washington Irving Bishop famous, He ac- 
complished his object to the inconvenience 
of traffic and of the strong-minded. man, 
whom he selected as the best subject in a 
committee of four. 

When the test was begun a motley crowd 
blocked Herald Square and surged against 
the only door of the Herald Square Theatre 
that was open. Neumann was to find any 
object hidden by a committee of four news- 
paper men in any part of the city. 

The committee went by a circuitous route 
to Oscar Hammerstein’s Olympia and on a 
narrow cornice in the box at the left hand, 
front, corner of the roof garden placed an 
EngHKsh penny. Then it returned to the 
Herald Square Theatre. 

A reporter for THE NEw-YORK TIMES 
blindfolded. Neumann, who called for a 
directory. In’ making a mental note of the 
Olympia the members of the committee 
had found that it had no number, and so 
they noticed that the name Charles Schloss 
and the number 1,512 appeared on the build- 
ing just below it. . 

The strong-minded man took Neumann’s 
wrist. The mindreader turned page after 
page of the directory, holding a pin in his 
right hand. Finally he stopped, hesitated 
a while, turned a few leaves backward, and. 
forward, returned to the original-page, an@_ 
put the pin through the name Charles 
Schloss, 1,512 Broadway.

A RAID IN BROADWAY 





SIDEWALKS CLEARED BY THE BU- 
REAU OF INCUMBRANCES, 


From Houston Street to Fourteenth 
Those Occupying Space 
That Belongs to the Public Got 
Their Goods Out of the Way in a 
Hurry or Seizures’ Were Made— 
One Vendor Who .Resisted Was 
Arrested. 


Street 


Sidewalks on Broadway, from Houston 
Street to Fourteenth Street, received the 
attention of the Bureau of Incumbrances 
yesterday, and were cleared of many things 
which had no right there.’ That stretch of 


Broadway has furnished a profitable squat- 
ting place for persons who prefer to use 
the public way for their business instead 
of transacting it on private property. Store- 
keepers have been among the offenders, 
many of them displaying their goods in 
showcases on the sidewalk and others 
piling them on the walk or hanging them 
from signs or awning frames. The habit of 
outdoor vending having become confirmed 
in the tenants, vendors saw no reason 


tion of the sidewalk. As a result, certain 
blocks on the shady side of Broadway 
were at times so much occupied with busi- 
ness that pedestrians had a passage only 
in the middle of the sidewalk. 

When the raiders appeared yesterday, 
many of the sidewalk traders, who have 
cultivated aljertness by frequent contact 
with the police, wheeled off-their stands 
or threw them over their backs or under 
their arms and scattered. .Those who were 
not so quick protested vehemently against 
the seizure of their goods... Tenants with 
protruding showcases and other outdoor 
displays followed the example of the mi- 
gratory vendors. All who. had warning 
dragged the encroachments into doorways 
or into stores. Others protested to the ex- 
tent of their vituperative capacity. A curb 
vendor at the corner of Third Street re- 
sisted the raiders forcibly:. They called a 
police officer and the man and his traps 
were taken to the station house. The raid 
yielded a truckload of goods. 

Down-town offenders seem to have been 
held fairly well in check ‘since the police 
began to act on the photographic exposure 
of their cbstructions in the wholesale gro- 
cery, produce, and commission district, west 
of Broadway and south of Canal Street. 
Austin, Nichols & Co.’s sidewalk, hereto- 
fore habitually occupied in daylight by 
trucks, has been trodden ‘daily by pedes- 


trians for _a_ fortnight or longer. The 
American Grocery Company has lately per- 
mitted people to walk over the siuewalks 
in front of that establishment. R. J. Dean 
& Co. use the sidewalk in front of the 
Greenwich and Duane Street places only 
when necessity justifies it. Mr. Dean has 
evidently changed his mind since -he = in- 
formed a reporter. for. THE NEW-YorRK 
TIMES, when the-illustrated exposure was 
made, that he knew his business and the 
law, and that he intended to use the side- 
walk as he had done. He intimated that if 
any one tried to interfere with him he 
would make a test case in court. The 
appearance of his sidewalk indicates either 
that light broke in on him unaided by exter- 
nal forces or that a mild reminder by the 
police was sufficient..- From some cause he 
has slicked up the sidewalk in front of his 
piaces and kept it so,. and. almost all the 
time for the last, fortnight it has been e@ 
model for the neighborhood. 

In the market.district no improvement is 
noticeable. Offenders there are emboldened 
by the feeling that the city is behind them. 
So long as fees are‘collected for obstruc- 
tions by the. Market Bureau of the Finance 
Department, other departments seem to de- 
‘spair of making headway and, accordingly, 
do not try to do so, Vesey Street is filled

Talk has revived .of an organization of 
citizens for the enforcement of public rights 
in this and other neighborhoods. In _ in- 
formal discussion -of plans for work, the 
suggestion has been made that the Bureau 
of Incumbrances be called to account in 
the courts for its tolerance of obstructions 
against which complaint has been made. 
Superintendent Henkel of that bureau has 
declared himself ready. to enforce the law, 
but has complained that when his men 
cleared walks the police permitted them to 
become incumbered again. 

Andrew J. Shipman of Blandy, Mooney & 
Shipman, attorneys for Philip Bohnet, on 
whose motion the Astor House sidewalk 
was cleared, said yesterday that Mr. Hen- 
kel’s excuse was not good, because he could 
easily get police co-operation. The way to 
do it would be to inform the police officer 
on post whenever a walk was cleared. It 
would be the officer’s duty to see that the 
walk was not subsequently incumbered. If 
he failed in that duty, a complaint against 
him to the Police Commissioners would re- 
sult in a reprimand at least, with a warn- 
ing of serious punishment for a second of- 
fense. One or two cases ‘of'this kind would 
make the entire police force effective co- 
operators in the work of keeping the walks 
unobstructed. In Mr. Shipman’s opinion 
the Commissioner of Public Works should

be called upon to enforce the law, letting 
instructions reach the Bureau of Incum- 
brances through him. 

Mr. Bohnet’s success in the Astor House 
raid disposes effectually of the notion that 
no one can compel the removal of obstruc- 
tions unless he or his premises suffer spe- 
clal annoyance or na oy 4 from them. This 
would imply that only near neighbors can 
complain of each other. All that was proved 
in Mr. Bohnet’s case was that officials 
charged with the enforcement of the law 
had to be prodded to their duty by an order 
from court. Mr. Bohnet complained by 
letter of the Astor House nuisances without 
effect. He was able to accomplish some- 
thing only by mandamus, and the writ was 
issued on his application without a single 
question as to whether he was an afflicted 
neighbor or not. His citizenship satisfied 
the Court. The fact that he resides in Har- 
lem did not enter into consideration, nor 
was it considered at other times, when, by 
similar proseesms, he compelled the re- 
moval of other obstructions. 

This case establishes a condition that will 
be of service in any organized effort to 
compel officials to enforce the law. It is 
regretted that enforcement is not easily to 
be accomplished except by private agency, 
but since that seems true, such agency 
will probably be employed. Should it be 
undertaken, Controller Fitch will be one of 
the first to feel its influence, for he cannot 
hope to escape being summoned to court 
to submit to judicial determination his con- 
tention that the city is justified in setting 
an example of lawlessness on the ground 
that it derives by so doing a few *thousand 
dollars of revenue from illegal rentals. 


COAL FOR THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 





Question of Weighing It at Places 
Other Than Company Quarters, 


At a meeting of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners yesterday a report was received 
from Weigh Master La Grange, brother 
of President La Grange, in response to a 
resolution adopted by the board recently, re- 
quiring him to submit a detailed state- 
ment of his official acts in the weighing 
of coal purchased on contract since July 
1, 1895. 

Among other matters in explanation of 
the fact that coal had been weighed at 
other places than at company quarters, as 
provided in the contract, Mr. La Grange 
said that in July, 1895, he had filed with 
Secretary Jusson a recommendation that 
coal be weighed at convenient places. Com- 
missioner Sheffield asked what had be- 
come of the recommendation, and Mr. Jus- 
sen said that he had no recollection of it. 

President. La Grange said he had seen 
the recommendation, and Commissioner 
Sheffield remarked that if he had seen it 
he might have favored its adoption. Mr. 
Sheffield again asked Mr. Jussen what had 
become of the recommendation, and Mr. 
Jussen said he had not seen it, had no rec- 


ollection of it, and that it was not on 
file in the records of the department. 

Purchasing Agent Graham was called in 
and asked by Mr. Sheffield if he had seen 
the papers. He replied that he had, and 
that Mr. La Grange had told him that 
the reccemmendation had been adopted by 
the board. 

Mr. Graham added that he had simply the 
weigh master’s word for the adoption of the 
recommendation. Mr, Sheffield said that 
the existence or non-existence of the rec- 
ommendation settled the whole matter, and 
expressed his opinion emphatically that if 
any member of the board had the slightest 
knowledge of such a document, it was very 
strange that the coal contract form of 1896 
had not been changed, in accordance with 
the recommendation which the weigh mas- 
ter said has been adopted by the board, 

President La Grange read,a written re- 
port from the Captains of each fire com- 
pany, except one, in which the writers said 
they had no aengge mes knowledge that coal 
delivered at their quarters had been short 
in weight or poor in quality. Further con- 
sideration of the ae master’s report 
was postponed one week. 

President La Grange introduc a reso- 
lution that the heads of the different de- 
partments be furnished with a copy of 
section 94 of the Penal Code, relating to 
the abstraction of public documents. Com- 
missioner Sheffield said he presumed -the 
resoiution was. directed against him on ac- 
count 6f his having allowed records of the 
Relief Fund to be taken home by Secre- 
tary Savage last Falt. 

Mr. Sheffield was’ Treasurer of the Relief 
Fund at that time. He voted in favor of 
the resolution, with the statement that he 
did not think the section referred to had 
any connection with a public officer who 
had lawful possession of records relating 
to his department. 





Finest of Their Class, 


A gentleman who has recently returned from 
London, where he has been attending the Geo- 
graphical Congress, states that the topographical 
map sheets issued by the United States were 
pronounced by several distinguished representa- 
tive geographers to be the finest of their class. 
Scientifically and mechanically these sheets are 
complete, all the water features being in blue, 
the hills in brown, contour lines show topo- 
graphical forms and heights, while names, roads, 
towns, &c., are in black. 

The second sheet in the set shows the surface 
extent and position in the embraced area in the 
various rock formations. It has the same base 
as the first map overprinted with geological col- 
ors. This sheet is called aerial geology. The 
next map of the same area is known as eco- 
nomic geology and differs from the preceding 
generally with the rock masses, which are spe- 
cially important from their yield of iron, goid, 
&c., in strong colors in contrast to the other 
rocks, which are in subdued colors. 

Another map shows the under formations 
known as structure sections, representing the 
character of the earth extending downward for 
about half a mile, indicating what has been 
learned about the deeper portion of the earth’s 
crust. Another map has a diagram devoted to 
an exhibit of columnar sections and illustrating 
the geological age and thickness of rock masses. 


PRISON FOR HERSCHKOPF 





SENT THERE FOR THE TERM OF 


HIS NATURAL LIFE, 


Found Guilty of Murder in Second 
Degree in Causing Death of a 
Girl in a Fire—He Makes a Speech 
Denouncing the Prosecuting At- 
torney—To Remain in Tombs Un- 
til Wife Can Get Orthodox He- 


brew Divorce. 


Adolph Herschkopf, who had been on trial 
for the past three weeks in the Criminal 
Branch of the Supreme Court, before Jus- 
tice Fursman, charged with murder in the 
first degree, for setting fire fo the tene- 


ment house 129 Suffolk Street May 31, 
1894, when Lizzie Jaeger, a four-year-old 
child, was burned to: death,' was found 
guilty yesterday of murder in the second 
degree. This carried with it a-sentence of 
imprisonment for life. 2 

It took the jury from 3:40 P. -M. Tuesday 
until noon yesterday to reach this conclu- 
sion. ¢ 

Under the direction of Justice Fursman, 
the jury was locked up Tuesday night until 
10:30 yesterday morning. The Justice opened 
court at 10:35, and ten minutes later the 
jury filed in. Foreman Ambrose C. Phipps 
announced that the jury was unable to 
agree on a verdict. ; 

Justice Fursman said the case had been 
tried fairly, fully, and ably, and he thought 
another effort should be made to reach a 
verdict. He said jurors sometimes mistook 
private opinions for conscientious scruples. 


He again read the definition of murder, and 
said, in answer to a question from Juror 
No. 7, that the jury might find the de- 
fendant quilty of murder in the second 
degree, if it was inclined to mercy for. the 
accused man, on account of some doubt 
in the evidence. Counsel for the defense 
took exception to this instruction. . 

Shortly before noon the jury announced 
that it had agreed on a verdict. 

The jurors were brought into court, and 

fter the usual formalities, the announce- 
ment was made that they had agreed upon 
a verdict of murder in the second degree. 

After the verdict had been announced, 
Clerk Walsh asked the customary ques- 
tion, if the convicted man-had anything 
to say why sentence should not be pro- 
nounced upon him. Herschkopf surprised all 
in court by jumping up and making a bit- 
ter speech against Assistant District At- 
torney Vernon M. Davis. 

“I am not guilty of murder!” shouted 
the convicted man as his eyes snapped 
fire and he grated his teeth in apparent 
indignation and rage. ‘‘ No one knows that 
better than Mr. Davis, who had hounded 
me to prison. I am innocent of this charge, 
and my only crime is that I assisted this 
man Davis in getting evidence in the fire- 
bug cases. 

“Those wretches, Glueckman, Rosen- 
baum, and others, were willing to swear 
my life away in order to save their own 
necks. But the day will come when my in- 
nocence will stand before the people, and 
these perjurers and treacherous friends 
will feel the shame of their wickedness.”’ 

Herschkopf sat down, pale and panting 
from the excess of his passion. 

Lawyer Albert Bach, his counsel, request- 
ed that sentence be not passed for a week. 
He said the object of this was to allow the 
convicted ‘man’s wife sufficient time. to 
obtain an orthodox Hebrew divorce, 30 as 
-to be spared the disgrace of being the wife 
of a felon. 

Justice ,Fursman said he would impose 
sentence and give an order that the man 
be kept in the Tombs for a week, as re- 
quested. 

The -Justice said Herschkopf had a fair 
and impartial trial, and the jury would 
have been justified in finding a verdict of 
murder in the first degree. He then sen- 
tenced the convicted man to Sing Sing Pris- 
on for the term of his natural life. ; 

As the news of the verdict reached the 
corridors, Mrs. Herschkopf created a scene 
that brought a crowd of persons running 
to the courtroom door. 

She began by moaning and soon changed 
to screaming. Some of the court attendants 
tried to soothe her and to quiet her. 

Her sorrow speedily changed to. rage, 
and. she shouted imprecatious on all those 
connected with the prosecution of her hus- 
band. She raved violently and: threw her 
arms in the air, heaping maledictions on the 
heads of Glueckman, Rosenbaum, and the 
District Attorney’s office. 

The attendants tried to lead her away 
from the courtroom door. She struggled 
and fought against them. She was joined 
by Mrs, Dietschek, wife of Meyer Diet- 
schek, who is jointly indicted with Hersch- 
kopf. Both women raised a hubbub. 

The court attendants used force when 
persuasions failed, and took the women 
down the stairs into the basement. Thence 
they started for the Tombs, to which place 
the condemned man had been taken. 


TO CONFORM TO RABBINICAL LAW. 


The Question of Getting a Divorce 
for Mrs, Herschkopf. 


Under the laws of this State a person twho 
receives a sentence of imprisonment for life 
is regarded as civilly dead as soon as he 
begins to serve his (or her) sentence. 

A life sentence also acts as an annulment 
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of marriage, and the husband or the wife 
of the person so convicted is permitted by 
the statute to marry again during the life- 
time of the convicted wife or husband. 

In the case of Herschkopf, Justice Furs- 
man anted the request of his counsel 
that the prisoner be allowed to remain in 
the Tombs for a week to give his wife an 
opportunity to get a divorce under the 
rabbinical law. uch a divorce, which is 
designated as a ‘‘ Get,’’ is granted by the 
ultra-orthodox rabbis to those who cling 
to the ancient customs which are still ex- 
tant among the Russian and Polish Jews. 

It can only be granted on the acquiesence 
of both parties to the proceedings, and it 
is for the purpose of obtaining his consent 
and signature to the ‘‘ Get” that the con- 
victed husband is permitted to remain in 
the Tombs.

$10 FOR SENFTMAN., 


Accused by His Neighbors of Extort- 
ing Money from Them. 


Max Senftman of 105 Allen Street, a 
Lexow committee witness and east side 
politician, was fined $10 in Essex Market 
Court yesterday on the charge of disorderly 
conduct, 

Otto Rosalsky, a lawyer, alleged that 
Senftman had gone to Mrs. Marler of 104 
Allen Street and represented himself as a 
special policeman, appointed by Commis- 
sioner Parker. 

“On the strength of this,’’.said the law- 
yer, ‘‘Senftman obtained $15, saying that 
otherwise he would arrest her for disorderly 
conduct.”’ 

Mrs. Marler told her husband about the 
extortion, and he demanded an explana- 
tion from Senftman. A row ensued and 
Senftman was locked up. 

A delegation from the east side then 
called on Commissioner Parker and com- 
plained that Senftman was blackmailing 
them. The Commissioner said he had re- 
ceived a letter from Senftman, complaining 
of disorderly houses, and had answered 
him that the matter would be investigated. 
If Senftman was extorting money from 
them, the Commissioner advised the dele- 
gation to swear out a warrant for his ar- 
rest. Senftman later appeared before the 
Commissioner and denied the charges. 





MR. BROOKFIELD TO GO ABROAD. 


Attacks the Republican County Com- 
mittee Before His Departure. 


Ex-Commissioner of Public Works Will- 
iam Brookfield and his three sons, Frank, 
Morgan, and H. M. Brookfield, were pas- 
sengers on the steamship Teutonic, which 
sailed yesterday for Liverpool. They will 
join Mrs. Brookfield, who preceded them 
abroad, and spend a month in European 
travel. 

In answer to a question as to the pub- 
lished reply of the Platt men to charges 
of roll padding, Mr. Brookfield said that it 
did not answer the charges. 

“They are unanswerable, becarse true,” 
he said, ‘‘and I told the State Committee 
at the tirme I presented the petition that 
the Republican County Organization was a 
fravd. So fraudulent is it that no true and 
loyal Republican owes any allegiance to it. 
I said that the man who represented it 
at the meeting held his position under such 
circumstances that no honest man could 
or would accept it. I say the same now.”’

Mr. McCormack Says He Does Not 


Wish a Renomination. 


Jamaica, L. I., July 15.—Congressman 
McCormack to-day sent out a letter inform- 
ing the friends who have been writing to 
him to know whether or not he would ac- 
cept another nomination for Congress, that 
he would not accept. 

In his letter he says that he has received 
sufficient assurance to make him confident 
Y of re-election should he run again, but that 
he at no time wished to enter Congress, 
and accepted. the former nomination only to 
please his friends. McCormack believes 
that the duties of a Congressman are so 
arduous and of such a high character that 
he should be in a position to give the office 
his full attention. 





Cattle Quarantine in New-Hampshire. 


CONCORD, N. H., July 15.—The State Board of 
Cattle Commissioners issued orders to-day pro- 
hibiting all persons and companies from bring- 
ing or driving neat cattle into the State with- 
out a permit from the board. All neat cattle 
brought or driven into the State of New-Hamp- 
shire under permit from the board will be 
placed in quarantine upon arrival in the State 
until identified and released. The Selectmen of 
towns and the officials of cities of New-Hamp- 
shire are authorized to seize and hold in quar- 
antine any cattle coming into the State without 
a legal permit.

WHISKY MEN CONFER 





EASTERN DISTILLERIES MAY BE 


CLOSED UNTIL SEPT. 1, 1897. 


Rye Whisky Distillers in Eastern ana 
Western Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, and Maryland Discuss Ac- 
tion to Reduce Production and 
Increase the Price—So Much Whis- 
ky Has Been Produced that its 
Price Has Been Effected. 


All the distilleries in Eastern éan Western 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, and Mary- 
land, controlled by the Eastern distillers of 
rye whiskies, which have been closed since 


July 1, may remain closed until Sept. 1, 
1897. 

That this action should be taken was the 
general concensus of opinion of distillers 
who met yesterday afternoon at the Man- 
hattan Beach Hotel. 

The concerns represented were A. Guck- 
enheimer & Brothers, Joseph S. Finch 
& Co. of Pittsburg, A. Overholdt & Co., the 
Ph. Hamburger Company, the Sherwood 
Distilling Company of Baltimore, the Han- 
nis Distilling Company of Baltimore, the 
Monticello Distilling Company, Moore & 
Sinnott, the Wilson Distillery Company 0/ 
Baltimore, G. A. Dougherty Sons, the 
Schenley Distilling Company, the Sunnyside 
Distilling Company, the Melvale Distilling 
Company, the Samuel Thompson Distilling 
Company of Pittsburg, the Vandegrift Dis- 
tilling Company of Pittsburg, the Pemwick 
Distilling Company, the Economy Distilling 
Company, the Maryland Distilling Com: 
pany, the Baltimore Distilling Company, S. 
Dilling & Sons, Thomas Moore, Robert 
Stewart, and Edwin Walters. 

James G. Pontefract of Joseph F. Finch 
& Co. presided, and the Secretary of the 
meeting was Edward Dougherty of G. A. 
Dougherty & Sons. 

The movement to shut down the Eastern 
distilleries for more than a year was in- 
augurated by whisky jobbers, who. com- 
plained that there was an overproduction of 
rye whisky, and said that something should 
be done to reduce the supply. 

For business reasons they argued that the 
Eastern distillers should cease operations, 
and on May 27 a meeting of the diStillers 
was held in this city to discuss the question. 
At that meeting it was practically agreed 
by the distillers to close their distilleries 
from July 1 to Sept. 1, 1897, and the jobbers 
bound themselves not to handle any goods 
manufactured by the Eastern distilleries 
during that period. 

Several concerns, notably the Hannis Dis- 
tilling Company, declined at that time to 
enter into such an agreement, because the 
company was obliged in order to fulfill out- 
standing contracts to continue business. 

These were the stumbling blocks that pre- 
vented definite action in May, though most 
of the distillers closed their plants July 1, 
and the meeting yesterday was held to con- 
sider ways of arranging matters so that all 
could close without breaking contracts. 

At the meeting yesterday a compromise 


proposition was made to close 75 per cent. 
of the distilleries or let all the d.stilleries 
distill 25 per cent. of their usual product, 
In this way it was thought all objections 
would. be successfully met. A committee 
was appointed to consider the matter fur- 
ther, and another meeting w-ll be held in a 
short time, when a definite decision will be 
arrived at... . ; 

“ The effect of our temporary suspénsion,” 
said A. Guckenheimer of A. Guckenheimer 
& Brothers, ‘‘ will be to stiffen prices of rye 
whiskies all along the line, but it will not 
affect consumers. Too much rye whisky 
has been produced, and the result has been 
a cheapening of the product. The prices 
will now get back to what they ought to be, 
and we will all be benefited. 

“Jf all the Eastern distilleries ciose,” 
said William B. Greenbaum, a jobber, of 
41 William Street, ‘it will reduce the stock 
of whisky on hand 130,000 barrels. As each 
barrel contains 46 gallons, and the revenue 
tax is $1.10 a gallon, the saving to the dis- 
tillers on that item alone will amount to 
$1,518,000. There is simply too much whis- 
ky on hand, and it is sold in many in- 
stances below cost. Ey stopping the pro- 
duction for a year the price will get back 
to its normal rate, and :t can then be man- 
ufactured at a profit. The consumers won’t 
feel the change. They get whisky for the 
same price, no matter what it costs the 
jobber.” 


Change in Steamship Rates. 


Trans-Atilantic Steamship 
lines change to-day their outgoing ticket rates 
from the Summer to the Winter schedule. The 
Summer rates from New-York obtain from May 
1 to July 15, and from Europe between Aug. I 


and Oct. 15. The tines are the North German 
Lloyd, Hamburg-American, Netherlands-Ameri- 
ean, and Red Star Lines. The Red Star inter- 
mediate rates are $45 under the Summer sched- 
ule and $38. under the Winter schedule. In 
saloon rates there is a corresponding difference. 
Summer rates on the North German Lloyd 
Line range from $90 to $175. The Winter rates 
range from $60 to $110.

the trappings of his spiendid coal-black 
horse, which he managed with rare perfec- 
tion and skill. On.my white Ku-hai-lan stal- 
lion, I usually rode at his side, chatting 
to him in his own tongue, while 200 of his 
people, erect in their saddles, and with their 
long-barreled rifles slung behind, were ready 
to instantly execute his slightest wish. 

Those days were breathless and blazing. 
Scorched by the sun, and half suffocated 
by the sand-laden wind, our way lay 
through a wilderness that nature had for- 
saken. At night, however, when the out- 
laws of the desert had cast sand upon their 
feet and prayed their maghrib, and we had 
encamped under the palms of the oasis, 
eaten our dates and ,krouss-krouss, and 
slaked .our thirst from our water skins, 
then commenced the real luxury of the day 
—the luxury of idleness—as, reclining on a 
mat in front of his tent, with coffee and a 
cigarette, the great Abdul-Melik would re- 
late with slow distinctness stories of past 
encounters between his people and the hated 
,Christians. While sentries with loaded ri- 
fles kept a vigilant lookout lest we should 
be surprised.by the ever-watchful Spahis or 
Chasseurs, half a dozen Arabs would squat 
in a semi-circle before the great Sheik, 
and, twanging upon their guenibris—those 
queer little banjoes fashioned from tortoise 
shells, over which skin is stretched—would 
chant weirdly in a strange staccato, Arab 
songs of love and war. At that hour a 
coolness fallg over everything, intense si- 
lence reigns, the sky above grows a deeper 
and deeper blue, and the palms and talha 
trees look mysterious in the half-light. 
Soon the stars shine out like diamond 
points, and it grows darker and darker, 
until the chill night breeze of the desert 
stirs the feathery heads of the date palms. 
Then the lawless nomads, my companions, 
would wrap their burnouses closely about 
them, scoop out a hole in the warm sand, 
and there repose until the first flush of 
dawn. 

About five weeks after I had inadver- 
tently thrown in my lot with the Kel-Iz- 
haban, and after penetrating a region that, 
as far as I am aware, has never been ex- 
plored by Europeans, for it remains a 
blank upon the most recent map issued by 
the Dépét de la Guerre, we. were one even- 
ing, at a spot evidently prearranged, joined 
by a body. of 300 horsemen, who armed 
themselves with the rifles obtained from our 
camels’ packs, and then, leaving the camels

valley called the Anzoua, we all continued 
our way in high spirits, jesting, laughing, 
and singing snatches of songs.

In addition to the uneasiness caused by 
the political situation, the financial com- 
munity was disturbed this morning by the 
announcement of the serious illness of Mr. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt. The foreign exchange 
market also added to the uneasiness by its 
Strength, and predictions of large ship- 
ments of gold in the near future were 
freely made. The withdrawals for ship- 
ment te-day amounted to $900,000, but in- 
timations were made that Saturday’s 
steamers would take a much larger 
amount. This gave rise to uneasiness con- 
eerning the stability of the Treasury gold 
reserve, 

With all these adverse conditions pre- 
Vailing, it was not surprising that the bear 
operators took advantage of them. They 
sold stocks quite confidently, and at times 
the only buying seemed to come from the 
short interest, which was satisfied with 
its profit. Liquidation was quite an im- 
portant feature of the day, and it was no- 
ticeable in the high-priced investment 
stocks. For instance, Lake Shore lost 3% 
points, Lackawanna 7%, Delaware and 
Hudson 3k, and Jersey Central 54. New- 
York Central and Michigan Central lost 
materially, while Consolidated Gas dropped

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POLICE CAPTAIN SAYS HE PAID NO 
MONEY TO HAMILTON. 


It Had Been Charged that He Accept- 
ed a Bribe in Connection with a 
Polling Place—Some Sharp En- 
counters Between Lawyers Honse 
and Moss—It Was Sought to Bring 
In the Previous Record of the 


Accused Policeman. 


The trial of Police Captain Martens or 
the East Thirty-fifth Street Station on 
charges of accepting a fifteen-doilar bribe 
from Moses D. Hamilton in 1891 was con- 
tinued before Commissioner Roosevelt yes- 


terday, Lawyer House proceeding with 
Capt. Martens’s defense. 

Acting Inspector Brooks testified to Capt. 
Martens’s efficiency ag a policeman. In- 
spector Cortright gave similar testimony. 
Chief Conlin also gave Capt. Martens a 
good reputation, and said he was an effi- 
cient officer. 

Lawyer Moss asked Chief Coniin wheth- 
er he was not aware of the fact that testi- 
mony was given before the Lexow commit- 
tee that Martens had paid for his promo- 
tion. The Chief said he was aware of 
that, but he doubted the story. 

‘“‘Don’t you know that some people be- 
lieved the story?” asked Mr. Moss. 

Lawyer House jumped to his feet with 
an objection, and shouted: ‘‘ You fellows, 
Mr. Moss, assassinated the character of 
everybody, whether it was right or wrong. 
A man is tried for shooting a person, but 
you fellows did worse—you assassinated tP.e 
character of everybody. I’m disgusted with 
rOU. 


Capt. Martens said he had been on the 
force eighteen years, during which time 
he had had only three compaints made 
against him. In March, 1894, he was put 
on trial for failing to suppress a disorderly 
house. The Captain declared the complaint 
was unjustified, as he himself called the 
attention of the Central Office police to 
some disorderly houses in his precinct 
which his own men could not get evidence 
against. Detectives from Headquarters got 
the evidence and raid the houses. After 
this, charges were made against him. 

As to the charge that he received $15 
from Moses D. Hamilton for designating his 
store as a polling place, Capt. Martens 
swore that the charge was false. He de- 
nied that he visited Hamilton’s store at 
— time during the month of September, 

Hamilton testified it was in September he 
paid the money. Capt. Martens admitted 
he visited the store in the month of August 
to see about using it as a polling place. 
He stated that Hamilton’s testimony alleg- 
ing that he said it was customary to pay 
the police $15 was false. The Captain de- 
clared that he was not on duty Sept. 28 
1891, on which day Hamilton swore he paid 
the money. He had been on his vacation 
and returned on Sept. 28, when he had a 
day and night off. 

Capt, Martens said it was by Capt. Mur- 
phy’s instructions that he visited Hamilton’s 
place in August to see if it would meet 
with the requirements of the law regarding 
polling plazes. When he returned to duty 
on Sept. 29, he made out the lease for 
Hamilton’s place under Capt. Murphy’s 
orders. Murphy was in charge of the pre- 
cinct. The Captain positively swore that 
he never received any money from Hamil- 
ton. 

Mr. Moss cross-examined the Captain, and 
asked him how it was that his signature 
appeared on the lease under the date of 
Sept. 26, when he had already sworn that 
he was not in Hamilton’s store at any 
time during September. 

The Captain said that the lease was 
signed by Hamilton during his absence, 
and that he put his’ signature to it upon 
his return to duty by direction of Capt. 
Murphy. . 

Mr. Moss asked Capt. Martens about the 
complet in 1894 for failing to suppress 
a disorderly house in the Twenty-first Pre- 
cinct, in which he was fined thirty days’ 
ay. Capt. Martens had testified that he 

ad talks with Superintendent Byrnes about 
certain places in. his precinct which he 
could not get evidence against. He asked 
Byrnes to send his men to assist him. 
Byrnes did, and they raided the place 
complained of. Afterward Byrnes made 
charges against him. 

Lawyer House objected to Mr. Moes’s cross- 
examining the Captain on the old charges. 
He finally became so angered at Mr. Moss’s 
continued efforts to bring up the old charges 
that he alluded to Mr. Moss’s. action as 
“shyster practice.” 

President Roosevelt told Mr. House that 
out of respect to the court he should use 
more mild terms. 

“There is no disrespect meant toward 
you, Sir,’’ responded Lawyer House, “ but 
as regards the counsel on the other side I 
will not withdraw it.’ 

Capt. Martens explained that regarding re- 
ports made to Superintendent Byrnes he 
was not allowed to state that a house was 
merely a reputed disorderly house. He was 
obliged to make a positive report whether 
or not the house was one of bad reputa- 
tion. 

The Captain was asked by Mr. Moss if 
he knew that within the last three years 
he had been publicly accused of paying 
money for his promotion. Mr. House ob- 
jected to the question. President Roosevelt 
allowed the question. Capt. Martens’s 
answer was: “Only what read in the 
papers.” The trial was adjourned until 
Tuesday, at 4 P. M. 





DUTY ON RELIGIOUS BOOKS. 


Difference of Opinion as to a Large 
Importation. 


A case has come up in the United States 
Appraiser’s Department, in this city, which 
is attracting an eager interest on the part 
of the publishers of religious books. A 
large invoice of such books reached this 
port from Europe recently, consigned to a 
well-known firm of publishers. This same 
firm is specially known as the importers of 


“the most celebrated edition of the Bible. 


The importation that is now the subject 
of controversy includes a number of copies 
of the regular, long primer edition of the 
Bible, and some packages of the revised 
edition of the New Testament, the Greek 


Testament, and Thomas & Kempis’s ‘‘ Imi- 
tation of Christ.’’ The entire lot was valued 
at $5,000 in the invoice. Local Appraiser 
Walter H. Bunn regarded this valuation as 
too low, and advanced it 15 to 20 per cent. 
The importers appealed to the Board of 
Genera] Appraisers, and proposed to show 
by expert testimony that the or ginal valua- 
tion was not too low. 

Representatives of all the leading pub- 
lishers of religious books in this city were 
summoned before the Board of General 
Appraisers to testify as to the foreign 
market value of this particular lot of 
books. Two or three publishers have 
already given their testimony, and the in- 
vestigation is pending. 

Under the law governing the reappraise- 
ment of imported goods for the payment of 
duties, whenever the original valuation is 
advanced by the Appraisers more than 10 
per cent., there is a penalty of 2 per cent. 
for each 1 per cent. in excess of the 10 
per cent. advance,

VACATION SCHOOLS OPEN

4BOUT 2,500 PUPILS RBGISTERED | 
YESTERDAY. 


Two More Days for Registration at 
the Six Schools—The Children to 
be Taught Sewing and Drawing— 


Kindergarten Classes to be 


Formed for the Youngest Boys 
and Girls—Instruction Is Free and 
the Public Is Invited to Give Aid, 


Free Vacation Schools were opened yes- 
terday morning in six public school build- 
ings: in this city for the registration of 
pupils. The registration will be continued 
to-day and to-morrow, and the schools will 
be opened for instruction on Monday. The 


schoo] hours will be from 9 o’clock A. M. 
to noon, and the term will last for six 
weeks, 

It was estimated yesterday that 2,500 pu- 
pils had registered, but the exact figures 
will not be known until to-day. The larg- 
est registration was at Grammar School 
No. 96, where 1,300 pupils signed their ad- 
mission cards. 

The schools are under the direction of 
the Association for Improving the Condi- 
tion of the Poor, and William W. Locke 
is the Superintendent. Girls from five to 
fifteen years old and boys from five to 
twelve years old are admitted. The schools 
Opened yesterday were: 

Grammar School Ne. 7, at Chrystie and 
Hester Streets; Miss IUlian Burdon, Prin- 
cipal. 

Grammar School No. 79, at 42 First Street;

At. Grammar School No. 7 Miss Burdon 
was kept busy registering pupils. About 
200 children were registered at 10 o’clock in 
the morning. All were carefully dressed, 
and nearly all were present voluntarily. 
They séemed to be glad to get in from the 
heat of the sun to the shade of the large, 
breezy schoolroom. It is expected that the 
registration will reach 600. The children 
will be taught in this school and others 
sewing and drawing, and there will be also 
kindergarten classes. 

Superintendent Locke was much pleased 
with the attendance at School No. 7 yes- 
terday. ‘‘ No child is debarred from these 
schools,” he said, *‘and there is no class 
distinction drawn. Colored children are 
eligible just the same as white children, 
and the only thing we require from the 
pupils is that they be orderly. The children 
must behave themsaives while they are in 
school, and the teachers are vested with 
the power of expelling any unruly pupil 
immediately.” : 

There was a great. rush of pupils also at 
School No. 79. About 400 boys and girls 
had registered up to 10:30 o’clock A, M. 
Principal Foster will be assisted by fifteen 
teachers, and when the school is formally 
opened on Monday it is expected that the 
number of pupils will exceed 1,000. The 
children will be tawght architectural and 
mechanical drawing, wood carving, model- 
ling in clay, geometrical designing, map 
drawing, and sewing. : 

The other schools were equally well at- 
tended, and the prospects are that the 
number of pupils this year will exceed that 
of any former year. The total enrollment 
last year was 7,666, and the average at- 
tendance was 3,296. The etenee cost fur 
each pupil was $1.52 for the term. 

Each scheol, it is estimated, costs about 
$1,000. All the teachers who have been ap- 
pointed have had experience in the work. 
it is feared that the attendance this year 
will be so great that there will not be 
room enough for the pupils. ars

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| BRIDGE PLANS MAY BE CHANGED, 


Those for the New Enst River Struct- 
ure Are Only Tentative. 


The Commissioners of the New East 
River Bridge held an executive session 
yesterday, but neither Mayor Strong nor 
Mayor Wurster was present, and in a few 
minutes after adjournment Chief Engineer 
Buck disappeared with the plans that had 
been adopted. 

Commissioner Thurber said that the board 
had decided to take two blocks for the 
New-York approach to the bridge, those 
lying betweer Delancey Street and Broome 
Street on the north and south, and be- 
tween Clinton Street and Norfolk Street 
on the east and west. For the bridge 150 
feet will be taken from the blocks south 
of Delancey Street, and that, he said, will 
allow 118 feet for the bridge and thirty- 
two feet for a safet: margin on the south 
side of the bridge, with Delancey Street as 
a safety margin on the north side of the 
bridge. 

Ex-Congressman Timothy J, Campbell ap- 
peared before the Commissioners and said 
that the plans proposed did not meet with 
the approval of his constituents, who live 
all about the district where the New-York 
approach will be. They were afraid that 
the property that will be left on the south 
side of the bridge may become useless, and 
he thinks it would be better if the com- 
mission should take from the north side 
of- Broome Street to the south side of De- 
lancey Street. Mr. Thurber’s first plan of 
having the approach begin at Grand Street, 
between Pitt and Willett Streets, Mr. 
Campbell said would have been the better 
one. 

Mr. Thurber explained that although 
there were advantages in that plan, it 
would have necessitated a sharp curve into 
Delancey Street, which, from an engineer- 
ing point of view was unadvisable. 

On the Brooklyn side, continued Mr. 
Thurber, the Commissioners decided to 
adopt as a tentative plan an approach curv- 
ing across South Fifth Street at Bedford 
Avenue. The elevation above South Fifth 
Street there would about eighteen feet. 

This plan has been adopted tentatively 
because the law compels the Commissioners 
to file the plans with the Mayors of the 
cities concerned, and with the Secretary of 
War in Washington, within a certain time, 
otherwise they would have waited until 
they were empowered to do otherwise. The 
Commissioners find the same objections to 
the curve across South Fifth Street, pro- 
posed in the plan, that were made to a 
curve in the bridgeway on the New-York 
side. 

They prefer a straight bridgeway from 
end to end—such a way would close South 
Fifth Street on one side, and make the 
bridge practically a continuation of South 
Fifth Street on the other. The Commis- 
sioners, however, do not have the power to 
close South Fifth Street, and propose to 
apply to the Legislature for additional pow- 
ers to do so, and thus modify the plan 
adopted yesterday by making the bridge 
in a straight line from end to end. 

The work, added Mr. Thurber, has been 
going on. The borings on the New-York 
side have been made, and the work of 
boring on the Brooklyn side has been be- 
gun. The rock on the New-York side is 
about sixty feet below high water, and on 
the Brooklyn side about ninety feet. It 
will take about three or four months to 
complete the caissons. 

The Commissioners will meet again next 
Wednesday and definitely adopt the plans 
with whatever modifications may be agreed 
upon. 

Mr. Thurber says he thinks the total 
cost of the bridge will be between $14,000,- 
000 and $15,000,000. That will include the 
condemnation of property based on the 
assessed valuation of 60 per cent. of its 
market value. 





NO WATCH TRUST AT PRESENT. 


Jobbers Decide that It Is Inexpedient 
to Organize an Association. 


It was decided at a meeting of watch 
jobbers at 120 Broadway yesterday that it 
was inexpedient for them to organize an 
association. About twenty-five jobbers from 
all over the country were present, and it 
was said that they represented $20,000,000 
of capital. 

The call for the meeting set forth that 
the object was to organize an association 
for the maintenance of prices, discounts, 
and commissions. 

J. H. Noyes of this city called the meet- 
ing to order, and David Keller of Keller, 
Ettinger & Fink was chosen as Chairman. 

Mr. Noyes then attempted to explain the 
object of the meeting, but was interrupted 
by S. F. Meyers of S. F. Meyers & Co. of 
48 Maiden Lane, who objected to Mr. 
Noyes making an explanation, as he is 
neither a jobber nor one of the Committee 
on Organization. 

Mr. Noyes, however, was allowed to ex- 
plain that the meeting was called at the 
request of a committee appointed at a pre- 
vious meeting of jobbers and manufact- 
urers. 

Mr. Meyers insisted that only four men 
were present at that meeting. Mr. Noyes 
said that there were a dozen present. 

H. H. Butts of this city said that, in his 
opinion, the time had not yet come for an 
organization of any sort among watch job- 
bers. .The coming election, he said, would 
injure the business, and he _ protested 
against the proposed plan. 

Mr. Schwab of Cincinnati was also 
against the proposed organization. He said 
that it would do but little good, unless 
the manufacturers affiliated with the job- 
bers. The old organization, he said, had 
the support of the manufacturers. 

Mr. Appleton of the firm of Robbins, Ap- 
pleton & Co., representing the Waltham 
Watch Company, said his people would do 
all in their power to maintain prices, but 
the great trouble now is that the supply is 
greater than the .demand. Therefore, he 
thought it better to wait until the demand 
increased before doing anything toward or- 
ganization. 

Mr. Schwab introduced the following res- 
olution: ‘“‘It is the sense of this meeting 
that it is inexpedient at this time to form 
an association of jobbers in watches and 
watch cases.”’ 

On motion of Max Coleman of this city, 
the words ‘‘at this time” were stricken 
out. The amended resolution was then 
unanimously adopted. The meeting then 
adjourned.

Board of Fire Underwriters Modified 
One of Its Rules. 


The New-York Board of Fire Under- 
writers spent much time at its monthly 
meeting yesterday in a discussion over the 
interpretation of one of the rules of the 
board in relation to the insulation of wires 
for electric lighting in buildings. 

The rules of the board require that wires 
which pass through concealed spaces in 
buildings shall not only be properly insu- 
lated, but shall pass through iron tubes, 
which must also be properly insulated. 
These insulated iron tubes are protected by 
a patent. 

Recently an inventor produced and ex- 
hibited to the Board of Fire Underwriters 
a wire which, he claimed, was so thor- 
oughly insulated that there would be no 
necessity to have it still further protected 
by an insulated iron tube. 

The wire is covered by four thicknesses 
of insulating material, and a number of the 
members of the board were favorably im- 
pressed with the wire and favored its use. 

But the rule of the board required that 
all wires for ‘electric .lighting which pass 


through concealed spaces should be run 
through iron tubing, properly insulated, 
and a strict interpretation of this rule 
would, of course, shut out the use of the 
new .wire, which, as claimed by the in- 
ventor, would not need this additional 
protection, and which would add such an 
additional expense to it as to effectually 
debar its use. 

There was a division in the board as to 
the interpretation of this rule. It was held 
by some of the members that a strict 
construction of the rule would create a 
monopoly, to which they were opposed. 

A long discussion followed, and those 
who were in favor of a liberal construc- 
tion of the rule triumphed. It was deter- 
mined that both systems of insulation 
would be approved, on condition that the 
new wire, with its various wrappings of 
insulating material, shall be inclosed in 
iron tubing, mot necessarily insulated. 

The rules of the Board of Fire Under- 
writers governing the installation of elec- 
trie light plants in buildings are to be sub- 
mitted to the Fire Commissioners for ap- 
proval. 


AWARDS FOR SPEEDWAY PROPERTY 





Commissioners of Estimate Have Cut 
Down the Figures to $255,576.50. 


The preliminary report of the Commis- 
sioners of Estimate in the speedway pro- 
ceeding has just been filed in the office of 
the Commissioner of Public Works. The 
amount of their awards for the property 
taken is $255,576.50. 

Mr. Scott, the Counsel to the Corporation, 
considers this result a very substantial and 
gratifying victory for the city. 

As is well known, the proceeding has for 
its object tive determination of the value of 
the lands to be taken for the so-called 
speedway, or public drive, which runs near 
the westerly shore of the Hariem River 
from One Hundred and Fifty-fifth Street to 
Dyckman Street, a distance of about two 
miles. ; 

Messrs. George C. Coffin, Matthew Chalm- 

ers, and Henry Hughes ~were appointed 
Commissioners of Estimate in Mgy, 1893, to 
determine the value of the lan. required. 
These Commissioners have been engaged in 
the. work ever since, and thousands of 
pages of testimony have been taken. 
: e claims filed amounted to about $3,800,- 
000, and in support of these claims sworn 
testimony was introduced on behalf of the 
property owners to the effect that they were 
worth about $2,800,000. 

All the claims (amounting to about $1,000,- 
000) for right of access to the Harlem 
River, or for easements alleged to exist in 
favor of the owners of the land adjacent to 
the tideway, were rejected by the Commis- 
sioners.
